Surprise In The Mail* 
Police Receive Stolen

Winchester Police Chief John 
McHugh received an unusual form of 
“junk mail" last Wednesday when he 
opened a manila envelope and found 
$1581 wrapped in newspaper. 

“1 was astonished," said the Chief 
earlier this week. “When I first looked at 
the envelope I thought it was just junk 
mail. All it said was Winchester Police 
Department, Winchester, Mass.’ I was 
tempted to throw it away." 

Fortunately McHugh reads all his 
mail, whether it has money in it or not. 
The money, it was later discovered, was 

Hospitals Sign 
Option For 
Winning Farm 

Executives of Winchester, Symmes, 
and Choate Hospitals have signed an 
option to purchase acreage on Winning 
Farm and investigate buildinq a new 
medical facility. 

Trustees of Winning Farm and 
representatives of the hospitals said the 
option agreement will allow the hospitals 
to do test borings on the site. Jack 
Hunter, president of Winchester 
Hospital, explained that this does not 
mean the three hospitals are committed 
to purchase the land, but it will allow the 
testing to go on. 

Building a new- medical facility to 
replace Winchester Hospital. Symmes in 
Arlington, and Choate in Woburn is one 
possibility currently undei* study by 
Health Systems, Inc. Health Systems 
was hired as consultant to the three 
facilities to study consolidation. Their 
report is expected in early fall. 

Possible hospital land at Winning 
Farm is estimated under the option at 44 
to 46 acres. Both Winning Farm and 
hospital officials have declined to put a 
price tag on the land. 

Winning Farm, a 120 acre parcel 
located in western Winchester, and parts

the the exact amount that was stolen 
from Cumberland Farms employee 
Douglas Reed on July 8. 

McHugh, who realized that the sur 
prise package might be the same funds, 
“quickly counted the money,” put it in 
his desk and began to inspect the 
newspaper and envelope it had arrived 
in. 

While looking for some message that 
might be written on the paper or in the 
envelope, a small slip of paper fell from 
the larger newspaper and contained the 
brief message, "C-Farms." It was then 
that McHugh was positive that this was 
the money stolen from Reed. 

Up until that point, the police in¬ 
vestigation had drawn a “blank," ac¬ 
cording to McHugh. Reed had been asked 
to take a lie detector test about the in¬ 
cident but refused on principle. There 
were no other witnesses so the police 
were at a standstill. 

The police had been searching for a 
youth, somewhere between the ages of 
16-18. McHugh feels there could lx* a 
number of reasons why the thief chose to 
return the money. He speculated that 
possible guilt feelings may have over¬ 
come the youngster. He also suggested 
that the money may have been 
discovered by a parent who insisted that 
it be returned, or perhaps some religious 
experience may have convinced him to 
give it back. 

The money, which was broken up into 
66 one dollar bills, 51 five dollar bills, 64 
10 dollar bills, 26 20 dollar bills and one 
$100, was in an envelope which was not 
postmarked. 

McHugh noted that the sack for 
Winchester Police mail was located just 
around the corner from the Winchester 
mail only sack at the post office. He 
suggested that an employee there may 
have just taken the package, cancelled 
the stamps and then placed it in the 
police bag. The fact that it did not have a 
post mark proves it was mailed in 
Winchester. 

Charles Brink, the District Supervisor 
or Security at Cumberland Farms, stated 
yesterday that the investigation will 
continue despite the fact that the money 
has been recovered. "A crime has been 
committed," he stated

With the deadline for a report from 
the Planning Board to the Board of 
Selectmen and the Board of Assessors 
due in mid-September, the three boards 
met Monday night to discuss the Win¬ 
chester House Elderly Housing project 
and whether to grant a 121A tax relief to 
developer Arthur Ullian. 

The report from the Planning Board 
will consider zoning questions that need 
to be answered, among other concerns 
and will be followed. 30 days after its 
delivery to the Selectmen and Assessors, 
by a report by those two boards dealing 
with tax agreements. 

Under Chapter 121A incentives, the 
developer is exempt from property taxes 
and substitutes a negotiated excise tax 
for a |x>riod of 15 to 40 years. The excise 
tax is a percentage of the gross income of 
the property 

Chapter 121A also allows the town to 
have more control over the character of 
the building being built Its limitations 
include an eight percent return on capital 
to the developer and the stipulation that 
the project must lx* built in what is 
considered a “decadent” or "blighted" 
area. 

“We were aware that we had some 
control," stated Selectman Barbara 
Hankins at the meeting. “But I don’t 
think any of us were aware of the breadth 
or the magnitude of the type of restric¬ 
tions we could impose on the developer." 

Hankins gave a list of examples of the 
types of condition controls they could 
enforce. Among the restrictions she 
mentioned were: control of the exterior 
maintenance of the building, the hours of 
operation of the public facilities, a 
requirement that the public areas be 
supervised, requirements as to the care 
of Winchester Station which is a part of 
the property in question, parking 
requirements and the option of writing in 
the development schedule of the land so 
that it could not be abandonded for a 
length of time. 

Hankins mentioned that the 121A 
agreement has two portions. The first is 
a tax agreement. This would provide 
certainty of taxes to the developer. “He 
knows 2() years in advance what his taxes 
will be." she pointed out. 

The second part of the agreement 
would be the regulatory agreement. This 
is the set of conditions which the town 
places on the developer which he agrees 
to in advance, and for which he must file 
an annual compliance report 

Selectman Wade Welch mentioned 
that it was his understanding that the 


developer needs this type of agreement 
to go ahead with the project. He men¬ 
tioned that HUD would not require a 121A 
agreement, but would rather the 
developer have it. Charles Tseckares, 
Chairman of the Planning Board, raised 
a numlx*r of questions which the Plan¬ 
ning Board is still considering, such as 
whether the two-acre site at Rangely and 
Waterfield roads could be considered 
blighted, how many tax dollars the 
developer is willing to pay and how does 
Winchester get the excise tax back. 

Tseckares also pointed out that in the 
town of Wellesley a similar project was 
constructed, despite the fact that the 
town refused any 121A agreements. He 
mentioned that Wellesley and the 
developer worked out a number ol tax 
agreements in place of 121 A. The Win¬ 
chester Board of Assessors feels that it 
would lx* a mistake to commit the town 
over a long period of time in that fashion. 

Tseckares, who is a professional 
architect, told the three boards and the 
citizens who attended, that the developer 
took seven borings of the site. He added 
that three of the borings were taken to 25 
feet at 18 blows. This means that the land 
at those spots was soft for a five or six 
story building. 

Planning Board rriember Stephen 
Anderson stated that he feels there arc 
three relevant questions to lx? answered. 
First, is the land blighted. Second, does 
the development consist with zoning by¬ 
laws and finally, does the project comply 
with the town’s master plan. 

Anderson answered his own questions 
individually. He stated that the term 
blighted is an “elastic" term that can be 
applied if the town wants it 

Anderson also stated that he feels the 
project is consistent with the zoning laws, 
because of a permit by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 

But he questioned whether the Win¬ 
chester House does comply with the 
master plan or even if the town has one 
“Can we say this clearly dtx*s not con¬ 
form to our master plan, if we had one, 
because it’s in a single residence 
district?" 

Anderson also stated that if the zoning 
map were used as the core of the master 
plan, the project clearly does not comply 
with that plan. He asked if this really is 
where the town wants this project 
located. “1 will not vote to put anybody’s 
apartment building in anybody's 
backyard," he stated 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
suggested that the town does have a 


master plan, but stated that “what we 
may have lacking is a housing plan." 

Hankins mentioned that Winchester 
has a pretty clear knowledge of a need 
for housing “even if there is no housing 
plan.” 

Adding to the zoning discussion, a 
woman from the audience stated that the 
Town Meeting has always felt that the 
property in question should not be 
rezoned. 

Anderson added that he was annoyed 
with the continual encroachment into 
residential areas. He added that the town 
does not always have to be widening the 
boundries for whatever is needed. "At 
some point you have to say stop." 

Town Meeting member Clarence 
Borggard told the boards that “if we’re 
going to have housing we have to do it 
now. We have a plan almost ready and 
now we re going to knock it out. When are 
we going to get housing?" 

Former School Committee member 
Mary Pronski, who has repeatedly 
spoken out against the Winchester House- 
project, stated Monday that “I feel as 
though every board in this town has 
become intimidated and will approve 
121A or what I call a special deal." 

Richard Wilsack, chairman of the- 
Board of Selectmen, disagreed with 
Pronski by saying he doesn’t feel any of 
the boards are being intimidated. He 
added that a search was going on to find 
the best solution for the town. “I feel very 
strongly that we are bringing together 
the strengths and resourses of this 
town." 

Ciarcia To Discuss 
Pepper Hill Housing 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia this 
week told the Planning Board he expects 
to set up a meeting between Arlington 
and Winchester officials to discuss the 
proposed Pepper Hill housing 
development. 

Ciarcia’s meeting is the result of a 
letter addressed to the Planning Board 
from Arlington Town Manager Donald 
Marquis. 

Marquis says that after a discussion 
with Arlington’s Director of Public 
Works and Town Engineer, it was agreed 
it wouldn’t be feasible to connect the 
proposed 26 two-family units to 
Arlington’s sewer system. Marquis says 
the system is already “overtaxed." 


They Take One Day At A Time

(Editor’s Note: In part one n! this 
series. The Star introduced Tom, a 
policeman, married with a family of six. 
Tom's liTe has been good lor these past 
four years...hut before his I2rd birthday, 
Tom’s drinking meant trouble for his 
family, his job, and himself. 

Last week we learned about Tom's 
life, from his first drink at age II to an 
April evening when Tom walked in to his 
first Alcoholic’s Anonymous meeting. 
This week The Star takes a look at that 
AA meeting, the problems of alcoholism, 
and where to go if you have a drinking 
problem.) 

If you didn’t know there was an 
Alcoholics Anonymous meeting in the 
small town church, you would have 
walked right by it. It was like any other 
April evening, the temperature was cool 
and the ground crunched under Tom’s 
feet. Tom and another young policeman, 
who had just been released from a 
detoxification center, entered the church 
not quite knowing what to expect. 

What they found in the church 
basement was a small cinder-block 
room, filled with people of all ages There 
were both men and women, a young man 
in denim jeans and a flannel shirt, a 
young women in her early thirties with 
her hair piled neatly in a bun at the nape 
ol her neck. 

The smell of fresh coffee filtered from 
the back of the room. An older man with 
a cane munched on a jelly doughnut. 

At the front ol the room was a wooden

podium. On the front was a blue and gold 
banner which read, “One day at a time," 
one of AA’s mottos. 

People smiled as Tom and the young 
man entered They sat in metal folding 
chairs near the back ol the room. 

The meeting started. A man in his 
forties said, “My name is Bob, and I’m 
an alcoholic. We have a lot of speakers 
this evening, so I'll make this as short as 
possible." 

Bob welcomed the “newcomers" and 
read the AA preamble, “Alcoholics 
Anonymous is a fellowship of men and 
women who share their experience, 
strength, and hope with each other that 
they may solve their common problem 
and help others to recover from 
alcoholism. 

"The only requirement for mem¬ 
bership is a desire to stop drinking There 
are no dues or fees for AA membership; 
we are self-supporting through our own 
contributions 

“AA is not allied with any sect, 
denomination, politics, organization, or 
institution; does not wish to engage in 
any controversy; neither endorses or 
opposes any causes. 

“Our primary purpose is to stay sober 
and help other alcoholics achieve 
sobriety." 

Bob then called the first speaker. 

Tom remembers, “I listened to the 
speakers and at the end I was able to say 
in each instance, me too." 

The speakers spoke Irom the common 
bond ol alcoholism. 

"The pain of an alcoholic can only be 
understood by another alcoholic," Tom 
says. “For many years I could walk 
down the street and people would offer 
after looking at me, I know how you 
feel.’ I would shrug and nod my head, but 
inside I would scream, No you don’t 
know how I feel. How could you possibly 
know the feeling of having hit someone 
you love, or having missed a child's 
birthdas In AA people say, We know 
how you I eel, and for the first time you 
believe someone really does un¬ 
derstand 

“They were quick to add, Tom says, 
“come along with us and we II help " 


The neatly coiffed woman in her 
thirties was the first speaker. She softly 
introduced herself as Laura, an 
alcoholic. She described her life with 
alcohol, how she found AA, and how her 
life has changed since she stopped 
drinking 18 months ago. 

She was a housewife, she said, 
married by age 23 and at home with two 
young children by age 16. She started 
drinking in her high school years, 
although, she said, she never had a 
problem with alcohol at that time. 

Her drinking picked up when she was 
at home with the children. When the 
supply of alcohol in the house was getting 
low. she’d borrow from neighbors or buy 
at the local liquor store. To her neighbors 
she would say, “I’m trying out a new 
recipe," when she borrowed cooking 
wine again and again. She would also 
make excuses to the proprietor of the 
liquor store for her frequent trips. She’d 
ask how many drinks a bottle would 
serve, or lor the store’s best brand of gin. 
She never had to make excuses, but she 
always did. 

Her husband never knew of her daily 
drinking. She would drink moderately in 
his presense. She never had any 
“problems" at the Club or at business 
dinners. Since her husband was “a 
businessman on the way to the top,” 
many symptoms of Laura’s drinking 
problem went unnoticed. 

Laura drank alone, to relax. Her 
kitchen was her barroom, and she hid 
bottles in the laundry room and in her 
bureau drawers. 

Fr. Joseph Martin, a leader in 
educating the public on alcoholism, asks 
w ould you question something was wrong 
if you discovered a bottle of milk in the 
bathroom? Then why, he questions 
lurther, do we not say anything when we 
discover a bottle of booze hidden behind 
the sink? 

Laura described the compulsion 
i w hich she did not see as compulsion at 
that time) for alcohol. She described the 
blackouts and the severe hangovers. She 
wanted to run away from her home, her 
lamily, and herself. 

A friend recognized Laura’s problem. 
The friend cared, knew about AA, and 
convinced Laura to go. It was rough at 
lirst; Laura went back to booze. But now, 
she said, she’s found a life she likes, 
being sober. 

Laura was quick to point out that you 
don't have to hit rock bottom to be an 
alcoholic. 

“The word," another speaker said, 

• is yet. Some of us haven't been in ac¬ 
cidents or lost our drivers’ licenses. 
Many haven’t been in detox centers or 
locked up in Bridgewater for six months. 
But il we kept drinking, we would have 
been." 

Laura is one ol the people w ho suffers 
relapses in A A. Fifty percent of those

It's Business As Usual 
Despite Heat And Humidity 


Despite skyrocketing temperatures 
and a less than comfortable humidity, it 
appears that the recent heat wave has 
had little overall effect on Winchester 
residents or the workings of town 
government. 

According to Chris O’Kane at Win¬ 
chester Hospital, there has been no in¬ 
crease in either reported illnesses or 
problems associated with the jieat. 

Captain David Dalton says it’s “been 
fairly quiet” as far as Fire Department 
incidents are concerned. 

There have been a lot of short tempers 
but work has been progressing as usual, 
according to Director of Public Works 
Walter Tonaszuck. The department is 
trying to work out a ‘‘mutually 
agreeable” solution where personnel 
work a regular morning shift and are 
scheduled for a cooler “shady” project in 
the afternoon. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
chuckles that while employees have been 
working as scheduled, the level of 
productivity could be dropping in the 
heat. 

Two areas which have benefited in the 
heat wave are the beaches and library. 

Wedge and Leonard beaches have 


reported more than usual crowds says 
Donna Farrell of the Recreation 
Department. 

Leila-Jane Roberts, director of 
Winchester Public Library, says that last 
Thursday at 2:45 p.m. 17 persons were 
reported using the library’s air con¬ 
ditioned reference room. Mrs. Roberts 
reports that library attendance in 
general has been up this summer. 

Not everyone is happy with the recent 
thermal increase, however. 

“I hate it” was the reaction of 
Reading resident Mary Ann O’Hearn 
when asked how she liked the hot 
weather. Miss O’Hearn says she prefers 
to stay in the air conditioned Winchester 
office of Allen & Unwin Publishing Co. 
where she works as a secretary. 

One man, who is visiting his daughter 
for two months from his native Egypt, 
says that while it’s hot in Cairo, the 
humidity is not nearly as high.

Winchester 
Votes For MBTA 
Budget Increase 

The Town of Winchester was one of 
the communities comprising the 79- 
member MBTA Advisory Board which 
voted in favor of a $10.9 million sup¬ 
plementary budget for the balance of the 
agency’s calendar fiscal year. 

State Representative Whip Salt- 
marsh, who is Winchester’s represen¬ 
tative to the Advisory Board, said that 
although he voted in favor of the sup¬ 
plemental budget, he was opposed to 
MBTA Chairman Robert Foster’s initial 
request of $26 million. 

Saltmarsh said he supported the 
reduced budget because of recent rapid 
increases in fuel costs, wage increases 
that date back to September, 1978, and 
the commuter rail programs in which 
Winchester participates. 

Saltmarsh, who is a member of the 
legislative Transportation Committee, 
says that despite this budgetary sup¬ 
plement, he expects commuter services 
will be curtailed. 

If the Advisory Board voted the $26 
million budget, Saltmarsh says the 
impact on Winchester would have been 
$60,628.39. The result of the $10.9 million 
budget will be approximately $20,000. 
The actual impact on the tax rate will not 
be available until next year. 

In 1977, Winchester paid $358,093.85 in 
MBTA assessments. In 1978, because of 
increased federal assistance and a 
change in the funding formula, the 
assessment was reduced to $346,447.95. 

The $26 million budget represented a 
10 percent increase over the current $274 
million MBTA budget. Saltmarsh says 
that the $10.9 million budget is ap¬ 
proximately a 4 percent increase which 
he would, favor in view of the 4 percent 
tax cap. 

Foster says the funds are needed 
because of the previous administration. 
The $10.9 million budget Includes $3.31 
million for wages and pensions, $3.11 
million in commuter rail services sub¬ 
sidies and $1.89 million in fuel costs. 

The voting system of the MBTA 
Advisory Board is weighted. Winchester 
has 1.5043 votes out of the total 197.5. 
Cambridge, Belmont and Somerville also 
voted in favor of the supplementary 
budget. Arlington was one of the com¬ 
munities opposed to the budget.

Selectmen Add Five To Cable TV 


Acting on a request by Cable TV 
Committee chairman William McCarter 
to increase that group from four mem¬ 
bers to nine, the Board of Selectmen 
selected five applicants Monday night to 
become members of the Cable TV 
Committee. 

The five, chosen out of a total of eight 
applicants are; John Williams, Fred 
Murray, Bruce Brown, Anne Nevins and 
Larry Worthen. Murray and Brown were 
interviewed by the Selectmen last week, 
while the other three met with the board 
on Monday night. 

Before the selections were made, the 
Selectmen voted 4-0 with-one abstention, 
to increase the committee size. Select¬ 
man Edward O’Connell did not vote as he 
was somewhat troubled by the increase. 
“I have some questions with a committee 
of that size," O’Copnell stated. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins, who 
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recorded a “reluctant” yes vote, agreed 
with O’Connell stating that “it’s very 
easy to lose people between the cracks 
with that many.” 

Williams, who was asked to apply for 
the committee by McCarter, has been 
working for New England Telephone 
Company for 26 years, some of that time 
being spent in radio and television 
communications. He was also a five year 
member of the Finance Committee. 

Nivens was also contacted by 
McCarter but told the Selectmen she 
knows nothing about cable TV and is not 
even sure she’s in favor of it. 

When asked by O'Connell what ap¬ 
prehensions she might have about this 
service, Nevins spoke about a possible 
monopoly cable television could get on 
sporting events and also her concern 
about rates once people become fully 
involved with it. 

Nevins stated that she felt she could 
be of service in producing the report that 


the committee is working on regarding 
the service. 

Worthen is a scientific computer 
programmer for Raytheon Company. He 
stated that his background could be a 
service in breaking down the com¬ 
plicated terminology that is sometimes 
used in this field. 

Worthen mentioned that he feels there 
is a strong interest in Winchester for 
cable TV. particularly in those sections 
that have poor reception.

who walk in to an AA meeting for the first 
time never return to drinking. Twenty- 
five percent have one or many relapses. 
And 25 percent who go, never go back to a 
meeting but keep on drinking and. as 
Tom says, “eventually die of 
alcoholism.” 

AA suggests that newcomers join a 
group and attend two or three meetings a 
week. 

, “They say you should go to AA instead 
of going out drinking. If that’s seven 
nights a week in bars, then go seven 
nights a week to AA,” Tom says. 

AA also suggests getting a sponsor, 
someone who has been in AA who will 
help the newcomer through the rough 
spots. 

“AA only guarantees one thing.” Tom 
says. “If you don’t pick up a drink today, 
you won’t get drunk. And for most of us, 
our lives will be better.” 

Paul, a younger member of the group, 
was the second speaker. He’s 23 and said 
he’s just starting his life again. 

Paul took his first drink at age 15 on 
the back porch of a friend’s house. Four 
of his friends raided the liquor cabinet 
and mixed apricot brandy with orange 
juice. A horrible combination, Paul 
thought, but it felt good. 

Paul never drank because he was 
depressed or needed to relax. He drank in 
celebration. He drank to join his friends. 
He remembered saying the morning 
after, with a certain tone of pride, “I 
didn’t even remember what I did last 
night.” 

Paul said his parents never noticed 
his drinking, until he damaged his 
father’s car. Then he was grounded for 
six months. But his parents although they 


“noticed,” didn’t set* the severity of the 
situation. 

Paul’s grades slipped, lie lost his 
license following a second accident. He 
was not. however, the only one in his 
circle of friends having trouble with the 
police and his parents. 

In college Paul joined the fraternity 
most renowned for drinking, lit* became 


Alcoholics Anonymous, in 
keeping with their anonymity, 
has asked The Star to withhold 
publication of A A meetings in the 
area.

Although he felt he was “too young” to be 
an alcoholic, Paul was given a choice: go 
lo a meeting or leave school.

the rest of my life without a drink, but 

then he listened to AA’s advice, “take one 
day at a time.” Paul said that’s what he 
did. and is still doing. 

Similarly, Tom thought at that April 
AA meeting. "But what am 1 going to do 
if 1 can’t have booze at Christmas.” 

But for lour years since that night, 
Tom hasn’t touched a drop of alcohol. 

The stories went on with the familiar 
theme Mike was a successful lawyer 
w bo used to unwind with two six-packs of 
beer a night. Peggy was in her early 
lorties, and said she used to get sick 
cverytime she drank. But that didn’t stop 
her. She too became an alcoholic. 

In AA 12 steps are taken towards 
sobriety. The first step is to admit you 
are powerless over alcohol, and that your 
life has become unmanagable. 

People in AA also believe in a higher 
power, “God as we understand him,” and 
they ask the higher power- for help iu 
controlling their drinking. 

“It’s not a religious program,” Tom 
says. “You just have to go outside of 
yourself and ask for help.” 

Tom gets up each morning and says, 
“Please help me to get through a day 
without alcohol.” Each night if he was 
successful, he says, “Thank-you.” 

“That’s not hard, that’s simple,” Tom 
says 

And Tom is willing, even anxious, to 
share what he has learned in AA. “If 1 
don’t share it.’’ says Tom. “I’m in a risky 
area of losing what I’ve got. When I 
drank, no one else existed. Now the whole 
world is ahead of me.” 

“I’m not unhappy that I can’t drink. 
I’ve found a life without the chemical,” 
Tom says. "1 don’t hurt people today.” 

(Editor's Note: When Interviewing 
" loin" for this article, the author asked 
to borrow Tom’s AA hook for background 
research. Tom returned to the room with 
a new copy ol the A A hook. “Take this 
and keep it." he said. " There may come 
a time in your life when you have a 
drinking problem, or you’ll marry an 
alcoholic, or your best friend may marry 
one. This is the best thing you could 
have." With this, the author realized that 
alcoholism is close to many of us. 
Perhaps the kc\ is recognizing the 
disease.)

"Nobody is safe while the 
Massachusetts Legislature is in 
session." This cynical adage is 
being voiced up on Beacon Hill 
this week, as it is every year 
when the corridors are filled 
with talk of impending 
prorogation, that fancy 
legislative word for "wrapping 
up the session." 

The rumor by "reliable 
sources" that the Legislature 
would shut itself down shortly 
after approval of the 1980 budget 
was Just that — a rumor. 
Although in recess last week, the 
Legislature is alive and well and 
planned to be in full formal 
session this week. 

The latest senario has the 
Legislature in session this week 
and maybe next week, and then 
taking a hiatus until after Labor 
Day. At that time, the 
lawmakers will either begin 
prorogation or continue the 
session for several weeks. 

What will actually happen 
after Labor Day and when the 
Legislature will prorogue is 
anyone’s guess. The House, 
Senate and Governor must agree 
to prorogue, and it is no secret 
that there are things that are 
easier to do in the State House 
than getting these three parties 
to agree on anything. A look at 
recent history offers no help in 
predicting when the session may 
end. 

Observers used to say that the 
Legislature would always 
prorogue early in an election 
year, so members could go back 
to their districts and campaign. 
While this was true last year 
when the Legislature adjourned 
in July, it was not the case in the 
1976 election year when they 
stayed in session until Oct. 16. 

In both 1976 and 1977, the 
House and Senate remained in 
session for a full 12 months, 
wrapping things up just shortly 
before the new session began. 

Roll call-wise, in 1976, the 
House held 687 roll calls and the 
Senate 316; in 1976, the House 
333, the Senate 197; in 1977, the 
House 770, the Senate 396; and 
last year, the House 421, the 
Senate 199. Thus far this year, a 
little over six months into the 
session, the House has held 323, 
and the Senate 196. 

The argument over whether 
the Legislature should prorogue 
early seems to Intensify every 
year, and the Increase in the 
number of bills filed annually 
adds fuel to the debate. When the 
session opened in January, over 
6400 bills had been filed, even 
though the House membership 
was cut from 240 to 160 mem¬ 
bers. Since then, almost 700 
additional measures have been 
filed, making a total of over 7100 
proposals to consider. 

Roughly 400 bills have 
become law, hundreds have been 
defeated, and hundreds more 
have yet to be acted upon or are 
in various states of con¬ 
sideration. 

Some proponents of 
prorogation argue that the 
Legislature should not stay in 
session to just perpetuate itself. 
Many note that prorogation 
hastens the session and point out 
that prorogation rules make it 
easier to discharge bills onto the 


floor for final action. 

Opponents of early ad¬ 
journment argue that the House 
and Senate have too much work 
to do to just arbitrarily wrap up 
and go home. They say when 
prorogation begins, many bills 
die in committee, and the 
Leadership exerts a heavy hand 
in bottling up legislation they do 
not wish to see the light of day. 

While the debate over 
prorogation and its merits 
continue, many bills still await 
action. Constituents should 
avail themselves of this op¬ 
portunity to contact their local 
legislators to express opinions on 
these pending matters. Many are 
expected to be up for House and 
Senate action shortly. 

Energy Office 

Reorganization (H-6474) - This 
measure, currently in the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
would establish a State Office of 
Energy Resources and elevate 
the directorship to a cabinet- 
level position. Supporters say a 
key point of the bill provides for 
a $100 million bond issue to be 
used to encourage alternate 
energy sources. Opponents 
claim it simply creates another 
bureaucracy and note that many 
sections delete citizen power and 
input into the whole energy 
problem and process. 

Bottle Bill (H-6459) - The 
controversial legislation to 
require five and 10 cent deposits 
on all beer and carbonated 
beverage containers finally 
passed the House and Senate for 
the first time in the bill’s long 
history. Governor King, 
however, vetoed the legislation. 
It is doubtful supporters in either 
the House or Senate can muster 
the necessary two-thirds margin 
to override the King veto. Both 
branches passed the measure by 
slim margins — the House 83-73, 
and the Senate 24-15. 

Transportation Bond 
Package (H 6647) - This $246.2 
million transportation bond issue 
program was filed on July 17 by 
Governor King, after a package 
he filed in April was defeated by 
the House. This package, as well 
as the earlier one, focuses on a 
program for the construction, 
improvement, and maintenance 
of highways across the state, and 
on assisting rehabilitation and 
extension of the MBTA and other 
forms of mass transit. 

The package in April was 
defeated by the House because of 
a proposed funding mechanism 
increasing the eight and one half 
cent gas tax to a rate of 15 per¬ 
cent of the wholesale price of 
gas. 

Supporters of the new 
package note the new funding 
mechanism for the bond issue is 
more acceptable and involves an 
extension of the so-called "sin 
taxes," on gasoline, cigarettes, 
and alcohol, which were 
established in 1976 and expire in 
1980. They claim the taxes 
generate $74.2 million annually 
and if earmarked properly, will 
meet the projected deficit. 

Governor King says the $246.2 
million in state funds will 
generate an estimated $618.8 
million in federal funds for a 
total of $865 million to be used to

Winchester experienced a real old 
fashion thunder storm yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. Aug. 1, with plenty of thunder, 
lightning and rain. In fact, it was a sort of 
machine gun affair, two showers con¬ 
verging on the town at the start and being 
followed by first one, of a milder nature, 
and then another nearly as heavy as the 
first. 

Outside of the great amount of water 
which fell, the feature of the storm was 
the intense darkness which proceeded 
the first downfall. The storm lasted just 
about an hour, and during that time one 
and a half inches of water fell, a par¬ 
ticularly large amount. 

Streets and cellars about town were 
flooded by the water which, at the height 
of the storm, resembled snow as it blew 
about the streets. Autos were stalled, 
street cars were held up, and for a time it 
looked as though the town would suffer 
serious damage. 

Fortunately nothing serious resulted. 
There were big floods about the center, 
and coming between 5 and 6 p.m. during 
the rush hour, there was considerable 
traffic congestion. 

North Main street at the Colonial 
Station was flooded from side to side with 
water high over the sidewalk. South Main 
street at Converse place was a still 
larger lake with water running into the 
gas office, Barnes’ store, Chitels’, the 
Nash Agency and the Cameo Studio. 

At the fire station on Mt. Vernon 
street the water found its way into the 
river after flooding the walks a foot or 
more deep. Church street at Wildwood 
and Oxford streets was turned into two 
lakes, and in the center the railroad 
tracks were under water for a time. 

Although no serious damage oceured, 
the town departments will be busy for a 
few days scraping up sand and gravel 
and filling washouts. And the Park 
Department must refill and repair the 
tennis courts on Palmer street which 
were badly washed. 

The lightning apparently struck only 
one place in town. A hen house on High 
street owned by Mary A. Wilson was hit 
and burned. 

The Fire Department received three 
calls during the storm, a chimney fire on 
Elm street calling out Ladder 1 just as 
the rain started, and a telephone call 
from Sheffield West took the chief’s 
attention after some Of the vivid light¬ 
ning had been thought to have started a 
fire in the electric wiring. There was no 
damage in either instance. Box 521 \vqs 
sounded for the Wilson fire. 


Acting upon several complaints from 
householders the selectmen held a 
hearing last Monday night, Aug. 19, to 
discuss the ways and means of dispersing 
numerous flocks of starlings which have 
picked the trees bordering Wedgemere 
avenue as roosting places to the an¬ 
noyance of those living nearby. 

The starlings have visited Winchester 
on previous occasions when various 
means of driving them away, including 
the use of fire hose and fireworks, have 
been employed with indifferent success. 

This year, after setting a date for the 
hearing, the selectmen communicated 
with the State Department of Agriculture 
and also with the Department of 
Agriculture in Washington to see if some 
effective means of coping with the 
feathered pests could be suggested. 

Considerable literature was received 
and it seemed to be the opinion of both 
state and federal authorities that the best 
way to drive the birds away was by 
shooting at them with shells filled with 
black powder to make the loudest 
possible noise. 

This information was communicated 
to those attending the hearing last 
Monday and it was unanimously decided 
to employ this means to rid Wedgemere 
avenue of the birds. 

Accordingly, on Wednesday promptly 
at at 6:30 p.m., u police firing squad, 
under the command of Chief William R. 
McIntosh and including Sergeant 
William R. Rogers, Patrolman William 
Cassidy and Motorcycle Officer Edward 
O’Connell, betook themselves to 
Wedgemere avenue and seated them¬ 
selves upon the curbing to await the 
arrival of the starlings. 

As the first bird went to roost in the 
trees at the Church street end of the 
avenue the police opened lire with their 
riot guns and continued to blaze away 
until after 8 p.m., covering both sides of 
the street lor its entire length. 

The sky was literally black with them 
and often a tree apparently free of the 
starlings would send a flock of 100 or 
more into the air. 

Some 200 of the birds were killed as 
the police fired 175 shells into the 
branches, but it was the noise and smoke 
of the shells, not the slaughter, which was 
depended upon to drive away the pests. 

Two hundred dead had as little effect 
upon the flock as taking a dipper of water 
from lower Mystic. A large crowd was 
attracted by the firing and out-of-town 
motorists, believing another exhibition of 
fireworks was in progress, began to park 
their machines at points of vantage. 

The police stood by their guns and will 
continue to stand by them for the next - 
four or five nights in a determined effort 
to rid Wedgemere avenue of its un¬ 
welcome and unsavory guests.

Second Opinion 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Thousands of Americans face surgery 
daily, often with fear and with doubts 
about whether the right step is being 
taken. No one wants to have surgery 
unless there is no other satisfactory way 
to handle a medical problem. 

To help eliminate that concern, the 
Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare has initiated a program to en¬ 
courage Americans to ask the advice of 
at least two doctors before deciding to 
undergo non-emergency surgery. 

The Second Opinion program is 
desinged to find possible alternatives to 
non-emergency surgery with little or no 
cost to the patient. Medicare will pay 80 
percent of the cost of obtaining a second 
doctor’s opinion. Most Medicaid 
programs will also pay for a second 
doctor’s opinion. 

Residents of Massachusetts facing 
surgery may call toll-free 1-800-329-6141; 
1-800-922-8380; 1-800-342-3785; or 1-800-332- 
8545 to obtain the names of physicians in 
their area who will help them to get a 
second opinion. A 24-hour nationwide 
number, 800-325-6400, is also available. 


Open Hearing 
For Teachers 
Tuesday Night 

With the opening of school just about a 
month away, the Winchester School 
Committee will hold an open hearing on 
August 7 at 6 p.m. at the Sanborn House, 
for tenured teachers in the school system 
who have been placed on the recall list. 

The recall list, which contains the 
names of teachers under contract during 
the 1978-79 year who have not been of¬ 
fered contracts for the 1979-80 school 
year, presently holds five tenured 
teachers. 

The open hearing will provide those 
tenured teachers an opportunity to 
discuss their particular situation with the 
School Committee. The hearing was 
originally scheduled to take place in 
June, but a number of teachers were 
unable to attend at that time. 

On Monday night, the School Com¬ 
mittee will lx* meeting with the Board of 
Selectmen at the Town Hall to discuss the 
state tax cap. Presently Winchester is 
approximately $180,000 over the four 
percent limit imposed by Governor 
Edward King. 

“I have a feeling we will discuss 
whether the School Committee should be 
looking at the budget again," said School 
Committee member Sandy Rogers this 
week. She mentioned that after they 
meet with the Selectmen, the School 
Committee will gather to discuss the 
School Department budget further.

The state’s child abuse hotline is being 
expanded, according to Sen. Sam 
Rotondi. The hotline is an effort by the 
state legislature to help eradicate the 
epidemic amount of child abuse in 
Massachusetts. 

“The hotline is open ever} hour of 
every day," commented ‘ Senator 
Rotondi. “It handles not only child abuse 
and neglect cases where family problems 
are such that a child’s life or limb may be 
in danger, but also, it handles referrals 
for specific needs such as camps, day 
care, special education or retardation." 

The hotline is statewide, confidential 
and toll-free. The hotline also offers a 
crisis helpline to parents who are ex¬ 
periencing severe stress in a specific 
crisis and are fearful of harming a child 

It provides parents with information 
and referral to various agencies in their 
local communities that can provide on¬ 
going assistance with difficulties relating 
to a range of human services for children 
and their families. 

Senator Rotondi explained, “This 
hotline is vital as an initial step of 
identifying abuse.

Senator Rotondi was the co-sponsor of 
legislation which declares abuse a crime 
and, also, was active in passing the 
legislation which mandated the 24 -hour 
hotline. 

"I can’t offer solutions to the abuse 
problem." commented Senator Rotondi. 
"but, I do know that domestic violence is 
epidemic in our country. It affects people 
of all ages, all income categories, and all 
walks of life. We must find better ways of 
intervention into the family setting and 
supply whatever services are necessar} 
to prevent recurring abuse." 

Senator Rotondi concluded. “I hop? 
that anyone who needs help or those who 
suspect abuse will make use of this state 
service.”

State Child Abuse Hotline

Legislators are studying the 
package and many already have 
voiced early opposition to an 
extension of the "sin taxes,” and 
claim an extension of temporary 
taxes is no different from a tax 
hike. 

Mandatory Sentences for 
Drug Pushers (H 318) - The 
Legislature’s Special Joint 
Committee on Uniform Sen¬ 
tencing has recommended 
passage of a bill calling for 
stiffer penalties for drug dealers. 
The measure calls for 
presumptive sentencing, setting 
a specific range of jail terms, 
with a minimum and maximum 
sentence, which judges could 
impose on drug dealers. Judges 
would also be required to submit 
in writing any reason for varying 
from the sentences. The 
measure also prohibits convicted 
dealers from being paroled and 
imposes mandatory life sen¬ 
tences for dealers convicted 
three times of selling large 
amounts of very dangerous 
drugs. 

Supporters note the bill 
allows judges, in many cases, to 
impose penalties three times as 
harsh as current ones. Defending 
the bill, they say it will result in 
longer mandatory sentencing, 
without parole, for hardcore 
drug offenders. Many praised 
the bill as one which will provide 
justice for the defendants, the 
victims, and the public at large, 
and point out it still gives judges 
some flexibility. 

Some opponents have already 
attacked the bill and are pushing 
for its defeat, urging a con¬ 
tinuation of full judicial 
digression and early parole. 
Some say mandatory sentencing 
will cripple the criminal justice 
system, claiming every

Distribution Of $166 Million 
-Legislators still have to decide 
on the method of distribution of 
$166 million in local aid from the 
fiscal 1980 budget. Major 
proposals now under con¬ 
sideration include the proposal 
to send rebates to individual 
taxpayers, and ones to use 
already established state for¬ 
mulas to send the money back to 
the cities and towns 

Supporters of the rebate plan 
say that this is the only way to 
insure the money goes directly 
for property tax relief. Sup¬ 
porters of various distribution 
formulas for cities and towns say 
that the individual rebate plan 
would be a failure since it would 
result in a corresponding in¬ 
crease in property taxes. 

AFDC Cost of Living Increase 
-Just filed a few days ago, 
sponsors say this bill would 
guarantee that the six percent 
cost-of-living increase promised 
by the Governor and the 
Legislature will actually be paid 
to recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children. They 
explain the bill was filed because 
of a recent memo from the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare saying 
the wording in the recently 
passed budget violates federal 
regulations for programs that 
may receive reimbursement. 

The budget language called 
for a two percent cost-of-living 
increase effective last Jan. 1, 
and an additional four percent 
effective this July. 

However, the payment of both 
increases would be delayed until 
next Jan. l. 

The new legislation requires 
that the grant for AFDC 
recipients be increased by six 
percent effective July 1, 1979. 
Supporters claim that without 
the new bill amending the 
language, the program will be 
ineligible for matching federal 
funds, and recipients, suffering 
through more than 20 percent 
inflation, will, not receive a

Community Residences (H 
6052) - Now pending in the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
this measure would place a 
ceiling on the amount of com¬ 
munity residences located in a 
municipality. Under the 
measure, no community in the 
state would have to accept 
facilities with more than .5 
percent of the ^ community’s 
population until 80 percent of the 
municipalities in that county 
have reached .5 percent. 

In addition, a community 
could refuse a facility with an 
aggregate population higher 
than one percent of the com¬ 
munity’s population. Another 
provision allows municipalities 
60 days to respond to a proposed 
site by the state and recommend 
an alternate selection of a 
community residence, which 
includes half-way houses, live-in 
alcoholic treatment centers, and 
homes for the mentally, 
physically and emotionally 
handicapped.

of Woburn and Lexington, serves as a 
camp for underprivileged children in the 
area. The farm has been operating under 
a trust since the early 1900s. Charles A. 
Murphy, a member of the six-man 
executive committee for the farm, said, 
purchase of the land by the hospitals 
would not affect the summer programs 
for the children. 

The area of land the hospital will be 
testing, he said, is not currently used for 
the camp program. 

Murphy explained that the option runs 
for 90 days, and by mid-September he 
expects the hospitals and the farm 
trustees will be back in negotiations. 

By that time, the consultant’s plan¬ 
ning report may also be back to the 
hospitals. 

Representatives from the three 
hospitals have been discussing con¬ 
solidation since 1976. In June, the 
hospitals announced their intent to file 
for a Certificate of Need application with 
the state in January 1980. 

In an effort to curb the rising cost of 
health care, the Massachusetts 
legislature in 1972 developed the Cer¬ 
tificate of Need law. Any capital ex¬ 
penditure of $150,000 or more requires 
Department of Public Health approval, 
throug the Certificate of Need. 

Hunter explained that under the 
existing law, a hospital must have 
control of a site to even file for a Cer¬ 
tificate of Need. The purchase option 
signed with Winning Farm gives the 
hospitals the control they need. 

Paul Downey of Choate Hospital said 
that the Winning Farm site is one of a 
half a dozen sites in the area that was 
considered by the three hospitals. The 
Choate president said that Winning 
Farm is the best site to date. 

Downey also added that about 15 
years ago the farm property was in¬ 
vestigated by Choate and Winchester 
hospitals as a possible site for building. 

Winning Farm is located within a few 
miles of the Lahey Clinic in Burlington, 
currently under construction. Downey 
said he does not think the close location 
to Lahey would affect the state’s Cer¬ 
tificate of Need determination for a 
second facility. 

“A good, well thought-out logical 
program will fly on its own,” he said, 
“regardless of whether Lahey is a few 
miles away.” 

The application process for the 
Certificate of Need involves in¬ 
vestigation under the Determination of 
Need Program of the Department of 
Public Health, the statewide Com¬ 
prehensive Health Planning Agency, the 
regional Health Systems Agency, and the 
Public Health Council. 

The Public Health Council grants or 
rejects the Certificate of Need ap¬ 
plication. During this time consumer 
groups and other interested citizens can 
become involved in the hearings process. 

If the three hospitals were to build a 


new facilit those details would be in¬ 
cluded on the application. 

Hunter said that much of the decision 
making from here depends on the results 
of the consultant’s report: He added the 
decision will be a “joint approach” by all 
three hospital adminstrations and staff. 

Other areas that the consultant is 
looking into inejude expanding the 
present hospital facilities, sharing 
services, and merging management.

Built in 1730, this house was bought by 
Abigail and John Adams in 1788. 

During Adams’ terms in Washington 
as vice-president to George Washington 
and as the second United States 
president, it was primarily Abigail who 
managed the farm and developed the 
household needs. The house was con¬ 
tinuously occupied by four generations of 
Adamses, and reveals history through its 
contents. 

In 1946 it was given by the family to 
the government, and became a national 
historic site.

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You know about the Museum of 
Transportation and the 
Children’s Museum ( Metro- 
guide , July 19), but what do you 
know about the Boston Fire 
Museum? It’s an MOT adjunct 
that is slated to open some time 
next year in the old firehouse 
that formerly housed Engine 
Number 39 and Ladder Number 
18. Exhibits will include hands- 
on fire engines (and a fire pole for 
sliding), artifacts and firefight¬ 
ing equipment from the Boston 
Fire Department, and audio¬ 
visual displays including, of 
course, a tribute to the late 
Arthur Fiedler, who was almost 
as famous for his interest in fire¬ 
fighting as for his music. Here’s 
the catch: To help restore and 
refurbish the old Congress Street 
Fire Station (which was built in 
1891), the Boston Fire Museum 
is soliciting contributions, which 
are tax-deductible. If you are 
interested in helping, write to 
the Boston Fire Museum in care 
of the Museum of Transporta¬ 
tion, Museum Wharf, 316 Con¬ 
gress Street, Boston 02210.

It’s getting easier to get around 
on the subway. Bright new signs 
and super-graphics are like a 
breath of fresh air at major sta¬ 
tions. At Park Street, for 
instance, stops on all the 
branches of the Green Line are 
charted in detail. Where the old 
signs are content to say, vaguely, 
“Riverside” or “Arborway,” the 
new signs fill you in on the inter¬ 
mediate stops and points of 
interest. If you’re not familiar 
with the system, the additional 
information is a real blessing.

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MetroBoston's Great Outdoors

If you suddenly hod the urge to 
become one with the great out¬ 
doors, where would you go? Mas¬ 
sachusetts, blessed with the sea 
to the east and mountains to the 
west and north, is also blessed 
with an abundance of parks, 
forests, and reservations offer¬ 
ing a wide range of recreational 
and camping opportunities year- 
round. You’ll probably be 
amazed to find out just how 
much there is to do in the out¬ 
doors of the Bay State. And the 
beauty of it all is that these 
parks and forests are practically 
in everyone’s backyard, which 
means you won’t burn up much 
gas getting to them. 

The Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Manage¬ 
ment succeeded the former 
Department of Natural 
Resources in 1974. It has cus¬ 
tody of nearly all state-owned 
forests, parks, beaches, pools, 
skating rinks, timberlands, and 
reservations. 

The MDC (Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Commission) is in charge of 
parks and reservations in Bos¬ 
ton and environs. The MDC was 
the brainchild of Charles Eliot, 
who initiated the Metropolitan 
Parks System in the 1890s, and 
was devoted to the preservation 
of the surviving fragments of 
New England’s primitive wil¬ 
derness areas. Eliot was 
impressed by the “refreshing 
power” of the natural beauty 
surrounding Boston and ever 
since 1919 (when the MDC was 
officially established) the com¬ 
mission has overseen beaches, 
boating facilities, parks, play¬ 
grounds, skating rinks, reserva¬ 
tions, and historical landmarks 
for the public’s enjoyment. 

Whether you’re looking for an 
enjoyable camping experience of 
several days (or weeks) dura¬ 
tion, or if you’re just looking to 
have fun on a day’s outing, 
there’s something available for 
you at either a state-run facility 
or at an MDC location. 

As with everything else, there 
are rules, regulations, and fees to 
deal with. But don’t worry, most 
of the rules and regulations are 
based on common sense, and the 
fees are minimal. 

Camping in state-owned 
campgrounds is on a first-come- 
first-served basis and the season 
lasts through the Saturday 
before Labor Day. The maxi¬ 
mum camping period allowed is 
two weeks. Campers need to 
register at park headquarters 
and pay in full for the period 
they’re planning on staying. 
Check-out time (yes, even in the 
great outdoors there’s a check¬ 
out time) is 1 pm. Campers are 
allowed two tents or one recrea¬ 
tion vehicle per campsite. 
Camping fees are $4 for Type 1 
sites, $5 for Type II sites (Type I 
and II refer to the quality of the 
sanitation — toilet facilities — 
available). Primitive campsites 
(no sanitation facilities) cost SI 
per night. Utilities (water and 
electricity), if available, cost $1 
each per night. 

State day-use facility fees are 
also modest and apply to all 
state forests, parks, or reserva¬ 





tions. A season parking pass for 
pleasure vehicles costs $15. Any 
vehicle bearing such a pass is eli¬ 
gible for two hours use of picnic 
tables and fireplace facilities on 
any given day throughout the 
season. Parking for pleasure 
vehicles (without the season’s 
pass) costs $2 with the same two- 
hour picnic and cooking facility 
privileges. Walk-ins pay 25 cents 
per person and again, receive the 
two-hour facility use privileges. 
Senior citizens — Massachu¬ 
setts residents 62 and older — 
are eligible for a green senior citi¬ 
zen pass, which entitles them to 
no-fee privileges at all recrea¬ 
tional facilities, with the excep¬ 
tion of rental campsites. Passes 
are available upon presenting 
proof of age at all regional head¬ 
quarters or at the Boston Office 
of the Division of Forests and 
Parks. 

The Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Manage¬ 
ment — Division of Forests and 
Parks has maps of most of it 
camping and day-use facilities, 
as well as rules, regulations, and 
other valuable guides and 
brochures available without 
charge at the department’s main 
office at 100 Cambridge Street, 
Boston, 02202. Call 727-3180 for 
information. 

MDC parks and reservations 
are all free. There’s no admit¬ 
tance fee; however, there are fees 
for partaking in certain activi¬ 
ties. These, too, ore nominal. 

Use of MDC swimming pools 
costs 25 cents for those 18 and 
over, under 18 and senior citi¬ 
zens pay only a dime. Admis¬ 
sion to saltwater beaches is a 50- 
cent parking fee per vehicle. 
Freshwater beaches are free. 
Canoe rentals cost $3 for the fir* 
hour and $2 for each additional 
hour on weekdays and $4 for the 
initial hour, $3 for the second 
hour, and $2 for each hour there¬ 
after on weekends. Community 
Boating, the MDC’s sailing 
course and sailboat-use pro¬ 
gram, costs $70 per person for 


full season’s use (April 1 through 
November 1) and $100 for a hus- 
band-and-wife membership for 
the same time period. The fall 
sniling membership runs from 
August 15 to November 1 and 
costs $30. Sixty consecutive days 
(any time) costs $40; 30 days 
costs $23. Special rates are avail¬ 
able for youthful sailors. 

Primitive camping — on a 
limited basis at the Quabbin 
Reservation requires a permit 
(issued at the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wild¬ 
life Swift River Management 
Area) and is available by reser¬ 
vation only. 

All MDC picnic areas are free 
of charge as is the use of all pub¬ 
lic boat landings and floats. Per¬ 
mits are required to use tennis 
courts. There is no charge. 

For golfers, the Ponkapoag 
Golf Course in Canton (828- 
0643) features two 18-hole 
courses and the Leo J Martin 
Memorial Golf Course in Wes¬ 
ton (894-4903) features one 18- 
hole course. Annual member¬ 
ship (good at both places) costs 
$150 for seven-day use, $100 for 
golfers who only want to play 
Monday through Friday. Senior 
citizens pay $75 for a seasonal 
membership, which is good 
Mondays through Fridays. 
Greens fees are $4 Monday 
through Friday ($2 after 5pm), 
$1.50 for juniors and elders. 

The MDC also provides free 
outdoor music concerts through 
September 3 at the Hatch Shell 
on the banks of the Charles 
River, Boston; at the Nantasket 
Pavilion, Nantasket Avenue, 
Hull; at Houghton’s Pond Band¬ 
stand, Blue Hill River Road, 
Milton; at the Nahant Beach 
Bandshell, Nahant Beach Park¬ 
way, Nahant; and at the Marine 
Park Bandstand, Day Boule¬ 
vard, Boston. Call 727-5215 for 


up-to-date information ns to 
times, dates, and performers.

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Delmonico’s 

By Steven Raichlen 
Located in the lobby of the 
Lenox Hotel in Boston’s Back 
Bay, Delmonico’s offers fine food 
and a dazzling culinary floor 
show. It affords a glimpse at the 
glitter of the Gay Nineties, at a 
unique style of dining that com¬ 
bines Continental refinement 
with the American love of excess. 

Delmonico’s is the showboat of 
Boston hostelry. It’s a sort of res¬ 
taurant-theatre, where the 
waiters perform flaming feats 
and derring-do at your table- 
side. It is also a musical restau¬ 
rant, since the dining room 
adjoins Diamond Jim Brady’s, 
Delmonico’s piano bar, where 
Boston golden-throats warble 
many a favorite tune. You 
thought the singers hailed from 
Las Vegas? No, they’re Bay 
State amateurs, folks like you 
and me, who emerge from the 
audience each evening to give 
their vocal cords a workout. The 
melodies and the laughter spill 
over from the bar to the dining 
room, infecting Delmonico’s 
with irrepressible gaiety and 
verve. 

The original Delmonico’s of 
Manhattan closed in 1925. 

Boston’s Delmonico’s, which 
opened a dozen years ago and 
bears no relation to the New 
York restaurant, retains much of 
the tum-of-the-century splendor 
of the original. The dining room 
feels incredibly spacious, thanks 
to two-story ceilings. But alcoves 
and partitions along the walls 
afford diners a measure of inti¬ 
macy. The menu — heavy on the 
beef and flaming dishes — is as 
vintage as a Model-T Ford. 

Dinner opened with Ritz 


crackers and cheddar cheese 
spread — not what I’d call 
inspired, but well-suited to cock¬ 
tails. For appetizers, we ordered 
oysters Rockefeller ($4.75), 
clams casino ($4.75), and caesar 
salad for two ($2.75). 

The six enormous oysters were 
outstanding. Their half shells, 
perched on a bed of rock salt, 
brimmed with creamed spinach, 
poached oysters and Mornay 
(cheese) sauce shot into fanciful

squiggles on top. The oysters 
themselves were cooked 
perfectly: firm on the outside, 
still moist and watery within. 

The clams casino — a mix¬ 
ture of minced quahogs, bread 
crumbs, herbs and bacon — 
proved a toothsome dish, though 
lacking the delicacy of the 
oysters. It’s difficult to make 
stuffed clams transcend the taste 
of bread crumbs. Delmonico’s 
version succeeds as well as any 
I’ve sampled in Boston. 

The caesar salad provided us 
with a veritable cooking demon¬ 
stration. We nodded approvingly 
as the ingredients — garlic, 
anchovies, olive oil, lemon juice, 
Worcestershire sauce, coddled 
egg yolk and romano cheese — 
flew one by one into the salad 
bowl. The end product, though 
perhaps a little acidic, was cer¬ 
tainly equal to the effort that 
went into preparing it. The but¬ 


tery croutons were, as always, 
the best part. 

Delmonico’s entrees are 
grouped on the menu by those 
prepared at your tableside and 
those prepared in the kitchen. If 
you’ve come to Delmonico’s to 
whisper sweet nothings to your 
dinner companion, you’d best 
order the latter, as each table- 
side performance lasts ten 
minutes. We shunned seafood, 
having had it for appetizers, and 
focused our forks on Delmonico’s 
bovine fare. 

The steak Diane ($13.25) — 
named for the Roman goddess of 
the hunt (or was it for the mis¬ 
tress of Henri II?) — was an 
everything-but-the-kitchen-sink 
sort of dish. Its multifarious 
ingredients included mustard, 
Worcestershire, Diable and 
Tabasco sauces; cream, brandy 
and garlic. The result was tasty, 
but I had that guilty feeling I’d 
gunked up a peerless steak — 
New York strip, rare and tender 

— with some sort of ultimate 
ketchup. 

The prime ribs of beef ($10.95) 
had lots of visual appeal. The 
huge, and I mean huge, slab of 
red meat made the eyes of my 
Midwestern dinner companions 
light up like flashbulbs with 
pleasure. The meat was tender 
enough to cut with a fork, but it 
somehow lacked the full flavor of 
properly aged beef. 

The Veal a la Crbme ($10.95) 

— also prepared at the table — 
was an interesting dish. Red 
peppers and brandy enlivened 
the usual cream and mush¬ 
rooms. The sauce had lots going 
on the palate. 

The prime rib came with a 
great, puffy popover. The 
evening’s vegetable — purged 
butternut squash — was 


pleasantly palatable. Spuds 
came in three forms: French- 
fried, baked, or Delmonico-style. 
The latter, a sort of potatoes au 
gratia, was by for the best. The 
house salad wore an innocuous 
creamed garlic dressing. 

I hate to admit how much food 
we’d consumed so far. Duty 
called for dessert, but our bellies 
groaned in protest. Then lo, at 
the for table, a waiter with 
nerves of steel melted sugar 
around the rims of two wine 
glasses and poured a flaming 
liquid back and forth between 
the glasses in mid-air. 

"What is that?” I cried. 

"Brazilian coffee,” he 
answered. 

Like magic we regained our 
appetites and ordered one, along 
with peach Melba, and a slice of 
Black Forest cake to round out 
dessert. 

The Brazilian coffee ($2.75) 
was a devilish concoction of 
Grand Marnier, brandy, and 
Kahlua. The coffee and whipped 
cream helped offset the liquory 
punch. 


The peach Melba ($1.75) was 
adequate but unexciting. The 


original peach Melba, created by 
the great French chef Escoffier 
for actress Nellie Melba, 
consisted of freshly poached 
peaches and freshly purged rasp¬ 
berries over freshly churned ice 
cream. The canned peaches and 
aerosol whipped cream of 
Delmonico’s version did little to 
live up to its ancestor. 

The Black Forest cake ($1.75) 
was the only unmitigated 
disaster. Not that the chocolate 
cake wasn’t dense and choco- 
latey. Not that the ample cherry 
marmalade wasn’t admirably 
tart. But the cake was iced with 
a sort of sickly-sweet butter 
cream, instead of the customary 
whipped cream. The sugar made 
one’s teeth smart — ugh! 

Delmonico’s wine list is 
simple, well-chosen and inex¬ 
pensive. The modestly priced 
wines of France and California 
are well represented. The cover¬ 
age of the wines of Spain, Italy, 
and South America surpasses 
that of most other restaurants in 
town. 

All in all, Delmonico’s is a fun 
place to dine. If the quality of the 
food sometimes falls short of the 
service, it’s because the service is 
exceptionally good. Delmonico’s 
really does deliver a splendid 
time for all.O

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Mended Hearts Group Helps Patients Get Back Into Life 


By JODY VAN DAM 
Michael T., a 36-year-old Winchester 
sales executive, suffers a heart attack 
while at work and is rushed to Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital in Boston. After ex¬ 
tensive tests, Michael (not his real 
name), undergoes coronary by-pass 
surgery to replace malfunctioning heart 
valves. 

The eight-hour operation is a success. 
His heart is mended, but now he is 
plagued by questions and fears: When 
will I be able to go back to work? When 


can I drive? 

A few days after Michael’s operation 
a light knock comes at his hospital room 
door. Sonia Terk, a cheery 60-year-old 
from Dorchester, enters and explains: 
“Hello there. I’m from Mended Hearts. I 
had heart surgery myself almost 16 years 
ago and I’m doing just fine.” 

That breaks the ice. Soon Terk and 
Michael are deep in discussion. Terk 
doesn’t have all the answers, but she has 
been through most of the experiences and 
challenges Michael will face, and her 


answers are reassuring. 

Terk is chairperson of visitors for the 
Boston chapter of The Mended Hearts 
Inc., a nation-wide non-profit 
organization of recovered heart surgery 
patients who have banded together to 
offer support to others going through 
heart surgery. 

From a charter membership of four in 
Boston, The Mended Hearts has grown to 
more than 10,000 members in 90 chapters 
across the United States, generally in 
hreas where there are cardiac surgical 


centers. 

Terk herself underwent surgery at 
Peter Bent in March 1963 for mitral 
stenosis. Her surgeon, Dr. dwight E. 
Harken, one of the pioneers of heart 
surgery, told her of the organization. 

She wears a red-heart pendant (a 
replica of the Mended Hearts symbol) 
around her neck and recently she 
received a special pin commemorating 
1000 hours of volunteer visits. 

At least twice a week, Terk makes the 
rounds of Peter Bent’s heart “beat.” She 


checks the lists of patients on bulletin 
boards on the various floors. Wherever 
she sees a red heart posted after a name 
to designate a heart patient, she makes a 
note to call on the person. 

“We tell patients The Mended Hearts 
motto it’s Great to Be Alive...and to 
Help Others’. We’re living proof of 
successful heart surgery and we tell 
other patients that the quality of their life 
will be increased by this surgery,” says 
Terk. . 

“We talk about our experiences and 


give patients incentive,” she says. “We 
explain to patients that each person is 
different and that the length of 
recuperation is different for each person. 
We encourage them to talk to their 
doctors." 

As visiting chairperson, Terk helps 
train new active members in the proper 
visiting techniques. The training process 
involves educational workshops and 
sessions with accredited visitors. 

Among those in training is Sophie Kot,

Museum Special 
Exhibits Opens 

“Looking at the Past: 
Highlights from the 
Museum Collection,” a 
special exhibit of objects 
spanning several centuries 
of America’s past, opened 
June 24 at The Museum of 
Our National Heritage, 33 
Marrett rd., and continues 
until May 4, 1980. 

Over 170 items from the 
museum’s own collections 
have been brought together 
in a unique manner to 
celebrate the museum’s 
fourth anniversary and to 
show the kinds of objects a 
museum of American 
history may choose for its 
own collections. 

Each area in “Looking at 
the Past’’ has a subject so 
that items pertaining to 
that subject are grouped 
together. Often very or¬ 
dinary items are grouped 
with antiques, but as a 
whole the groupings 
provide much information 
about the country’s past 
and the life of the people 
who lived long ago. 

For instance, one area on 
the 1920s features a wed¬ 
ding portrait by Bachrach, 
wedding shoes, sheet 
music, mesh purses, 
wicker furniture, “Bob or 
No Bob” hairpins, and 
recorded music of the era 
that resounds through the 
gallery when a pushbutton 
is activated. 

Another area on the 
home has old handmade 
tools and domestic items 
used in 19th century 
household which then 
contrasts dramatically 
with the next area on 
technology showing 19th 
century inventions that 
changed the lifestyle of 
Americans. An engraving 
dated 1863, entitled “Men 
of Progress,” pays tribute 
to inventors Morton, 
Bogardus, Colt, McCor¬ 
mick, Morse and others. 
Objects on display include 
Edison records, a 
telegraph key, a patent 
model illustration for an 
apple parer, a view 
camera, and many 
illustrations for patent 
models. 

At the entrance to the 
exhibition, visitors are 
asked to guess pertinent 
facts about a few objects, 
for instance who made the 
item (a child’s sampler 
date 1790), what the item is 
made of (a cup made out of 
an unusual material), and 
what was an object used for 
(a bed warming pan). 

Other areas include 
children’s toys and dolls to 
show what objects children 
of the past played with; a 
wide array of prints, 
furniture, glassware, and 
china with patriotic and 
fraternal symbols used for 
decoration; memorabilia 
of famous presidents; and 
late 19th-century 
photographica, clothing, 
and illustraitons to show 
what style of clothing 
people circa 1890 wore and 
how their appearance 
differs from people circa 
1980. 

A final area will allow 
museum visitors to place 
written suggestions on 
what kinds of things they 
think will be saved by 
museums in the future. 

The Museum of Our 
National Heritage is open 
seven days a week, Mon 
day through Saturday, 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m 
Sunday from noon to 5:30 
p.m. Admission is free. For

a 52-year-old Auburn mother of seven, 
who suffered a heart attack at work in 
June, 1978. She had a left coronary 
descending artery operation a month 
later at Massachusetts General Hospital. 

“I had severe indigestion for six 
months previous to my heart attack, but I 
generally ignored the problem. My 
operation was sudden and I was scared,” 
she recalls. 

“Mass. General has no official 
agreement with The Mended Hearts and 
1 didn’t hear of the group until after I was 
released. My family and friends were 
wonderful and gave me support, but I 
would also have liked to talk to someone 
who had been through heart surgery 
while I was in the hospital. 

"I'm training to be a visitor so others 
won’t have to suffer the fear and anxiety 
alone. The Worcester area currently 
doesn’t have a Mended Hearts chapter 
and I’m interested in generating support 
to start one there,” she says. 

The Boston chapter works out of Beth 
Israel Hospital, Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital and University Hospital, all in 
Boston. Mended Hearts also visit in 
Cambridge’s Mt. Auburn Hospital, 
although not as actively as in the other 
three hospitals. The Mended Hearts visit 
patients in other hospitals when asked by 
patients’ families and there is also home 
visiting. 

Founded in 1955, the Boston chapter 
has approximately 100 active and 
associate members. Its president is 
Martha Finn, 72, who became involved in 
The Mended Hearts after a patent ductus 
operation in 1953. 

“Several days after my operation, a 
nurse brought in a newspaper clipping 
showing Mended Hearts at their first 
convention. The photo showed the 
members standing at the top of a flight of 
stairs. That s owed me that I could get 
well too,” Finn says. 

“I wasn’t active in community affairs 
before my operation, but since then I’ve 
become more outgoing and confident. My 
daughter was three when I was operated 
on, and it’s been gratifying to have been 
able to watch her grow up.” 

Monthly meetings of the chapter are 
held the first Sunday of each month in 
Newton, where the members discuss 
their visiting experiences and participate 
in educational and social events. 

“We are an extra pair of hands and 
mouth,” says Finn, a Brookline 
housewife. “We answer patients’ non¬ 
medical questions when we can and 
reinforce what the doctors have told 
them. We try to calm their fears and let 
patients know that we understand what 
they’re going through. 

“Wearen’t afraid to say ‘I don’t know’ 
to a patient when he asks a technical or 
medical question about such subjects as 
physical rehabilitation and medical 
finances. We try to get the patients to ask 
their physicians about these questions,” 
explains Finn.

between the American Heart Association 
and The Mended Hearts, although The 
Mended Hearts is endorsed by the A H A. 
and its affiliates. Many Mended Hearts 
members help with the American Heart 
Association’s annual Heart Fund cam¬ 
paign and participate in its blood 
recruiting drives. 

Mended Heart members pay national 
dues of $7.50 per year. Life membership 
lor one person is $100 and for a family, 
$150. The money collected in dues arid 
donations goes for operating expenses, 
such as printing and distributing 
educational brochures and other 
literature, publishing a national 
newsletter to all members, staffing and 
maintaining the national office and a 
mail ballot election. Any surplus is used 
for expansion and to conduct and-or 
assist in research projects. 

Right now. The Mended Hearts is 
cooperating with a team of behavioral 
scientists at Boston University School of 
Medicine in a three-year study aimed at 
helping heart surgery patients achieve 
more complete physical and 
psychological post-surgery recovery. 

Dr. Harken is the primary medical 
consultant to this project. 

The researchers are C. David 
Jenkins, Ph.D., Stephen J. Zyzanski. 
Ph D., and Babette-Ann Stanton, Ph.D., 
all of the medical school’s department of 
Behavioral Epidemiology. 

“We realize that heart surgery 
patients have unique adjustment 
problems,” says Dr. Stanton. One such 
problem is the reluctance of some in¬ 
surance companies to provide adequate 
coverage for post-surgery patients. 
Another is the personnel policies of 
employers. 

“A nationwide Mended Hearts ad¬ 
visory board tells us if we’re on taget 
with the variables in investigation,” Dr. 
Stanton says. 

The National Executive Secretary of 
The Mended Hearts, Beverly Weiss, is 
the only paid employee of The Mended 
Hearts, Inc. “I’m the all-around person, 
in touch with all aspects of Mended 
Hearts, “Weiss says. 

Weiss, who has not had heart surgery, 
began working for The Mended Hearts 
five years ago. With one of her children 
married and the other away at college, 
she was looking for a part-time job. 
Martha Finn asked her to help with The 
Mended Hearts. As the organization 
grew, she assumed her present full-time 
position. 

As a tool to her job, Weiss has taken 
courses on medical terminology. She 
receives, on the average, two to three 
calls a day seeking information and help. 

“Some want to know where we were 
when they needed help and support,” 
says Weiss. “Generally these people 
were in hospitals where The Mended 
Hearts don’t have working agreements" 
(such as Massachusetts General,) Weiss 
notes. 

“They want to make sure that others 
don’t go through the anxiety they went 
through. They want to find out how they

can help others in similar situations. 

At Massachusetts General Hospital, 
there is a different viewpoint as to the 
effectiveness of the organization. 

“MGH cardiologists and cardiac 
surgeons believe that candidates for open 
heart surgery at the hospital can best be 
served by a carefully planned nursing 
program.” says Martin Bander. Deputy 
to the General Director at MGH. 
“Specially trained nurses develop their 
program over a period of years by 
working with many patients and listening 
to their concerns and fears 

“Through carefully thought out one- 
on-one education, as well as group 
teaching by nurses supplemented by 
visual aids, these nurse educators are 
able to both impart important in¬ 


formation and reduce fears both before 
and after surgery." 

But I)r. John Collins, chief of Thoracic 
and Cardiac Surgery at Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, considers the Mended 
Hearts “a very beneficial organization. 

“They have a visiting program which 
is usefui for patients undergoing heart 
surgery. They also provide mutual 
support among themselves after 
surgery,” says Dr. Collins 

It was at Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital that the Mended Hearts was 
born in 1950. Four post-surgery heart 
patients were brought together by Dr. 
Harken. The surgery had given them a 
renewed lease on life and they spoke of 
their families, friends and how well they 
fell; they shared their plans for a bright 


luture and talked of their “mended” 
hearts. 

The two men and two women formally 
organized The Mended Hearts in 
January, 1951 to give encouragement to 
other heart surgery patients. As word of 
the organization spread, via newspaper 
articles and word of mouth, requests for 
information to establish chapters in other 
cities were received. In November, 1955, 
The Mended Hearts was incorporated 
under Massachusetts law and a con¬ 
stitution and bylaws were adopted. 

The four original patients all had 
mitral valve operations due to the effects 
of rheumatic heart disease. Dr. Harken, 
then Chief of Thoracic and Cardiac 
Surgery at Peter Bent Brigham, was 
their surgeon. Harken became known as 


“The Father of Mended Heart .” He 
now serves on the advisory council. 

“The Mother of Mended Hearts” was 
Beatrice Murray Chapman, former 
Public Relations director at Peter Bent 
Brigham. Chapman, now living in Maine, 
was also instrumental in pushing for 
acceptance and understanding of the 
aims of The Mended Hearts at the 
beginning stages of the twenty-eight year 
old organization. 

Beneficiaries of heart surgery such as 
Kot and Terk, and physicians such as Dr. 
Harken praise the unusual service that 
Mended Hearts can give to other heart 
surgery patients. 

“We’re that extra bit of medicine that 
can help heal patients’ mental at¬ 
titudes," Terk says, smiling.

This 
association, also commended Senator 
Rotondi’s interest in the 128-495 Medical 
Emergency Services District, which is a 
new coalition of hospitals within 50 cities 
and towns within the Route 128 and Route 
495 area. 

This group was formed to coordinate 
medical services and to plan for changes 
and improvements such as paramedic 
training. 

Senator Rotondi stated, “I am pleased 
and honored by this award. It is my hope 
that as a legislator I can make some 
small contribution that will affect in a 
productive way the people I represent. 
Hospital costs are staggering and going 
up all the time, but we must not spend our 
time looking for scapegoats.

Year for his outstanding efforts on behalf 
of local governments. That award was 
made to a legislator who actively and 
aggressively promoted legislation to 
benefit municipal government and 
taxpayers and citizens whom they 
represent. 

Senator Rotondi has a substantial 
record of involvement on behalf of 
municipalities in his term in office. The 
senator was active in passage of the 
Court Reform Bill, the New Educational 
Formula, the Elderly Abatement Bill, 
the Pension Reform Bill, reducing the 
Meals Tax, and opposing Mandated State 
Programs.

He was recently returned to 
Beacon Hill by an overwhelming margin 
by defeating Diane Porter of Lexington 
and school committeeman, James 
Lyons, who was serving his first term on 
the Arlington School Committee.

across two runs, only to be countered by 
two Winchester runs in the bottom half, 
when Ken Jacobson walked, Stevenson 
singled, and Stackpole drove them home 
with a single.

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MBTA Awarded $187.6 Million for Red Line

In what turned out to be 
one of his last official 
acts, former U.S. Secretary 
of Transportation Brock Adams 
came to Cambridge to award 
the MBTA a $187.6 million 
federal grant for continued 
construction of the Red Line 
Extension to Alewife Brook 
Parkway.

Construction Update 




Bentonite slurry used in the construction of slurry walls in Harvard Square is 
manufactured and stored in this complex of mixing machines and tanks, referred 
to as the "Mud Plant". The slurry mixture, which looks like mud, is used as a 
temporary 30 il replacement during excavation to prevent the surrounding earth 
from collapsing into the excavated area. This "mud plant", located by the 
kiosk, is supplying slurry through pipes under Massachusetts Avenue to a 
construction 3ite near Flagstaff Park. 


Flagstaff Park, below, i3 being excavated for the construction of the new 
Harvard Square Station. The contractor is removing the retaining walls of the 
entrance to the old bus tunnels, which are being demolished for construction. 
Resembling a big corkscrew, an augermg machine, shown next to the church 
steeple, is drilling steel beams around the boundaries of the park to build an 
earth retention wall for excavation. 


A good deal of construction has been taking place in front of the Cambridge 
Savings Bank and Mug-N-Muffin Restaurant. Workers, above, are preparing to 
install pre-fabricated, concrete guide walls for the construction of the 
underground walls ol the new Harvard Square Station. 


These two pre-fabricated concrete 
walls will provide guidance while a 
crane with a clam-shell shaped bucket 
excavates the earth between to build 
the underground walls of the new 
Harvard Square Station. These "guide 
Walls"'are located in front of the 
Holyoke Center, where construction of 
the underground slurry walls will 
begin within the next couple of week3.

Rock excavation at Grove Street, Somerville, continues for the construction of 
the two 75-foot deep shafts. Pictured are some of the preparations taken for 
blasting. Timber decking and rubber matting are placed over the shafts to help 
control sound and to keep pieces of rock from flying. 
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Work is well underway on the construction of this vent and emergency exit shaft 
at Sumner Street in Somerville. Workers are installing timber lagging between 
steel beams to support the shaft, which will be about 115 feet deep when com¬ 
pleted. Rock excavation is expected to begin here within the next two week3. 



The pilot tunnel has been completed and will be used to give potential bidders 
for the Porter Square Station contract an opportunity to view the geological 
formation under Porter Square. This dramatic view of the tunnel, lookmq north, 
shows a portion of the 490 foot long tunnel, which extends approximately 85 feet 
below ground. The pilot tunnel will eventually become one of the entrances to 
the new Porter Square Station. 



A shaft to provide access for the construction of the Porter to Harvard tunnel 
is being built in Porter Square, between the Commonwealth bock Building and the 
commuter rail tracks. The shaft, which will be about 120 feet deep, i3 beinq 
constructed directly in front of the wooden barrier, to the right of the crane. 
Alongside the railroad, tracks are being extended and renovated to permit trans¬ 
portation of construction materials from this and other sites to the Cambridge 
City Dump.

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Recommendation: No Injunction 


A federal magistrate has 
recommended against issuing a 
preliminary injunction that 
would halt construction of 
the Red Line Northwest Ex¬ 
tension for additional en¬ 
vironmental studies. 

U.S. Magistrate Laurence 
Cohen last month responded to 
the Red Line Alert suit by 
recommending that U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge David Nel¬ 
son deny the injunction on 
the basis that the Environ¬ 
mental Impact Statement 
(EIS), prepared for the proj¬ 
ect, "is comprehensive in 
scope, detail and analysis of 
alternatives." A decision by 
Judge Nelson to either concur 
with that recommendation or 
hold a new hearing is being 
awaited. 

Magistrate Cohen made his 
recommendation in a 32-page 
opinion, which he began by 
stating that the injunction 
is being sought, "in a set¬ 
ting where long lines to gas 
stations bear witness to man¬ 
kind's increasing need to de¬ 
velop technological alter¬ 
natives to the passenger ve¬ 
hicle as a means for urban 
transportation, and where in¬ 
dustrial smog and blight re¬ 
flect our shrinking natural 
environment." 

Cohen disagreed with Red 
Line Alert and Atty. Gregor 
McGregor's contention that 
the EIS did not sufficiently 
address several issues. The 
group had argued that several 
changes were significant 
enough to warrant a supple¬ 
mental environmental impact 


study. Included were the 
terminus at Alewife, use of a 
ventilation shaft at Garfield 
St. for excavation, and use 
of conventional blasting 
techniques. 

When addressing each of the 
issues, Cohen quoted the EIS, 
and concluded that Red Line 
Alert failed to demonstrate 
that the federal authorities 
(UMTA) authorizing construc¬ 
tion had not met the require¬ 
ments of the National Envir¬ 
onmental Policy Act in the 
EIS. 

"...NEPA requires an EIS 
sufficient to make re¬ 
sponsible federal authorities 
aware of the environmental 
consequences of their 
actions," Cohen said. "The 
EIS in this case was and is 
comprehensive in scope, de¬ 
tail and analysis of alter¬ 
natives. " 

"It is not enough to simply 
pick away at an environmental 
impact statement with a fine- 
tooth comb, suggesting here 
and there that more could 
have been said..., then 
leaving it to the court...to 
speculate that there might be 
irreparable injury to the 
environment." 

He continued, "Preliminary 
injunctions are drastic rem¬ 
edies accommodating drastic 
needs. On the basis of the 
plaintiffs' showing, the 
equitable hand of this court 
should be stayed." This 
ruling followed the denial of 
a temporary restraining or¬ 
der, also filed by Red Line 
Alert, last October.

Women in Construction 


Women who are interested in 
working in the construction 
industry have a greater 
opportunity to become 
tradespersons. A federal¬ 
ly-funded program has been 
established, aimed at 
equipping women with the 
skills for a career in the 
construction trades. 

The Women in Construction 
Project is funded under the 
Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA) and 
sponsored by Jobs Inc., the 
Massachusetts State Building 
and Construction Trades Coun¬ 
cil (AFL-CIO). Applications 
are being accepted for the 
second semester of its 18 
week career preparation 
program, which will be held 
at six locations, including 
Brighton, beginning October 
14. To qualify, a woman must 
meet CETA requirements, as 
determined by her local CETA 
Office. 

Training is given in 17 
building trades, a variety 
of which are offered each 
semester. Of the 18 weeks, 
the first five are devoted 
to orientation, during which 
participants spend a week and 
half in each trade offered at 
< the site. The remaining 13 
weeks involve rigorous train¬ 
ing in a specific trade; and 
enrollees are also taught how 
to deal with problems spec¬ 
ific to women working on a 
construction site. 

While learning, women en¬ 
rolled in the program are 
provided with a stipend, and 
travel and equipment ex¬ 
penses. Child care also is 
available. The Women in 
Construction Project assists 
graduates with union 
membership and job place¬ 
ment. Last year, 70 percent, 
or 56 of the 72 graduates 
were placed in jobs in their 
trade. 

Federal law now requires 
that women constitute 5 per¬ 
cent of the work force of any 
construction job involving 
$10,000 or more in federal 
funds. This figure will 
escalate to 6.9% in May, 

1980. Another federal law 
requires that women represent 
20 percent of each incoming 
apprenticeship class within 
the trade unions. 


The Women in Construction 
Project staff have been work¬ 
ing with Red Line con¬ 
tractors, and report a good 
response. Some commitments 
already have been made to 
fill positions with program 
graduates, and additional 
commitments are expected. 

The MBTA Red Line Development 
Office also has offered its 
assistance in publicizing the 
program. 

Cambridge and Somerville 
women who wish to apply are 
encouraged to contact their 
local CETA Office to deter¬ 
mine if they are eligible.

Five Tenured Teachers Dismissed 
Due To Declining Enrollments 


In what Chairman Connie Papas 
called "her most difficult evening’* in 
three and one half years on the School 
Committee, the committee voted 
Tuesday night to dismiss five teachers 
from the school system on the basis of 
declining enrollments. 

Elementary school teachers 
Christopher Scanlon, Thomas Daviau, 
Kevin Chrusz and Randolph Brumagin, 
along with physical education teacher 
Leonard Merullo were all laid off 
following an open hearing during which 
four of the teachers presented their case 
with the aide of an attorney. Brumagim 
did not appear at the hearing and one 
source claims he has already found other 
employment. 

“We are not alleging that these in¬ 
dividuals are liable for inefficiency or 
incapacity,’’ slated attorney Richard 
Murphy, representing the School 
Committee. He noted that to dismiss a 
tenured teacher good cause must be 
shavtnJlIhc^UHKl cause is the declining 
enrollment. But for the declining 
enrollment, these individuals would still 
be on board.’’ 

The lone witness of the hearing, who 
was questioned by Murphy, attorney 
America Salanis, representing Daviau, 
Chrusz and Merullo and attorney Phillip 
Nasson, representing Scanlon, was 
Robert Fitzgerald who has served as the 
administrator of personnel at the 
secondary level for the past two years. It 
was Fitzgerald, along with Dr. Clare 
Corcoran, administrator of personnel at 
the elementary level, who reviewed all of 
the teaching lorce in Winchester to 
decide who should be laid off. 

Murphy began the proceedings, citing 
data such as enrollment figures for the 
past decade, cost per pupil for the last 10 
years and also cost per teacher for that 
same time period. 

Murphy pointed out, along with Fit 
zgerald, that the enrollment figures for 
1970-71 at the elementary level in Win¬ 
chester was 2976 compared to the 
projected elementary enrollment for 
1979-80 of 1896.1 le stated that in 1970-71 on 


the junior high level, the enrollment was 
1346, compared to the projected 
enrollment for next year of 1018. He also 
noted the senior high school enrollment 
of 1163 in 1970-71 and the projected 1196 
for this coming school year. The overall 
total showed a decline of 5485 in 1970-71 to 
4083 in 1979-80. 

Along with those figures, Murphy 
revealed the rise in per pupil cost for the 
past It) years, from $1925 in 70-71 to $2218 
for 79-80. 

He added to that the average cost per 
teacher in 1970-71, which was $10,916, 
compared to the average projected cost 
for 79-80 of $21,525. 

Salanis, who began the hearing 
representing Scanlon along with the 
other three teachers present, but was 
replaced by Scanlon s own lawyer 
midway through the proceedings, argued 
against the dismissals on the grounds 
that there hadn’t been any contrasting 
study done to see what impact the four 
positions would have on class size and 
pupil coverage. 

Salanis was also opposed to the 
evaluation forms which were used by 
Fitzgerald and Corcoran, along with 
other set criteria, to judge the teachers. 
“All you have before you is a story told to 
you by some administrators that they 
(the teachers) are different,” noted 
Salanis. 

Actually, with the exception of 
Scanlon’s last review, the evaluations for 
the teachers were all quite favorable. 
Kevin Chrusz was described as a “high 
caliber'* teacher in one evaluation and 
was commended because “children 
enjoy being a part of his class" in 
another. 

Thomas Daviau, who noted that his 
evaluations might look inconsistent 
because he has taught at three schools in 
Winchester, was recommended in one 
sample evaluation and labeled an “ex¬ 
cellent teacher” by a group of Ambrose 
School parents. 

Leonard Merullo called the attenion of 
the School Committee to a letter he 
received, thanking him for doing a 15 


minute lilm on physical education which 
was shown around the country. 

Scanlon, who had a number of people 
speak in his behalf, including Winchester 
High School Vice-Principal Vandy 
French, presently has a grievance filed 
on his last evaluation by Mystic School 
Principal Martha Grimsback. 

Scanlon, a teacher in the Winchester 
system for seven years, considered the 
evaluation that Grimsback had given 
him unfair. When he asked her to change 
it she altered only one word. 

Nasson was concerned that this 
evaluation may have been particularly 
damaging to Scanlon, especially after 
Fitzgerald stated that the 1978-79 
evaluations had large parts in the final 
decisions. 

All of the teachers were allowed to 
speak in their own behalf, with Crusz, 
Daviau and Scanlon stating they had 
never been told why they had been 
selected for layoff 

Chrusz, who told the committee that 
he is qualified to teach in the junior high 
level, also stated that he had three 
problems with the way the entire 
situation was handled. 

First, Chrusz began, he was called 
from his classroom on May 7 and told in 
the principals office that he was being 
layed off. He also mentioned that the date 
he was notified didn’t leave him any time 
to seek employment. Finally, no one ever 
explained how he was selected. “If it was 
done fairly then I can accept it.” 

Daviau had the same feelings. “It has 
not been made clear to me as to why I’m 
being considered for reduction.” Scanlon 
added that it was the responsibility and 
obligation of the administration to ex¬ 
plain to him why he had been chosen. 

According to Fitzgerald, the teachers 
selected were those who did not fair well 
in an overall review of the teaching force, 
based on the criteria stated in the con¬ 
tract between the Winchester School 
Committee and the Winchester 
Education Association.

Winchester Hospital; Past And Present

In order to write a history of the 
Winchester Hospital, it is necessary to 
first start with the Winchester Visiting 
Nurse Association which began with a 
meeting of ladies at the home of Mrs. 
Stephen Thompson, Feb. 1, 1899. 

Here the association was formed and 
Mrs. Joshua Coit was choosen president. 
The purpose of the organization was to 
maintain a nursing service in the tow’n, 
free for the needy, but accompanied by a 
moderate charge of a dollar a visit to 
those who could afford it. The 
organization has been largely supported 
by the voluntary subscriptions of 
townspeople. 

For many years its funds were 
swelled by the annual June Breakfast, 
served by the ladies of the town in the 
Town Hall. It was attended by almost 
2,000 each year and finally discontinued 
in 1916. 

In 1909 Mrs Sophrdnia Harrington 
Harrington had offered the town $50,000 
to establish a hospital in memory of her 
son, Frank. A committee was chosen to 
solicit subscriptions for an additional 
$50,000 The town proved lukewarm to the 
project and after six months of un¬ 
successful canvassing the project was 
abandoned and the money returned to 
Mrs. Harrington 

The ladies of the association were not 
to be discouraged With un appropriation 
Irom the treasury of the association and 
a few gifts, they had $7000 in hand. They 
hired a good size house at Washington 
and Lincoln streets-the Todd house so 
called- had it made over to suit their 
requirements, and on March 11, 1912 
opened it to patients. 

Gifts for furnishing the wards and 
rooms and for medical instruments and 


supplies were generous. Incidently, I was 
one of the first patients to be operated on 
by Dr. Clarence Orsway in this hospital, 
assisted by Dr. George Mead, shortly 
after it was opened. 

Twelve patients were accommodated 
at first, six in wards and six in one or two 
bed rooms. Graduate nurses attended the 
patients and later student nurses were 
added. The operating room was in the 
rear of the hospital in an “L” and the 
convalescent rooms were in the front of 
the building. The building is still standing 
on the same spot, but houses have been 
built in front on Washington street so that 
its view is hidden. 

This small hospital proved to be too 
small for Winchester and surrounding 
towns so a drive was started in 1913 and 
1914 lor funds to enlarge the existing 
hospital or build a new one. With ap¬ 
proximately $50,000 in hand the Visiting 
Nurse Association bought a large lot on 
Highland avenue at the co4ner of Fair- 
mount street 

The cornerstone was laid on May 18, 
1916 by Mrs. Joshua Coit and Mrs. Oren 
C. Sanborn, chairman of the building 
committee. Governor McCall was 
present, and an address delivered by 
Mrs. Henry L. Hougton, who had been 
Irom the first, one of the most active and 
devoted leaders of the Visiting Nurse 
Association. 

At this memorable occasion, it was 
announced by George Harrington that 
the will of his mother contained the 
bequest of $50,000 the {urn that she had 
offered the town seven years ago. 

The new building, with a 44-bed 
capacity, was dedicated June 30,1917 and 
at the same time a nurses’ home was 
ready for occupancy; $10,000 had been 
received lor that purpose from the 


Andrew W. Slater Fund of which Alfred 
C. Vinson of Winchester was a trustee. 

In 1924 the new hospital was over¬ 
crowded and its endowment was 
inadequate. A “Hospital Drive” was 
organized to raise $250,000 for a building 
addition and endowment fund. It ended 
April 1 with $232,000 subscribed from 
local residents. Within two years the 
hospital had added a new wing, in¬ 
creasing its capacity to85 beds; had built 
a lireproof house and laundry, had 
moved the main entrance to face 
Highland avenue; and had relocated the 
nurses’ residence. 

In 1933 the nurses training school was 
discontinued; it had graduated, during 
the 20 years of existance, 92 nurses. A 
year later the hospital and the Visiting 
Nurse Association were divorced. The 
hospital is now a separate corporation; 
the Visiting Nurse Association has 
changed its title to the Winchester 
District Nursing Association. 

The En Ka, which began as a high 
school sorority, and snuffed out by the 
School Committee the decade before, 
was revived. And in 1932 many old En Ka 
members organized a campaign to 
refurnish the linen room of the hospital. 

This group reorganized as an adult 
society. And to raise funds the new 
society in 1935 held a street fair at the 
Town Hall ground. The event proved so 
profitable and popular it became a 
Winchester tradition. 

Another women’s association in¬ 
terested in supporting the Winchester 
hospital is the Winton Club, founded in 
1911. They contribute to the maintenance

Discuss Strategy For 
Pushing Override 


Faced with the question of what to do 
should the Town Meeting reject their 
recommendation to override the state 
tax cap, members of the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee, Finance 
Committee and Library Trustees met at 
the Town Hall last Monday night. 

Winchester’s budget, the focus of this 
Monday’s special Town Meeting, is 
presently $180,708 over the state im¬ 
posed, four percent tax cap. The Town 
Meeting must decide to vote to either 
override the cap, which would require a 
two-thiWs vote, or reduce the budget to 
meet the cap. 

At the Town Meeting, a presentation 
will be given which will cover the entire 
tax cap situation in Winchester and what 
can be done. 

At the joint committee meeting 
Monday night, all of the boards indicated 
they would recommend an override of 
tile cap, but questioned what options 
could be offered. 

Richard Wilsack, chairman of the 
Selectmen mentioned that if the com¬ 
mittees go into Town Meeting stilting a 
“laundry list" of possible cuts, the Town 
Meeting will want those areas cut. 

“Our preference is to stay with the 
override and not identify a laundry list,” 
noted Wilsack. 

Finance Committee member William 
Zettler, who is in favor of the override, 
told the board members that one method 
of argument that most antogonizes the 
Town Meeting is tellinq them how to 
vote. Zettler added that this gives the 
impression that the boards had not done 
enough research on the issue. 

Zettler suggested that it might be to 
the advantage of the committees to 
present a laundry list because it would 
show both cost and service. This would 
both reveal to the Town Meeting what the 
town was losing in real service and that 
the boards hud done their homework. 
Selectmen Edward O’Connell differed 
however, stating that “I think it is in¬ 
cumbent upon us to take a position and 
hold to it." He added that a plan should 
be taken by the boards and followed. 

Austin Broadhurst, chairman of the 
Library Trustees, agreed with O’Connell, 
but noted that it does not “make sense” 
to go into a meeting without a fall-back 
position. 

Broadhurst went on to state thot the 
recommendation of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee should be of “primory im¬ 
portance.” It is their suggestion that 
should be followed, he stated. 

Selectmen Barbara Hankins agreed 
with Broadhurst stating “If anyone is to 
present a laundry list it should be the 
Finance Committee.” 

School Commmittee Chairman 
Constance Papas, who was in favor of 
entering Town Meeting with an option 
plan, didn't agree that the Finance 
Committee should prepare any list. She 
noted that the School Committee and the 
School Department are more familiar 
with the school budget if any cutting was 
necessary there. “I think that’s what I’m 
elected to do.” Papas noted. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
suggested that the boards were possibly 
being sidetracked by suggesting their 


credibility would be questioned if they 
did not offer a second plan. 

Groux suggested that the question 
should be what the proper development 
of expenditures for fiscal 1980 is and how 
does Winchester arrive at that budget. 

Groux also questioned the wisdom of 
giving a list of areas that the Town 
Meeting might cut, and then recom¬ 
mending to that body not to do so. 

Groux also suggested that any 
department head would rather be asked 
to reduce his own budget, since he is 
familiar with it, than have a committee 
that was unattached to the department 
doit. 

Finally Groux mentioned that there 
were some costs that were not con¬ 
sidered in the budget that had yet to be 
settled, namely energy costs this winter 
and a settlement with the firefighters 
contract. He noted that if the firefighter’s 
contract was resolved, then the problem 
would not be $180,000, but “substantially 
more.” 

Finace Committee member Helen 
Philliou suggested that further reduc¬ 
tions have taken place in the town’s 
budget since it was passed in June, 
making the total overage less than 
$180,000. She cited the return from Blue 
Cross. 

According to Town Comptroller 
Alphonse Faggiano, the town recently 
received some unofficial information 
from Blue Cross concerning a potential 
reduction in rates. Originally the town 
had budgeted for a 10 percent increase. 
This could mean a substantial saving for 
the town, as Faggiano noted “it’s quite a 
swing.” 

But Groux pointed out that the town is 
stuck with the 1979 budget, whose level 
was artifically low to begin with. He then 
again mentioned the potential shortfalls 
such as enerqy. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Carolyn Ward then questioned that if the 
Town Meeting voted to override and the 
boards determined that the town had 
$180,000 in excess funds because of Blue 
Cross and other sources, could some of 
those funds be transfered in November 
for energy and other shortfalls? 

Hankins noted that this did happen 
during the last energy crisis in 1974. She 
stated that it is possible to do the same 
from operating budgets and that a 
transfer could be made. 

Betty Henriques, a member of the 
Finance Committee, questioned entering 
Town Meeting with only one plan. “I 
don’t see how we can give Town Meeting 
a choice if we only give them one thing to 
choose from.” 

Henriques went on to add that, if 
given all the information, “They (Town 
Meeting) always makea wise decision.” 

If the override does not pass, John 
Sullivan, the Town Moderator, plans to 
go through the entire budget, item by 
item, with a two-thirds vote required for 
each budget, according to Wilsack. 

Finance Committee member John 
Kupjian opposed this process, calling the 
two-thirds vote on each item “just a 
political maneuver to force Town 
Meeting to vote two-thirds all the way 
down the line.”

Of the 108,230 members in the Win¬ 
chester labor force during May, 9814 
were employed and 416 were out of work. 
In April, Winchester’s work force was 
10,244 with 9814 working and 430 
unemployed. 

When looked at in terms of the entire 
population of the town, according to 
Howard Chase, director of Veteran’s 
Services, 49 percent of the population 
was working in May. 

Jarvis did point out that the 4.2 per¬ 
cent unemployment rate for April and 
May was a drop of one percent from 5.2 
percent in March. At that time, Win¬ 
chester’s labor force was 10,358 with 9822 
employed and 536 out of work. “It’s kind 
of a steep drop,” said Jarvis. “It’s an 
indication there’s some downward trend 
in the market.” 

What caused the decline in the work 
force between March and May is a slight 
mystery to Jarvis. “Generally it might 
mean people have gone back to school or 
somthing,” Jarvis suggested. “I really 


Census To Be 
Aug. 20-24 


Local representatives of the Bureau 
of the Census will conduct a survey of 
employment in this area during the week 
of Aug. 20-24, according to Arthur G. 
Dukakis, director of the bureau’s 
regional office in Boston. 

The survey is conducted for the U.S. 
Department of Labor in a scientifically 
designed sample of approximately 76,000 
households throughout the United States. 
Employment and unemploynment 
statistics based on results of this survey 
are used to provide a continuing measure 
of the economic health of the nation. 

Information supplied by individuals 
participating in the survey is kept 
strictly confidential by law and the 
results are used only to compile 
statistical totals. 


Area heating oil companies tend to 
agree supplies will meet consumer 
demand this winter, but not by much. 

Some companies advise homeowners 
to pay bills on time to be assured of oil 
deliveries. Almost all say this winter’s 
prices will double last year’s, rising to 
about 90 cents a gallon. 

Jim Johnson, of Johnson Fuel Oil of 
Winchester, said his suppliers were 
giving him the same allocation as last 
year, but that panic buying by con¬ 
sumers could cause problems. Johnson 
said most customers had already been 
filled up on a cash-on-delivery basis, and 
that notwithstanding panic buying’ he 
would have enough oil to get them 
through the winter. 

Johnson said the oil would be ex¬ 
pensive, though. He said that last July 31 
he charged 44.5 cents a gallon, and this 
year’s price is 74.9 cents and continues to 

He said if there was an oil shortage 
this winter, it would be difficult to decide 
which customers would get fuel. 
Everyone needs heat, he said. He said 
people would have to conserve, but didn’t 
see how they could without replacing 
furnaces, adding insulation and taking 
other expensive measures to make 
homes efficient. 

Ron Nigro of Arlington’s Dudley Fuel 
said, “I don’t anticipate any trouble,” 
but Dudley is not taking on new accounts. 
Nigro said the problem was one of 
economic hardship, not of supply. “The 
problem,” he said, “is with people on 
limited income.” He said unless the 
government gave them a $500 allowance, 
they would have trouble getting fuel. He 
said credit terms were so stringent 
Dudley couldn’t carry customers who 
wouldn’t pay for more than 10 days. 

He suggested consumers should treat 
fuel bills like rent or mortgage payments 
and start budgeting themselves and 
setting up good credit lines now. 

Henry Merriam of Bel-Arl Fuel said 
there was not ample oil in Boston to last 
the winter, and that supply levels 
depended on decisions in Washington, 
D.C. Merriam said his allocation varied 
each month, usually from 80 to 90 percent 
of last year’s levels. 

He said customers were stocking up 
now in anticipation of higher prices this 
winter. He said people were tending to 
top off tanks, even if that meant 
deliveries of only 90 gallons. Prices, he 


said, would hit 90 cents this winter. 

Jack Maloney of Arlex Oil said he 
expected 100 percent of last year’s 
allocation. He advised customers to 
replace old heating equipment and check 
insulation, weather stripping around 
doors, storm windows and fireplaces for 
drafts. 

Maloney noted little panic buying. He 
said customers on automatic delivery 
were being served on schedule, and 
people who called in would be refueled if 
their tanks were low. 

In the event of a fuel shortage, he said 
he would “partial-fill” his customers. He 
said that would cost more because of 
extra deliveries of small amounts, but 
that way customers would be treated 
equally. But as of now, he said supplies 
looked good. 

A spokesman for a Belmont fuel 
company who asked not to be named said 
the company had been using the same 
distributor for 25 years, and could thus 
guarantee customers all the fuel they 
wanted. The spokesman advised 
customers against filling up now. 

A spokesman for an unnamed 
Arlington oil company said he was 
getting 80 percent of last year’s 
allocation, plus fuel set aside from the 
state. He said he expected prices to 
double last year’s, but said supplies 
should be sufficient. He recommends 
that customers give companies advance 
notice of delivery needs. 

He said he didn’t want to be named 
because he feared his supplier would 
give him “a hard time.” 

David Reynolds of Port Oil said he too 
was getting 80 percent of last year’s 
allocation, but said that should be enough 
because of decreased demand. Demand 
had dropped, he said, because many 
people had switched to gas heating. 

An unnamed oil man in Arlington said 
it was too soon to tell if winter supplies 
would suffice. He said his allocation had 
been cut back and that some oil 
wholesalers were giving retailers 50 to 70 
percent of last year’s levels. He said he 
didn’t know if the trend would continue 
into winter. 

“The customers who pay bills will get 
oil,” he said. But he said he couldn’t top 
everyone off because it wasn’t feasible to 
make his trucks cross town for 50 gallon 
deliveries. He said his prices had gone 
from 51.9 cents at this time last year, to 
the present 78.9 cents a gallon. 

In Winchester, A1 LaPointe of Federal 


Heating said he foresaw no supply 
problems for the winter. He said prices 
would probably rise about 25 percent 
from last year’s levels. 

LaPointe said government restric¬ 
tions requiring storage of heating oil 
were contributing to artificial shortages 
because they didn't take weather 
variations into account. He said the best 
place for fuel storage was in customers’ 
tanks, not suppliers’. 

He advised consumers to conserve, 
and “stretch it out.” “The more people 
conserve the better the situation is for 
everybody,” he said. 

At Parker Lane Winn oil company in 
Winchester, Jack Coakley said supplies 
would probably be adequate for winter. 
Coakley, unlike several of his colleagues, 
said consumers should fill up now to beat 
the inevitable price hikes. As to whether 
the oil problem was one of supply or 
price, Coakley said, “If you have the 
money somehow you’ll be able to find the 
supply.” 

Joseph McEnaney, associate director * 
of the Better Home Heating Council, said 
experts in the state felt there would be 
adequate heating oil supplies this winter, 
barring an unusually long cold spell or a 
disruption in the OPEC cartel. He said 
people on low or fixed incomes would 
have a hard time paying for fuel unless 
the federal government came through 
with funding for them. 

Governor King in recent weeks has 
been pushing the federal government to 
come up with funds for people hard- 
pressed by prices hikes. King reportedly 
broached the subject in a July 30 meeting 
with President Carter in Washington. 

In a letter King sent to rally support 
from the nation’s governors for federal 
emergency fuel funds, King said 
projected 90 cents per gallon fuel oil 
prices would put the average 
Massachusetts homeowner’s heating bill 
at $1,200 this winter. King said recent 
OPEC price hikes and the impact of price 
decontrol would cost the state an extra 
$1.5 billion this year and push average 
energy bills up to $2,500 per household, 
the latter figure including electricity, 
natural gas and gasoline. 


With the Finance Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen united in favor of 
overriding the state imposed four per. 
cent tax cap, a special Town Meeting will 
be held Monday night to decide whether 
to override or trim the town’s budget. 

Winchester’s budget is presently 
$ 180,708 over the state’s tax cap. fo 
correct the overage, Town Meeting must 
either vote to reduce areas of the budget 
based on recommendations by the 
Finance Committee, or override the cap 
In order to override, which means to 
declare the $180,708 a necessary overage 
there must be a two-thirds vote in favor 
by the Town Meeting members. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Carolyn Ward said recently that her 
committee is having problems finding 
budgets that can afford to be cut. “We've 
talked more about areas where we don’t 
want to cut than areas that we could.” 


Town Manager Thomas Groux has 
suggested some possible budget cuts to 
the Finance Committee, such as the 
school and library budgets, but the 
Finance Committee is not in accord. 

“We’ve really trimmed the the fat and 
what we’d be trimming now is either 
flexibility or real service cuts,” Ward 
pointed out. “I think we’ve made enough 
for this year. Right now we want to take a 
break and reevaluate the reductions we 
have made.” 


Ward also added that any more 
cutting could result in future problems. 
“We don’t want to put ourselves in a bind 
for next year because we’re going to be 
facing the same thing.”

of the surgical rooms and the operating 
theatre. In the 1920’s money was raised 
for that purpose by an annual cabaret 
"show” in the Town Hall. This has been 
one of the chief social events of the 
season ever since. 

Under the business management of 
Frank Crawford, the hospital changed its 
administrative policies and practices 
thereby cutting its debt. A fund cam¬ 
paign in 1937 cut that debt still further. 

The hospital began to develop 
specialized medical practices. In 1941 it 
appointed chiefs of special services in 
surgery, medicine, obstetrics, or¬ 
thopedics, and pediatrics. Later it added 
chiefs of otolaryngology, oral surgery, 
and cardiology. By taking this pioneering 
step, it was one of the first hospitals in 
Massachusetts outside of Bost9n to do so. 

In order to raise money for their 
projects in the hospital, the Winton Club 
in 1949 set up a small gift shop in the 
hospital lobby and obtained permission 
to use a traveling gift cart for patients. 
The hospital also allowed the club to 
serve afternoon coffee and tea in the staff 
dining room for a profit. This diver¬ 
sification proved so profitable that in 1953 
the hospital alloted space next to the 
main corridor for a combined gift and 
coffee shop. 

In 1946, Mr. Crawford stepped down 
and Mr. Tuckery Vye was his successor. 
By 1950 the hospital was again 
outgrowing its facilities. In order to meet 
this condition, a new west wing was 
added, the main building was moder¬ 
nized, the lobby enlarged, and new ad¬ 
ministrative offices and medical rooms 
added. 

The rest of the fifties were spent 
adding new medical departments. Also, 
Friends of Winchster Hospital, an 
auxiliary womens service organization, 
was formed which was devoted solely to 
the needs of the hospital. 

When Reese E. James came to the 
hospital in 1959, expansion talk was once 
more heard. A fund campaign had 
- Started in 1950 and $815,000 was raised, 
^ the largest amount ever raised for a 
tf Winchester institution. With this amount 
o and-a. .federal &rant, 9 contract was 
signed in June, 1961 for a new south wing. 
It was completed in the fall of 1963 at a 
cost of $25 million. 


The 59-bed addition increased the 
hospital capacity by about |ialf. In later 
years, the institution has added 
inhalation, physical and occupational 
therapy services, plus an intensive unit. 
In 1967, the hospital developed a con¬ 
tinuing unit at 223 Swanton st. with 117 
beds. This unit was sold in 1975 to a 
private nursing home. 

The hospital now, with its 200-bed 
capacity, modern equipment, and highly 
trained technical personnel, appears to 
be one of the more modern hospitals in 
this surbbanarea. However, the hospital 
is still overcrowded and the time is not 
too far distant when it will have to be 
enlarged.

A developer of a number of projects 
similar to the proposed Winehestrer 
House Elderly Housing Development, 
leels that Winchester w ould benefit in the 
long run if a 121A tax agreement was 
granted lor the construction of Win¬ 
chester House. 

"Many developments have gone 
bankrupt because they didn't have a firm 
tax agreement," states William R. Roop 
III. vice-president of McNeil and 
Associates of Westwood. "Most towns 
that we have worked in have found 121A 
to be a real benefit to the town." 

Roop. whose company is presently 
completing the (lien drove Elderly 
Housing Development in Wellesley, the 
same project that has been compared to 
Winchester House, feels the key is that 
121A gives the developer a figure he can 
budget on and the town has a wide span of 
controls. 

"121A makes the tax predictable," 
Roop points out. "If the developer has it, 
when he goes through the whole 
budgeting process he knows what his tax 
will be." 

Roop mentioned that if there is no 
121A agreement the developer’s tax is 
unpredictable. If he budgets on the 
premise that his tax will be a certain 
figure, then it changes, his entire project 
could collapse. "Then the area will 
become blighted," adds Roop.

The Glen Grove Development did not 
receive a 121A tax agreement from 
Wellesley for two reasons. First, the site 
in question failed to meet the 
requirement that it be "decadent” or 
"blighted." "There just isn’t any blight 
in Wellesley," adds Roop. 

The Glen Grove project also failed to 
receive 121A because of the number of 
units it has. The Wellesley Planning 
Board tried to pursuade McNeil 
Associates to drop the number of units 
from 125 to 88. The developer would not 
adhere to this however. 

Roop pointed out that in place of a 
121 A. the tax rate for the development 
was set at the fair cash value of the 
property. This is an amount that is set on 
each parcel of property in a town, based 
on its. condition and the condition of its 
surroundings. 

Roop added that the fair cash value of 
the property is usually close to the tax 
rate that would have been set by a 121A. 
"So if you assume that the town will get 
the same amount of dollars in either 
case, then they are far better off to go the 
route of 121A .’’ 

If Winchester were to grant a 121A to 
developer Arthur Ullian, the controls 
that the town would have over the site 
would increase dramatically. Main¬ 
tenance and supervision control are only 
two of many.

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The Wise Decision 

On Monday night the Town Meeting will be asked by a united 
group of a number of the town’s boards, to override the state im¬ 
posed tax cap. It’s a well researched request and a valid one. 

The main question that the Town Meeting members should ask 
themselves is whether they are acting as a responsible govern¬ 
mental body, if two-thirds of them should vote in favor of an 
override. Are they doing all they can to act in harmony with the rest 
of the state in holding down spending? 

To begin with, in May, a good deal of cutting and slashing in both 
budgets and services, was done to insure that Winchester’s budget 
would be under the four percent cap when Town Meeting adjourned. 

Many of the cuts made at that time, especially concerning the 
transfer station, were unpopular to say the least. But they were 
thought out, hard decisions that had to be made and were. 

The town is now faced with an extra $180,708 over the cap. The 
Finance Committee has examined the town's budget and was unable 
to come up with a "laundry list” of possible cuts. They favor 
override. 

The School Department, possessing one of the larger individual 
budgets, most of which is tied up in personal services, has not found 
anywhere to cut. They favor override. 

The Library Trustees, whose budget is always considered, 
sometimes unfairly, when cutting is necessary, states their federal 
funds would be in jeopardy should they cut. They recommend 
override. 

At last Monday night’s joint meeting between the School Com¬ 
mittee, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee and the 
Library Trustees, the major concern was what could be offered the 
Town Meeting should they vote against overriding the cap. 

Strategies were discussed as to the best ways to convince the 
members that this was the best avenue to take, that this was in the 
best interest of Winchester. 

The question was raised once as to what the odds were that the 
override would or would not succeed. It was answered that this was 
such a fluid question it would be too difficult to gauge. 

It was also mentioned at the Joint meeting that, given all of the 
facts, Town Meeting has always come through for Winchester. They 
always make the right decisions. 

Well these are the facts. There’s nothing left boys. This thing’s 
been stripped to the bone. Any further cutting will definitely affect 
services in Winchester. Then there’s always, the question of what 
kind of shape any further reductions would leave next year’s budget 
in. 

If Winchester’s Town Meeting is so wise, why can’t it listen to the 
people who've been studying the situation a good deal more than 
they have? Why can’t they trust the judgment of their elected and 
appointed officials? 

When a presentation is given to the Town Meeting, explaining the 
complete situation and all its ramifications, will it be wise enough to 
accept the advice of Its major boards who are united in their 
position? If nobody is going to listen to these boards then they’re 
wasting their time. 

Is an override vote ^^responsible vote? It’s more than that. It’s 
the wise vote.

(Editor's note: Hie following is an 
open letter to the Winchester Planning 
Board.) 

EDITOR OE THE STAR: 

I write to urge that you report 
promptly to the Selectmen on the six 
points on which you arc asked to make 
findings in relation to the application of 
Winchester House for a 121A Cor¬ 
poration. I believe your findings should 
support the application and have given 
below my reasons for this position. 


There are other questions that have 
been raised about the development of 
Winchester House, but these issues are 
not before you at this time. We have 
discussed whether or not we want 
apartments in Winchester, whether we 
want federal rent subsidies or older 
people, and whether we want a high-rise 
building on this site. 

The questions were reviewed by the 
Winchester Hoard of a Appeals that 
granted a “comprehensive permit" for 
the construction of 105 apartments at the 
corner of the railroad and Waterfield 
road. The board acted under Chapter 774 
of the acts of 1969. They found that there 
is a need for housing for low and 
moderate income older people and that 
construction on this site w'ould be 
“consistent with local needs.” 

The six points on which you arc asked 
to make findings are as follows: 

1. Is the proposed area “blighted 
open,” or "decadent,” or “sub- 
standard?” These terms are technical as 
used in the 121A law and, as you know, 
several knowledgeable people have 
given the opinion that this site qualifies 
under the statutory definition. A finding 
in this case relates to the site only, not 
the town as a whole. 

The finding is necessary to meet the 
constitutional standard to allow the 
substition of an excise tax for the usual 
property tax. Decisions about the excise 
tax amount are to be made by the 
Selectmen. 

2. Is the proposed project in con¬ 
travention of any zoning, subdivision, 
health, or building by-law? Since the 
Hoard of Appeals has granted the 
comprehensive permit to build, the 
answer to this question is “no." 

:i. Is the project in conflicet with the 
Master Plan of the town made by 
authority of Chapter 41? Winchester does 
not have such a Master Plan for land 
development so that there is no test that 
can lx* applied. (If we had a plan for

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local representatives’ votes on 
five key roll calls from last 
week's session. 

Insurance Coverage (H 6010 ) 
- House rejected, 83-70, a motion 
to discharge the House Ways and 
Means Committee from further 
consideration of a bill tran¬ 
sferring certain costs for special 
education services to health 
insurance firms. 

The bill would permit school 
systems to shift the costs of 
certain counseling services, 
psychological tests, and other 
services mandated by the state’s 
special education law, to private 
insurers. The motion would, 
require the Ways and Means 
Committee to report the bill onto 
the House floor for debate and a 
vote by the full House. 

Supporters explained that 
Blue Cross Blue Shield has 
refused to pay medical expenses 
incurred by a child eligible for 
Chapter 766, even though the 
parents may have coverage 
under their policy. They also 
noted that The Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 


has ruled that private insurance 
firms cannot be exempt from 
providing this kind of coverage, 
and claimed the state is losing up 
to $10 million in federal reim¬ 
bursements. Many expressed 
fear that the bill will die if it is 
left in committee, since the 
session is nearing completion. 

Some opponents argued that 
the Ways and Means Committee 
has many bills it is reviewing, 
and said the House should not 
force it to report out matters that 
it has not had time to study. 
Others said the bill would result 
in increased . insurance 
premiums for BCBS subscribers. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. voted against the discharge. 

Used Cars (H 3415) - House 
first rejected 82-69, then barely 
rejected on a tie 75-75 vote, a bill 
allowing used car dealers to sell 
so-called as is cars to con¬ 
sumers. 

Supporters explained that 
under the bill, dealers would 
have to state in newspaper ads, 
post on the cars, and include in 
written contracts, the fact that 
the cars are sold for parts only, 
or that the car is sold with the 


understanding that repairs may 
be necessary to pass an in¬ 
spection sticker test. 

Supporters said that under 
the bill, within seven days the 
buyer would have the right to get 
money back if more than 10 
percent more than what was 
paid for the car, would have to be 
put into it to have the car pass 
inspection. They argued the bill 
would help Massachusetts 
dealers keep business and 
buyers in the state, since now 
many buyers go to neighboring 
states which allow the sale of as 
is cars. They also claimed the 
bill contains many safeguards 
for the consumer who wants this 
kind of car and still retains an 
implied thirty day warranty. 

Opponents argued the bill 
needs more study to find out 
whether consumers would suffer 
as a result of the bill and to 
discern the impact on sales tax. 
They urged the House to send the 
bill to the Commerce and Labor 
Committee for further study, as 
was originally recommended. 
Many said the bill was anti¬ 
consumer, and many said it 
would remove an implied 30 day 
warranty. 

Saltmarsh voted for it. 

The Senate 

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local senators’ votes on three key 
roll calls from last week’s 
session. 

Medicaid Payments (II6444) - 
Senate rejected, 30-2, a bill to cut 
Welfare Department reim¬ 
bursement to hospitals, for 
outpatient care for Medicaid 
recipients, by 15 percent. 

Supporters argued that 
reimbursement expenditures to 
Medicaid recipients for medical 
care in outpatient departments 
are increasing, at an average 
rate of 15 percent, and claimed 
(lie expenditures will rise from 
$55 million to $65 million in the 
next year. They said the cut will 
reduce these expenditures and 
save the state $8.3 million, as 
well as discourage hospitals 
from providing the outpatient 
services, thus encouraging use of 
doctors' offict s f nd clincis which 
have lower rates 


Opponents argued the cut was 
unfair and would hurt the elderly 
and the sick in the state. Some 
said there is no alternative, at 
this time, to outpatient care 
because there is a shortage of 
doctors. Many said that hospitals 
which are affected by the cuts 
will simply raise their rates and 
pass along the cost of lost 
revenue to paying patients. 

Rotondl voted against it. 

Legislative Sessions (S 1256) • 
Senate approved 26-8, a bill 
creating a special commission to 
study the possibility 6f limiting 
the filing of bills in the 
Legislature, reducing its 
business, and shortening its 
sessions. The commission would 
consist of three senators, five 
representatives, and three 
members appointed by the 
Governor. 

Supporters argued the 
commission would be helpful in 
studying the operation of the 
Legislature, which has always 
been a subject of controversy. 
Many noted there are several 
proposals to streamline the 
legislative process, and claimed 
many of the proposals could save 
the taxpayers money. Some 
mentioned a law prohibiting 
identical bills from being filed 
annually, and instead allowing 
them to be filed only once a 
session, which would be every 
two years. 

Some opponents said another 
study commission is a waste of 
time, and urged the Legislature 
to deal with business at hand. 
Others claimed the bill is an 
attempt to limit citizen input and 
weaken Massachusetts’ unique 
right of free petition which 
allows any citizen to file bills 
every year. 

Rotondi voted for it.

4. Is the plan “in any way detrimental 
to the best interest of the public or town 
or to the public safety and convenience 
or “Inconsistent with the most suitable 
development of the town?” 

At least three arguments can be noted 
on this point. First, the proposed Win¬ 
chester House will give us greater safety 
at the railroad station. 

Second, the plan will help to meet the 
need for more lower-priced housing for 
the many older people now in Winchester 
who are paying excessive housing and 
fuel costs. 

Third, the plan provides for greater 
housing density close to the Center, 
where people can live with little 
dependence on public or private tran¬ 
sportation. 

5. Will the proposed project constitute 
a “public use and benefit?” The strong 
statements of older citizens of the town 
that this housing is needed and the 
petition of over 400 persons for favorable 
action by the Planning Board are in¬ 
dications that this proposed project 
would lx? a public benefit. People that 
have signed a petition opposing the 121A 
application appear to lx? concerned with 
private privacy rather than public 
benefit. 

6. Is there a plan for the relocation of 
people who may be displaced? This issue 
is not applicable in this ease. 

Even with speedy action by the 
Planning Board and by the Selectmen, 
there is no assurance that the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
will be able to provide the rent subsidies 
for which Winchester House is applying. 
It is clear, however, that without the tax 
adjustment that is permitted to a 121A 
Corporation. Winchester House stands no 
chance of being approved for federal 
subsidy.

Ridge St. Residence 


Town’s Oldest House 


Ry HENRY E.SIMONDS 

This house at 201 Ridge st. is both the 
oldest house in Winchester and one of the 
few examples of the “first period of 
colonial architecture." It is a three- 
bay house with gambrel roof and rear 
ells. 

The house was built in 1711 by Josiah 
Johnson, a direct descendant of Captain. 
Edward Francis Johnson. Capt. Johnson 
lirst came to this country in the company 
ol (Governor Winthrop in 1630, without his 
lamily, chiefly to trade with the indians. 

Sometime in 1631 he returned to 
England. On Aug. 8,1636 he came back to 
Charlestown with his wife and seven 
children, this time from religious 
motives. After his arrival he was sent as 
assistant to the Ambassador of the 
General Court to the chief of the 
Narragansett indians to concilate his 
lavor and avert a threatened war. 

Captain Johnson was prominent in 
public affairs and was appointed with 
Edward Converse and others in the 
spring of 1640 “for erecting a church and 
town at Woburn." He served in church 
and town affairs, and was the first 
I >eputyof the Grand Court in Woburn. He 
was one ol the most useful among the 
supporters of our infant Commonwealth. 

Josiah. the first owner and seventh 
son of Major William and Esther Wiswall 
Johnson, was horn Jan. 15. 1669 and died 
Dee. 16, 1739. He fit's! married Martha 
Whitmore and later Deborah Fifield. 

Major Johnson was eminent both in 
military and political life in Woburn and 
of the Massachusetts Hay Colony. He 
was, lor 16 years. Town Clerk, a member 
of the general Court and at different 
times one ol the assistants to the 
Governor. He lived in Winchester on the 
site of Mahoney’s farm on Cambridge 
street. 

The second owner was Josiah, third 
ehild of Josiah and Martha Whitmore 
Johnson. He was born Feb. 24, 1710 and 
died Dec. 24, 1784. He married Hannah 
Wood. Josiah inherited part of the land in 
1739 and bought out the share of his half 
brother Giles Johnson in 1743. 

He was a lawyer and a farmer. 

He lived there about 10 years, and 
lhen moved to another house in Woburn, 
llis son, Josiah, took over the place after 
his father moved. 

His lather served in the Revolutionary 
War as Captain and Josiah served under 
him as a Sergeant. He married Sarah 
Gardner and lived on the farm all his life. 
They had two sons, Levi and Ezekiel, who 
inherited the farm after their lathers 
death. 


Ezekiel, who inherited the farm after 
their fathers death. 

Ezekial was born Aug. 18, 1781 and 
latc4 built the house across the street in 
1821. He married Hannah Cummings and 
moved in it shortly after. He was one ol 
the first assessors in the Town of Win¬ 
chester in 1851) and one of the board ol 
Directors of a temperance society in 
South Woburn. He was a wheelwright in 
partnerhsip with his brother Levi, and 
both farmed their land together. He died 
March 30, 1866 

Levi, who was the fourth owner, was 
born Dec. 22, 1783 and lived all his life in 
the house at 201 Ridge st. He married 
Ruth Eaton. Besides being a farmer he 
was Woburn’s Road Surveyor in 1814 tor 
the west side of Woburn and Winchester. 
His wife taught in a schoolhouse near the 
corner of Johnson and Ridge streets. He 
died Dec. 25, 1866 of a stroke while 
walking in his pasture. Levi added a shed 
and new kitchen ell at the rear ol the 
house (the shed was removed in 1916 to 
its present site.) 

The house and land at 201 Ridge street 
now passed into the Thompson family 
Levi had four daughters who inherited 
the farm. On March 21, 1857 Timothy A 
Thompson of Maine, who was born Aug. 
17, 1835, married Caroline Johnson. She 
was the daughter of Levi Johnson, born 
Dec. 31, 1828. 

Timothy A. Thompson was educated 
in Maine schools and worked for his 
lather until he was 20. He left home and 
went to sea. He worked at various jobs 
and returned to Winchester to work on 
the farm with Levi. 

After his first wife, Caroline, died July 
31, 1868, he married her sister Elizabeth 
Ann Johnson. In 1881 he leased the farm 
to his son, William Levi Thompson, and 
left Winchester to work at several jobs in 
Massachusetts. He returned to Win¬ 
chester and died July 14, 1919. 

William Levi Thompson, the son ol 
Timothy and Caroline Johnson Thomp¬ 
son, was born April 18. 1859. He married 
Edith Mead Jan. 27, 1881 and worked on 
the farm all his life until he died Feb. 24. 
1954. A lire in 1920 destroyed the barn, 
icehouse and the cider mill house 

In 1938 the ownership of the farm was 
passed on to his son, Ralph Mead 
Thompson who was born April 13. 1895 
He is still living with his wife, the former 
Getrude 1,. Pierce whom he married 
November 28. 1913, in the old family 
homestead. 

Ralph Thompson is one of the few 
persons now living in Winchester u ho is a 
direct descendant ol one ol the early 
settlers of Winchester and Woburn 
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MDC Is Looking For Approval Of 
Lower Mystic Lake Cleanup Project 


Fourteen years after “rotten egg” 
odors wafted over Lower Mystic Lake, 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) is struggling for community 
approval of a project to cleanse the lake 
of the salt deposits that caused the 
stench. 

MDC Environmental Quality Director 
Alfred Ferullo wants to implement a 
$6*10,two plan to prevent recurrence of the 
fish kills and pervasive odors of 1965 and 
to stock the lake with trout and other fish. 
But lakefronl property owners in Med 
lord oppose the plan because they object 
to the location of two structures — one 
temporary, one permanent — the MDC 
would build to house pumps and 
chemicals. 


Ferullo says salt has been trapped in 
the lake since before the Amelia Earhart 
and Craddock Dams controlled the tidal 
flow of salt water, and the salt tends to 
undergo a chemical reaction forming 
hydrogen sulfide, which smells like 
rotten eggs and in strong concentrations 
is poisonous. He wants to install a system 
to pump out the sulfide, neutralize it and 
dump it into the sewers. 

A group of people living near the in¬ 
tersection of Mystic Valley Parkway and 
Kavine road in Medford want the lake 
cleansed, but resent not being consulted 
about the location of the MDC’s proposed 
pumping and chemical storage buildings, 
itep. Michael McGlynn (D) of Medford, 
who has been working with area 
residents, said in a telephone interview, 
“I don’t think the MDC has the right to 
destroy the neighborhood. 

McGlynn says there are plenty of 
other suitable locations for the buildings, 
which are planned to be 14 feet by 16 by 9 
feet high for the permanent structure, 
and 38 by 26 by 14 for the temporary one. 
He says Ferullo has been inflexible and 
hasn't given the residents “the straight 
facts.” He says Ferullo first said the 
temporary building would be up for six 
months, then said a year. 

Ferullo termed the six month 
discrepancy “a misunderstanding,” and 
told The Star that for construction, 
pumping and demolition, one year was a 
conservative estimate. He said he would 
rather tell people the work would take a 
year than to say it would take six months 


and have people disappointed when it 
look longer. 

John Doherty. Administrative 
Assistant to Hep. Angelo Marolta (D) of 
Medford, said the MDC’s consultant, 
Gerald Aronson, used no community 
input and gave no alternative to where 
Ihe buildings could go. Doherty said 
abutters have been “put into a bind,” and 
(hat the final decision on the project is up 
to the Medford Conservation Com¬ 
mission, which Doherty said was not 
concerned with the location of the 
buildings. 

Ferullo said Aronson had ruled out 
several sites, and said the one near 
Kavine road was the most practical. 
Another location he said Aronson con¬ 
sidered, toward the middle of the lake on 
Ihe Medford side, would cost $120,000 
more than the first site because of ad¬ 
ditional piping, pumping and wiring 
required. Ferullo said he had had a lot of 
communication with community leaders 
in the past. 

But Doherty told The Star, “ Of 
the whole side of the lake, they couldn’t 
have picked a worse place ... If the 
buildings were placed anywhere else 
there would have been no impact on any 
neighborhood in Medford.” 

Ferullo said he tried to allay the 
concern of abutters and city officials in 
an open Aug. 2 meeting of the Medford 
Conservation Commission. He said he 
described the project to those attending 
and said the controversial buildings 
would be at least 140 feet from the street, 
and that the MDC was willing to partially 
conceal the structures with shrubs. 

Ferullo said Lower Mystic Lake is 80 
leet deep in parts, with an outlet only 10 
feet deep. He said dams had been used in 
the past to fill the lake during dry spells, 
and that process inadvertently trapped 
salt water in the lake. 

During a 1965 drought the worst in 
148 years — the water level dropped 
substantially, as did the amount of 
oxygen in the water, and a chemical 
reaction caused the formation of the 
troublesome sulfides. 

Ferullo said there had been no foul 
odor or major fish kill since the 1965 
drought, and that the water was not now 


dangerously contaminated. “It isn’t a life 
and death situation,” he said. But he said 
the MDC plan would eliminate the 
potential of a recurrence of the 1965 
situation. 

He said he would like to see the lake 
cleansed and stocked lor fishing. “We 
have a fantastic deep freshwater lake 
that could be a nice recreational lake,” 
he said. He said having such a facility 
might provide an outlet that would 
reduce vandalism in the area. 

Ferullo said the Medford Con¬ 
servation Commission had three weeks 
in which they could reject the MDC plan, 
after which the MDC could begin work 

A previous MDC application to start 
the project was rejected by the con 
servation commission June 28, repor 
tedly because the commission felt it had 
insufficient information. 

Ferullo said the current plan had been 
lour years in the making, and received 
approval for $640,000 from the state 
legislature in 1978. If the project is un 
dertaken. the Environmental Protection 
Agency will reimburse the state lor half 
that amount. 

When asked w hy it took the MDC 10 
years to look into the situation, Ferullo 
said he had a small division with many 
other problems to deal with

As the recommendations were read 
oil. it was as if Judge Maximum John 
was handing down the verdicts. 

No one was on trial at Tuesday night’s 
hearing lor the tenured teachers on the 
recall list Bui the scene had all the 
makings 

T here was the prosecutor, attorney 
Kichurd Murphy, who read from the 
terms of a contract and the general laws, 
why the School Committee was 
recommending the layoffs. 

There was the counsel lor the defense, 
m laet two ol Ihem. attorneys Salanis and 
Nasson. struggling to overcome the 
formula used against their clients. 

There was the judging body, the 
School Committee, aware of the 
recommendations but receptive ol 
whatever arguments that may l>e made 
againsl them 

And finally there were the defen¬ 
dants, guilty ol nothing yet victims ol the 
limes Four qualified, talented in¬ 
dividuals, taking the only avenue open to 
them in tin attempt to continue what they 
do best, educate the youth ol Winchester 
So ihe trial look place with 
questioning and cross examining filling 
ihe room Both sides were heard. The 
summary statements, the lawyers last 
chance to sway the tleeision, usually 
Mowing in eloquent, emotional terms, 
had little ol that save one attorney lor the 
dclcnse 

A late hour recess was called as the 
School Committee gathered for their 
I inaI ebnforcnec before rendering their 
verdict The crowd tiled back into the 


hearing room and the announcement was 
awaited as the defendants crossed their 
lingers. 

“I move the dismissal of Leonard 
Merullo on the basis of declining 
enrollment,” was the first decision by the 
superintendent of schools. A motion was 
made by the School Committee, then 
seconded and finally voted unanimously 

The vote drifted across a silent room. 

The next two were the same, each one 
a little easier to absorb for everyone but 
the teachers involved. 

For Chris Scanlon a last minute 
reprieve, a call from the governor almost 
materialized. As the chair called for a 
motion to dismiss Scanlon. Heinrich 
Holland moved that voting on this case be 
delayed. He had been impressed by the 
support that showed up for Scanlon 

But it didn’t last. “Nothing is totally 
lair. It's very painful for all ol us.” 
confessed committee member Jean 
Weylman. No one seconded Holland’s 
motion. A dismissal vote passed 4-1. 

The defendants were all guilty, guilts 
of slashed budgets, reduced Services and 
a clamp down on spending. Their fate 
had been sealed before the trial. 

All of the departments, boards, and 
committees in town were asked In clamp 
down on spending this year. With 
enrollments down the School Department 
was able to cut back without a loss ol 
quality education 

But for the casualties Tuesday night, 
like Chris Scanlon who bought a home in 
Winchester only this summer, the budget 
is now incidental. The verdict is in and 
lie’s out of a job

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Competition In Energy Market 


BY CONGRESSMAN ED MAKKEY 

The last straw for those in the gas line 
last week was the news that OPEC’s 
latest price increase would add $165 a 
year to the average Massachusetts 
family’s heating oil, electricity and 
gasoline bill. 

Do we have any other fuel choices? 
Despite their serious safety and en¬ 
vironmental drawbacks, both coal and 
nuclear power can offer us electricity. 
Coal can also provide liquid fuels such as 
gasoline. 

Atomic power is already high-priced, 
however, and its costs keep on climbing. 
The same is true for coal. One reason for 
the high cost of these potentially 
reasonably priced energy sources is that 
oil companies are moving toward total 
control of the coal and uranium in¬ 
dustries. In part, the prices of coal and 
uranium climb when oil companies 
control them because the energy 
conglomerates want to maximize profits 
us a whole rather than the profits of any 
one division. 

This means that an energy octopus 
might, for example, cut back on coal 
production if, by doing so, the high cost of 
oil would be maintained. 

Right now, oil companies own 14 of 
this country’s top 20 coal companies, as 
well us one half of our total coal reserves. 
I urthermoro, 11 oil companies own more 
than 50 percent of the domestic uranium 
capacity. Since 1970, when oil companies 
began large-scale investment in cool and 
uranium, their prices have more than 
quadrupled. 

The control of alternative fuels by oil 
companies is worth watching because the 
history of the oil industry is a story of 
virtual domination by a handful of large 
firms. Whether or not these firms openly 
or secretly conspire, their pricing and 
production decisions emerge from 
mutual “understanding.” 

It is clear that the interdependent 
practices of the oil companies in the past 
will extend to the coal and uranium in¬ 
dustries under their control unless 
something is done to stop them. 

With Congressman Morris K. Udall, 
chairman of the Energy and Environ¬ 
ment Committee of which 1 am a 
member, I have introduced a bill, HR 8, 
designed to prevent the top eight oil 
companies from obtaining new federal 
leases for coal and uranium lands. We 
will hold an open hearing on the bill, July 
17. 


Our bill should restore competition to 
the energy industry by encouraging 
competition for coal and uranium leases 
and by giving smaller companies a better 
chance in bidding for those leases. These 
companies, as well as independent coal 
producers, can’t get a fair deal now when 
they are up against oil giants like Exxon. 
Even the nation’s largest utility, The 
Tennessee Valley Authority, currently is 
overmatched when it comes to ob¬ 
taining coal leases. 

HR 8 does not force anybody to do 
unything. The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission has already brought court action 
against Exxon and other large oil 
companies for restraint of trade. I think 
the Justice Department should do the 
same. But, this bill does not require 
divestiture. Rather, it says only that, in 
the future, on federal lands, the big 
should get no bigger. 

Recently, the House defeated an 
amendment brought by Congressman 
Udall and myself that would have 
stopped the largest eight oil companies 
from receiving federal loan guarantees 
for investment in synthetic fuels, such as 
those made from coal liquefaction or 
shale oil. That defeat means that the 
major oil companies could take control of 
the potentially enormous synthetic fuels 
industry. We cannot allow them to 
control coal and uranium as well. 

To keep energy prices as low as 
possible, we must let increased com¬ 
petition determine prices and supplies. 
HR 8 goes a long way toward freeing the 
energy market. It is the least we can do 
to provide a secure energy future for the 
United States.

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Little League In Winchester: Alive And Well

It all began on April 28th, and when 
the dust had cleared seven weeks later, 
Winchester’s busiest Little League 
season was a big success. Over 1500 boys 
and girls ranging in age from seven to 
fifteen competed this spring in a myriad 
of leagues as Little League Baseball 
continued its rapid growth of recent 
years. 

“Interest in Little League ball is 
coming back,” says Winchester L.L. 
President Bill Morton. Although the 
season was well underway when the gas 
crunch hit, Morton thinks reduced 
travelling will bring heightened parent 
interest and participation in the 
program. 

For Bill Morton, the rise of Win¬ 
chester Little League to unprecedented 
size and popularity brings back 
memories. Morton, a native of Win¬ 


chester, played first base in 1952 for the 
ltotary Yankees, one of the town’s 
original Little League teams. “Back then 
there were only four teams in a town of 
17,000 people. It was the biggest thing 
going. We’d get big crowds for the 
games, which were very competitively 
played.’’ 

In those days, only" the best young 
ballpayers in town made it onto the Little 
League rosters. Morton went on to join 
Joe Bellino on a fine Winchester High 
baseball squad that “beat the daylights” 
out of Belmont’s powerhouse team 
featuring Wilbur Wood. 

Today, both the philosophy and reality 
of Little League Baseball has changed 
dramatically. With 22 boys and 16 girls 
teams and large rosters on each team, no 
youngster is turned away. “Every kid 
gets a chance to play during the year,” 
says Morton. “Of course, you still get an 


occasional manager who sees a chance to 
win and goes with his best, but that’s the 
exception.” 

Little League Baseball is more than a 
community activity. The name “Little 
League” is the registered trademark of a 
highly organized, complex national 
network of youth baseball programs that 
involves millions of people and dollars. 
The Little League was under attack a few 
years ago for barring perennial world 
champion Taiwan from competing in the 
Little League World Series, and ex¬ 
cessive zealousness among coaches and 
parents has caused problems for the 
program in some communities. But 
that’s not the way Little League works in 
Winchester. 

“To be worthwhile and successful, 
Little League has to be a community 
effort,” says President Morton, and 
Winchester’s program is just that. All 38

teams were sponsored by local 
businesses or organizations this year, 
providing uniforms and some equipment 
for the kids. The community at large 
came through, buying $9,000 worth of 
tickets in a June raffle that sent over a 
thousand youngsters to Fenway Park to 
see the Ked Sox play Minnesota. 

Winchetser residents have been 
generous with their time too. The Little 
League had few problems finding 
volunteers to fill 64 managerial, 
coaching, and administrative positions. 
A fully-staffed Women’s Auxiliary helped 
organize fund-raising efforts. 

With so many people involved in a 
volunteer program there are bound to be 
some conflicts, but a positive attitude 
and flexible administration has 
minimized problems. For the first time 
this year managers in the Cap League (7 
through 9 years old) pitched to their own 
teams, an innovation that enhanced the 
learning process for the kids. An “open 
field” program one night a week gives 
anyone a chance to walk in and play. 
Next season, Little League hopes to offer 
a summer league after July Fourth. 
“The whole idea,” says one coach, “is to 
gel all the kids learning, playing, and 
having a good time.” 

Unfortunately, Winchester’s facilities 
are not keeping pace with the baseball 
Iworn. The town has only six usable 
diamonds, three each at (Jinn and West 
Side parks. The fields lack adequate 
lighting and fencing. Local teams that 
qualify lor Little League playoffs must 
play on the road, as no town diamonds 
meet the requirements for post-season 
use. ”It’s a tough time to be asking the 
town to spend money on playing fields,” 
admits Morton, “but the demands on 
available space are increasing every 


year, and we’ve got to work something 

out.” . . 

With youth soccer surging in 
popularity and adult softball a warm- 
weather fixture, Little League games are 
often crowded into weekday afternoons. 
The diamonds themselves are hurting 
Irom constant use. The Parks Depart¬ 
ment provides white lines and initial 
maintenance, often leaving the little 
league with dirt infields, low pitching 
mounds, and no backstops. Town of¬ 
ficials have expressed concern over the 
situation, and representatives of the 
Little League plan to meet with all in¬ 
volved parties to improve things for next 
year. 

They’ll have to go some distance in 
1980 to improve on the competition in 
Winchester Little League 1979. An all- 
star team from the Regular Senior 
League (ages 13 through 15) went to the 
state playoffs. In the Little League 
division (ages 9 through 12) there were 
two exciting pennant races, as both N.L. 
champion Yankees and A.L. champion 
Reds clinched their titles on the final day. 
The girls leagues had a busy year with a 
record number of players, two of which 
crossed over to play in the boys Senior 
League. Play in all leagues was 
described by coaches as “high in spirit,’ 
and sometimes in quality too. 

Winchester Little League officials 
broke with tradition this year and did not 
hand out trophies to the league champs. 
”We want to de-emphasize that aspect of 
the program,” explains President 
Morton. “We hope the youngsters can 
just enjoy playing and competing for its 
own sake.” From all appearances, the 
kids didn’t mind at all.

Mystic River Association 
Keeps An Eye On Local 
Waters And Environment

Back in 1970, the Gallup Poll revealed 
that 67 percent ol the American 
population was in favor of Richard 
Nixoti’s performance in the office of the 
presidency after one year; in the sports 
world, Bobby Orr acquired stardom for 
himself and the Boston Bruins when he 
scored a goal after 40 seconds of over¬ 
time in the Stanley Cup Play-off finals; 
and two NYU scientists announced that 
they had reproduced a part of a human 
cell. 

With all of this excitement going on, 
very few people were aware of another 
project that was launched in 1970. This 
project was eventually titled the Mystic 
Kiver Watershed Assn. (MRWA). 

For many of us, the word “wildlife” 
has become a difficult word to identify 
with. In the Boston vicinity, what was 
once a rural area has become highly 
populated suburbs, arid is now, in many 
places, highly industrialized. 

N et. in the very center ol one of our 
more industrialized sections lies the 
Alewife Reservation. The reservation is 
more than just a strip of land following 
the Alewife Brook through .Medford, 
Cambridge and Arlington . 

The. reservation contains a high 
variety of real wildlife that the lucky 
observer would never find in a museum. 
It also provides plenty of open space for 
leisure when there’s nowhere else to 
play. Bight now, however, the Mystic 
Kiver Watershed Assn, sees the 
waterway and reservation as being 
threatened by pollution from nearby 
industry and the plan of expansion of the 
MBTA Bed Line which might cut through 
the reservation. 

There are many other endangered 
waterways in this area that need at¬ 
tention and protection: the lower Mystic 
Lake, Little Pond in Belmont, the 
Aberjona and Spy Pond are all in need of 
help and the MBWA has a finger in each 
ol these pies in the hopes of restoring 
them tor public use. 

The MBWA was the off-spring of Prof 
Bicluird M. Dowd who was then em¬ 
ployed in the physics department at Tufts 
University. I lis interest was spurred by a 
research report done by two of his 
students on (lie water regions of this 
area. The findings of the report indicated 
that local streams and ponds were 
dangerously polluted and a threat to the 
environment. 

Professor Dowd devoted a great deal 
of his time to this problem and was later 
joined by many other concerned citizens 


in the Arlington, Winchester and 
Belmont area. The Mystic Kiver 
Watershed Assn, was formed and grew to 
a membership of 700 citizens. 

Today the MBWA is still active and is 
concentrating on several of the local 
waterways. The lower Mystic Lake, 
which was found to have the highest 
concentration of hydrogen sulfides in the 
United States, is an important project for 4 
the association. 

The plan most likely to be successful 
seems to be pumping the rest of the lower 
layer to a specifically constructed 
building where it would be mixed with 
ferric .. loride which would arrive in tank 
trucks each day. The remaining residue 
would be pumped into the MDC sewer 
line nearby to the Deer Island treatment 
plant. This plan would take aj> 
proximately seven months and is ex¬ 
pected to begin in October. 

Another project of the association is a 
case with the MBTA concerning the plans 
lor the extension of the Bed Line rapid 
transit through part of the Alewife 
Reservation. Complaints regarding 
adherence to environmental regulations 
were heard in federal court. 

The association’s newsletter no.les 
that the MBTA apparently spent its 
planning funds and is unwilling to 
carefully study alternatives. Among 
those active in this case is Dr. Herbert 
Meyer of Arlington who prepared af¬ 
fidavits. 

The MBWA has worked to clean up 
and maintain a healthy standard of water 
in some local waterways. Dr. Meyer, a 
vice president of the association, feels 
that more is possible. 

Stewart Sanders of Belmont is the 
president of the association which he 
describes as "a way of trying to unite 
concerned citizens for a common cause.” 

The members of the MBWA meet 
monthly in their homes or at Habitat, 
environmental education and research 
center in Belmont. 

The association is funded by donations 
and what Dr. Meyer refers to as some 
“astute political maneuvering.” The 
association sponsors hiking and canoe 
trips along the public lands and streams 
and had held clean-up days. 

The MBWA would also like to form 
ties with organizations from other area 
towns for an integrated approach to 
planning. Despite the setbacks of being a 
non-funded, “amateur” group, the 
members feel that the rewards lor 
progress made more than compensate 
lor the time and effort involved.

Rotondi Sees Broader 
Consumer Protection 


Winchester State Senator, Samuel 
Kotondi. released ;i statement recently 
praising Governor King's signing of the 
legislation which lie sponsored which 
gives broader protection to consumers. 

The legislation Senator Rotondi filed, 
and was singed into law by Governor 
King, would amend tin* Consumer 
Protection Act by removing a legal road 
block barring aggrieved consumers from 
collecting damages for pain and sul- 
fereing, as well as harassment, as the 
result of unfair or deceptive practices. 

Senator Rotondi indicated that this 
legislation is thi* most important 
amendment in six years to tin* Consumer 
Protection Act “Not only did the 
legislature broaden the right ol action to 
include pain and suffering, as well as loss 
of money or property, hut also amended 
the law to permit counterclaims by 
consumers without the so-called ‘demand 
letter’ requirement, which has held up 
completion ol pleadings in pending 
eases. 

“In other words.' continued Senator 
Rotondi, “consumers w ill now he allowed 
to file a counterclaim under the con¬ 
sumer protection law when a suit, such 
as a debt-collection action, is filed 
against them without the normal 30-day 
“cooling-off” period. Previously, the 


original charges against the consumer 
had come to trial before countercharges 
could Ik* made.” 

The measure grew out of a 1975 case 
before the State Supreme Court in which 
the Court found that while a couple had 
suffered at the hands of a loan agency 
through harassment (phone calls and 
intimidation) they were not entitled to 
damages because there was no loss of 
money or property. Under the new 
amendment, a iierson can file suit for 
such harassment, or other forms of 
harassment, or false advertising. 

In the case of injury not involving 
money or property damage, a judge 
would set damages for the injury, and 
could set double or triple damages if the 
injury was willful. 

Senator Rotondi also emphasized that 
as a result of last year’s court reform act, 
consumer protection cases can now be 
filed m small claims sessions in district 
courts so long as the claim is not more 
than $750; lawyers are not required in 
small claims sessions. 

“This legislation should enable 
consumers to use the Consumer 
Protection Act more effectively and to 
obtain more equitable relief from unfair 
and deceptive trade practices,” con¬ 
cluded Senator Kotondi.

A grand total of $1151 in pledges was 
raised by 52 swimmers from the Win¬ 
chester Recreation Department and the 
Winchester Swim Club in the recent Red 
Cross Swim-A-Cross where 3,468 laps 
were swam.

Efficient Management Is Behind 
The Recreation Department’s Success 


In the past 10 years, the Recreation 
Department has been both a cost con¬ 
scious branch of Wincheser ad¬ 
ministration and yet a free spender, as 
it’s developed from a low budget 
operation to one that is aiming to become 
self-supporting. 

“We’re brainstormers,” said former 
Recreation Department Program 
Coordinator Jerry Ferro recently. An 
employee with Recreation the for the 
past eight years, Ferro feels that “the 
people who work in this department are 
creative. We sometimes overspend the 
budget, but if we find a program and we 
think it’s good, then we’ll do it if we can.” 

Ferro, who has moved on to a 
recreation position in another town, adds 
that there has been “incredible growth” 
in the department. “The programs have 
tripled,” he points out. 

In 1970, operating on a budget of about 
$15,000, the Recreation Department 
offered such activities as the summer 
playground programs, the summer band 
concerts, various indoor activitites and 
operation of the town’s beaches. 

Today, with a budget that has 
skyrocketed along with everything else 
in the 1970’s, of $120,000, the Recreation 
Department offers such programs as 
tennis lessons, gymnastics instruction 
and youth basketball in the summer and 
baton twirling, riflery and drama 
workshop in the winter. 

Two activities in particular have 
drawn praise throughout the decade. The 
first is the summer band, concerts 
program, held by the Duck Pond on 
Wednesday nights throughout the 
summer. 

“It’s one of the better programs 
around,” Ferro noted. “Don Spinney 
(former director) should get a lot of 
credit for this in my opinion.” 

The concerts, which received at¬ 
tention from Time Magazine because of 
their uniqueness, feature community 
talent and are open to the entire public. 

A summer day camp program for 
physically and mentally handicapped 
youth was started in 1969 and has con¬ 
tinued throughout the 70’s. Recently it 
has become regionalized with Lexington 
and is now located at the Bridge School in 


that town. iPD As the decade has 
progressed, the Recreation Department 
has gone through a number of 
selfevaluations in an effort to define its 
role in town. 

A 1971 Recreation Committee report 
stated “the town may soon be faced with 
a fundamental philosophical decision as 
to the direction which should be pursued 
in the further development of the 
Recreation Department. It is the com¬ 
mittee’s feelings that such services as 
any type of counseling beyond the level of 
friendly advice should be conducted 
under the auspices of such departments 
as school or health. If in the future such 
services are to be offered, the fun 
damental charge of the Recreation 
Department should be changed.” 

Ferro feels this self-evaluation still 
continues. "I think the department needs 
a whole new outlook and I think Ken ( 
Director Ken Cereghino) is qoing to give 
it.” 

Cereghino does have plans for the 
department. “I’d like to see more 
development of our programs at the 
junior and senior high school level,” he 
stated recently. He added that the only 
way the programs can expand is if they 
become more self-supporting. 

In these days of inflation, the 
Recreation Department has tried to hold 
down their costs wher possible. During 
the 1970’s the system was looked at an¬ 
nua ly and programs that Were not very 
well supported were sometimes 
eliminated. 

In 1972 a number of subcommittees 
were established “to permit more ef¬ 
fective administration of current plans 
and evaluation of new projects.” ac¬ 
cording to a Recreation Committee 
report. 

A School Committee Coordination 
subcommittee, designed to “permit 
continued close relations with the School 
Committee in particular with respect to 
facilities and programs" was created. 

A Capital Improvements Committee 
was also started which submitted a five 
year Capital Improvement Plan to the 
Planning Board. A Salaries Review 
subcommittee began to review salaries 


Firefighters Balk After 
Selectmen Ratify Pact 


Negotiations between the town and 
the Winchester Firefighters’ Union have 
apparently reached an impasse with the 
firefighters’ rejection of a proposed 
agreement by the town last week 

According to Lt. John Regan, 
president of the Winchester Firefighters’ 
Local 1564, the membership rejected 
“the complete package" of a proposal 
which the Board of Selectmen voted 5-0 to 
ratify last week. 

Regan mentioned that at present, the 
attorney representing the union is in the 
process of corresponding with the Town 
Counsel. The firefighters’ contract ended 
June 30 and they are presentlyBworking 
under the duration of the previous 
contract terms,” Regan stated. 

Selectmen Edward O’Connell, who 
spearheaded the town’s negotiations 
along with fellow Selectmen Arthur 
Dunbar, said earlier this week that the 
Selectmen were “disappointed that this 
could not be wrapped up.” 

On Aug. 6, the Selectmen voted 5-0 to 
accept a proposed agreement with the 
union. “1 think the board did the right 
thing in taking our position of ratifying,' 1 
O’Connell pointed out. Regan then 
brought the the proposal back to the 
union and it was rejected. 

“We agreed to accept something to 
bring it back for ratification.” Regan 
points out. He emphasized that even 
though he is the president of the union, he 
does not have the power to accept an 
agreement for them. “I thought it might 
a fair and equitable agreement,” Regan 
adds. But the membership did not as 


there was an “overwhelming vote” 
against it. 

Neither side is certain when an 
agreement will come about. Regan said 
he has “no idea.” while O’Connell 
mentioned that it would be months “and I 
would emphasize the s ,” before a con¬ 
tract is signed. 

According to O’Connell, a factfinder 
will soon be appointed by the state to 
review the situation. The next step after 
a factfinder is to take the case to ar¬ 
bitration for settlement.

to determine if they were in line and to 
make recommendations to the Personnel 
Board. 

In 1974, the Recreation Committee 
instituted a number of new ad¬ 
ministrative systems to increase the 
efficiency of the department. A Planned 
Program Budgeting System, an em¬ 
ployee evaluation format, a new' method 
and timetable for hiring our summer 
help and reorganization of the water¬ 
front programs were all created. 

The national energy problems in 1974 
and this year have caused large in 
creases in the number of participants in 
the various programs offered by the 
Recreation Department. 

“This summer the number of people 
involved has doubled from last year 
because the people just aren’t able to get 
away,” Ferro points out. “The numbers 
participating in our day programs are 
just incredible.” 

Despite the increase in popularity in 
the Recreation Department and its 
programs over the past decade. Ferro 
feels that the department really only 
reaches one type of person i«i Win¬ 
chester, the blue collar worker. 

“I think that the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment services mostly the working 
people, because of the lifestyles of the 
other residents in town,” says Ferro. He 
added that man residents y Winchester 
are not around during the summer or 
winter vactions because they travel 
elsewhere. 

But the growth of the Recreation 
Department is undeniable. A look at any 
program, like the men’s slow pitch 
softball league which began with six 
teams and now fields 30, will prove this 
out 

“Overall. I think it’s one of the better 
programs around,” Ferro concludes. 

Editor's Note: This is the first in a series 
of articles reviewing the various 
departments in Winchester's ad¬ 
ministration over the past decade. 


By a vote of 101 to 28, the Winchester 
Town Meeting decided to follow the 
recommendations of the Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee 
Monday night, and override the state 
imposed four percent tax levy cap which 
the budget is over by $180,708. 

The tax levy cap is a limit on total 
expenditures and is arrived at by sub¬ 
tracting from the gross anticipated 
expenditures for fiscal year 1979 certain 
permitted exceptions such as net Cherry 
Sheet charges; judgments and court 
orders; governmental assessments; debt 
service expenses; pension and 
retirement costs; state and federal grant 
requirements and unemployment 
compensation costs. 

The tax levy figure is then factored by 
104 percent and becomes the fiscal year 
1980 tax levy limit. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Richard Wilsack told Town Meeting 
before the vote that the override would 
not mean an increase in the tax rate any 
larger than the $2.50 that had been 
figured in when Town Meeting adjourned 
in June from its spring session. 

However, Finance Committee 
Chairman Carolyn Ward was not as 
optimistic as Wilsack. “It’s possible that 
there will lx? no increase but I’m a little 
more conservative than Mr. Wilsack," 
said Ward. She mentioned that the tax 
rate could increase by another $1 or 
more. 

Ward and Wilsack both made 
presentations to the Town Meeting, 
which met at Winchester High School, 
urging the override. “We recognize the 
need to cut back,” Ward told Town 
Meeting members. But, she added that 
further cuts “will lead to arbitrary 
reductions and not be in the best interests 
of the town." 

Ward added that if the Town Meeting 
voted to override it would be possible 
later to transfer the so called “windfall 
returns" from the state for energy needs 
in the fall. 

The town recently received in¬ 
formation from Blue Cross concerning a 
potential reduction in rates. Town 
Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano is un¬ 
sure as to the exact amount that the town 
will save, but he feels it will be sub¬ 
stantial. This and some other funds that 
are being saved could lx? transfered 
according toWard. 


“The Finance Committee believes the 
levy cap is artificial,” Ward concluded. 
“We have complied with the spirit of the 
law by keeping under die appropriations 
cap.” Winchester’s budget is $641,033 
under the appropriations limit. 

"We arc not standing here tonight 
tellin you it’s impossible to cut $180,000 
from the budget,” said Wilsack. But he 
added that the Selectmen 8 have con¬ 
tinually receiv communications from 
residents concerning cuts taking place in 
services and the severity of them. 

“We arc doing everything possible to 
prevent handing a red slip to any town 
employee," Wilsack continued. “It's the 
Selectmen’s position that the override 
vote is the appropriate vote.” 

Town Meeting Member Robert 
Johnson was the only speaker against the 
override, stating tiiat “I’m under no 
illusion that we can meet the four percent 
levy by trimming the fat.” 

Johnson went on to say, “you can’t 
keep services at the same level in an 
inflationary period.” He mentioned that 
the question that had to be answered was 
“At what point do we reduce taxes in 
Massachusetts or do we not reduce 
taxes? Somebody’s got to start doing it .” 

Town Meeting Member Norman 
Doucette presented a motion.which was 
defeated before the override vote was 
taken, to add $37,161 to the total overage 
to restore die transfer station hours of 
business at 70 rather than 48. 

In the spring Town Meeting, it was 
voted to remove the $37,161 from the 
budget and reduce die hours at the 
transfer station. Since the new schedule 
has been implemented, a number of 
residents have complained to town of¬ 
ficials. There was also a referendum 
election held to allow residents to vote on 
keeping the station open. The election 
was ruled invalid when a sufficient 
number of voters failed to show. 

Doucette argued that the present 
schedule is inconvenient to everyone but 
“housewives and commercial haulers.” 
He added that “1 believe an injustice is 
being done to the residents of Win¬ 
chester.” 

Both the Finance Committee and die 
Board of Selectmen were opposed to the 
motion with Ward stating that “the 
Finance Committee believes that the 
town can live with the reduced hours at 
the transfer station.” 


Few Problems Are Caused 
By Heavy Rains Last Week 


When it rains it pours, as it did this 
past weekend. But all ran smoothly in 
town, as the Department of Public Works 
handled the heavy three-day downpour 
without a hitch. 

“There really wasn’t too much 
flooding and no real drastic problems,” 
said Public Works Field Supervisor John 
Murphy early this week. “Really just 
minor catch basin flooding.” 

The three day rains, which dropped 


.83 inches on Friday, 1.2 inches on 
Saturday and 1.46 inches on Sunday, did 
not cause much flooding because the 
catch basins have been cleared. 

“This is one of the first years that 
we’ve been able to get them clean,” 
Murphy points out. Murphy explained 
that flooding is usually caused when sand 
and gravel build up in the basins, causing 
the water to back up. 

"We’ve had some good luck this 
year,” Murphy concludes.

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Housing Demand Exceeds The Supply

Area realtors and town officials say 
the demand for housing far outstrips 
supply, reflecting a statewide trend that 
is sending property values sky high, 
forcing many people out of the market 
for single family homes. 

In Belmont. Arlington and to a lesser 
extent Winchester, there is little land left 
for construction, and that land’s use is 
restricted by zoning bylaws. And realtors 
say the dearth of rental units is at least 
as severe as the shortage of single family 
homes. 

On the state level, construction of 
houses, condominiums and rental 
apartments is lagging behind demand by 
22,000 housing units a year, says a 
booklet recently released by the 
Executive Office of Communities and 
Development. The booklet says too many 
single family homes have been built at 
the expense of moderately priced 
apartments. 

Two Belmont realtors say there is no 
land left to build on. and that strong 
demand has pushed the median price of a 
single family home to $90,000. 

Gerard Natoli, of Natoli Realty, says 
there has been virtually no housing 
construction in Belmont this year. With 
98 building permits issued from Jan. 1 to 
July 28, he says, almost all were used for 
additions or alterations, almost none for 
housing. 

lie says zoning restrictions make it 
unlikely the little remaining land will lx* 
used for apartments To own a house in 


Belmont takes a minimum income of 
$20,000 a year, according to Natoli. “That 
eliminates a lot of people.” he says, 
especially young working people. 

Realtor Mary Francis Owens says a 
family with a combined income of $30,000 
would have a problem finding an af¬ 
fordable house. She says housing 
demand exceeds supply and there is little 
chance the supply will increase. 

She says the lack of space, not zoning 
or building regulations, is keeping 
construction at a virtual standstill. The 
housing shortage is equally severe for 
potential renters and home buyers, she 
says, because Belmont has no large 
apartment buildings. 

In Arlington, Building Inspector 
William A. Libby says a town 
moratorium on housing construction 
from 1973 to 1975 wrapped up a building 
spree that resulted in 700 new units in the 
early 1970s. Since the zoning bylaw was 
rewritten in 1975. he says, potential 
construction has been knotted in red 
tape. “You can’t do anything without a 
permit.” he says. 

Libby says medium -sized single 
family homes go for $75,000 to $80,000 in 
Arlington, but that no one is selling. 

As for land to build on, he says, 
“everything is taken." He says people 
are “building on anything,” including a 
few houses where rock ledges had to be 
blown out before construction could 
begin on Blueberry lane, off Pamela 
drive. 

He says one way of easing the housing 
shortage would be to convert former

schools into apartments, especially those 
in residential neighborhoods where 
converting the buildings to business use 
would be “out of the question.” 

Walter F. Pennell, of Pennell and 
Thompson Realty, says housing is 
available in the $75,(XK) to $120,000 
bracket, but that banks are tightening up 
on mortgages, making it difficult for 
young couples and people on lower in¬ 
comes to live in Arlington. 

Pennell says overregulation is 
keeping apartment construction down. 
He says between the 1975 zoning bylaw, 
construction and operating costs, there is 
little incentive for construction. 

Pennell says there are other in¬ 
vestments, such as treasury certificates, 
six and eight-year bank certificates and 
municipal bonds, that would bring more 
return than building an apartment house 

In Winchester, Building Inspector 
Domenic Serratori says there has been 
“quite a bit” of housing construction this 
year. But he says most of the 40 houses 
built were custommade, in the $80,000 to 
$100,000 range, with none falling below 
$80,(MX). Unlike his Arlington counterpart, 
Serratori says there is more space left 
for building. 

Town and Planning Board Engineer 
John Ciarcia says his impression is that 
Winchester has a housing shortage, 
especially in terms of rentals. He says 
prices are rising so fast one can’t keep 
track, but that houses are being sold 
before they’re built. 

Ciarcia says the shortage is not 
caused by overregulation, but is 
aggravated by high interest rates and 
recession, which he says is restricting 
the number of housing starts. He says 
there were 29 starts in 1972, 28 in 1973, 21 
in 1974, 23 in 1975, 31 in 1970, 36 in 1977, 28 
in 1978 and 35-40 this year. 

He says the energy crisis kept the 
number of housing starts down in 1974 
and 1975. This year’s level, he says, is 
“back to normal.” 

There is a “good possibility” that 
several school buildings will be con¬ 
verted to apartments, he says. Under 
discussion, he says, is the closing of the 
Washington. Parkhurst and Noonhn 
Schools, and the town will decide on 
possible alternative uses of the schools 
within the year. 

Marion Crandall, a Winchester 
Planning Board member and realtor for 
Ann Blackham and Company, says 
Winchester has room for growth, but that 
three-fourtiis of the land is taken. She 


says the Lexington border is where 
housing growth is now. 

She says the town is not actively 
soliciting developers, but is responding 
to those who approached the planning 
board with proposals. 

She says single family homes are 
going for $70,000 and up, although there 
are some in the $40,000 to $60,000 range. 
She says there are some senior citizen 
complexes, but that housing for seniors is 
a problem that needs to be addressed 
further. 

Crandall says the town’s school 
system, train and minibus service are 
making Winchester increasingly popular 
for potential homeowners, especially as 
the fuel crunch continues. 

She expects the school committee to 
vote this fall to close the three schools, 
after which the town will decide on how’ 
to use the buildings. She says the 
Washington School will probably be used 
for condominiums, the Noonan School 
may become apartments for the elderly, 
and the fate of the Parkhurst School is 
less certain. 

Realtor William F. Caci says he has 
five times more customers than houses 
for sale. The cause of the shortage, he 
says, is not so much supply as the strong 
demand for homes in a desirable com¬ 
munity. He says property alues have 
been increasing 20 percent a year, and 
are up 10 percent in the first five months 
of this year. 

He says a properly priced house will 
sell after two or three days on the 
market. He says many are over-priced 
and take from three to four weeks to sell 

Caci says zoning restrictions are 
resulting in under-utilization of available 
land, contributing to the housing shor¬ 
tage. He says the cost of construction for 
rentals and land costs are so high that 
people can’t build housing for sale. Only 
custom-made homes in the $150,()(X) to 
$200,000 range are being built. he says. 

He favors the reuse of school building 
as condominiums rather than rental 
units, because he feels people living near 
the former schools would probably 
prefer the stable tendency and pride of 
ownership of condominium residents to 
more transient renters. 

The Boston area trend of converting 
rental units to condominiums and thus 
forcing out renters w’as not perceived by 
realtors or town officials as happening in 
Belmont. Arlington or Winchester to any 
extent.

Two Telecommunication Devices for 
the Deaf (TDD) have been received by 
the Winchester Public Library. One is for 
use in the library and one is for library 
patrons to use at home. Winchester is the 
14th town library in Massachusetts to 
provide this service. 

A deceptively simple-appearing 
device, about the size of a telephone with 
a typewriter keyboard, a TDD makes it 
possible for hearing-impaired people to 
carry on conversations with others over 
the telephone. Messages appear on a 
digital screen and the conversants take 
turns just as in any phone conversation. 

What is unique about the Winchester 
situation is that the money to purchase 
these machines was raised through 
private means. The drive was 
spearheaded by Clarence Borggaard, a 
library trustee, who received gifts from 
many individuals and town 
organizations. 

Joseph Cioni, executive vice president 
of the Winchester Savings Bank, served 
us Treasurer of the fund and received the 
135 contributions, which came in over a 
six-month period. 

Hearing people can use the machines 
to communicate with deaf relatives and 
friends throughout the United States, as 
long as the other person has access to 
such a phone. Borggaard has regular 
conversations with his deaf daughter in 
Frederick, MD. It was his understanding 
of the value of this communication that 
led to his undertaking to provide the 
service for Winchester residents. 

Leila-Jane Roberts, director of the 



Winchester Public Library, is interested 
in such service from her professional 
connections with other libraries 
providing TDD’s and through her work 
with Quota International, a women’s 
service organization that fosters work 
with the hearing impaired as one of its 
main endeavors. 

Although only three families in 
Winchester have these phones at present, 
there are some 30 TDD’s in a ten-mile 
radius. It is hoped that some residents 
may find they wish to purchase a TDD 
after borrowing the one available for 
loan from the library. 

Winchester resident Tom Rule was 
the first agent to sell this kind of 
equipment in the Boston area. He was 
also instrumental in the development of 
the TTY Network in New Kngland, the 
teletypewriter type of communication 
system which was the precursor of the 
more compact TDD.

Most children love to swim. As a sport or just for exercise and fun, swimming is a 
big part of a child's world. Unfortunately, many kids today will never know the fun of 
skinny-dipping in the old mud hole or the thrill of jumping or falling into the cool pond 
from the tire swing tied to the old oak tree. They have to use the crowded neigh¬ 
borhood pool with its hard bottom and slippery decks. Progress has its price. 

It's no wonder the most common accidents around swimming pools are caused by 
slipping and falling on pool decks. Kids love to run when they're having fun. To help 
minimize these and other accidents that occur at public pools as well as private ones, 
there are a few safety tips you should keep in mind: 


•Nonslip surfaces should be installed on 
decks, diving boards and ladders. 

•Pool depths should be clearly marked. 

•A safety float line should separate the 
shallow side from the deeper water. 

•Slides for use by children should be in¬ 
stalled where the water is at least 3 feet deep: 
more depth is required for older children and 
adults. 

•Water depth between diving boards should 
conform to safe standards. 

•A pool should not be accessible to a child 
through a door or window of the house. 

•A private pool should be enclosed by a 
fence at least 6 feet high with a gate that 
locks. 


•Wading pools should be emptied when play 
is over. 

•Children should be encouraged to learn to 
swim well; that will be their best protection 
against drowning. 

Familiarize your children with these safety 
rules: 

•Stay in the part of the pool that is safe for 
your skill as a swimmer. 

•Only one person on the diving or sliding 
board at a time. 

•Wait until the person ahead is out of the way 
before taking your turn on the diving board or 
slide. 

•No running or pushing in the pool area. 

•To avoid stomach cramps, do not go 
swimming immediatelv after eating. 

•Never swim alone.

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local representatives’ votes on 
four key roll calls from last 
week’s session, including: 

King Veto (H 6400) - House, 
127-17, overrode Governor King’s 
veto of a provision in the 1980 
state budget that would reinstate 
medical assistance payments for 
general relief recipients. 

The program, totalling $17 
million for six months, was 
discontinued in 1975 when the 
state cut it because of the state’s 
fiscal crisis. 

Supporters of the program 
argued the state’s fiscal con¬ 
dition has improved and said the 
state can again begin assump¬ 
tion of the costs and renew its 
moral obligation to these people. 
They noted when the state cut 
the program, private hospitals 
began treating these patients 
and the expenses were passed 
along to private patients and 
health care insurors. 

Opponents argued the state 
cannot afford the program and 
noted the annual costs could 
actually exceed $42 million, 
pointing out that unlike many 
other programs, this one is not 50 
percent reimbursable by the 
federal government. Many noted 
that other assistance programs 
and cost of living hikes in the 
budget can help offset some of 
the impact of this program being 
eliminated. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. did not vote. 

Salary Hike (H 6039) - House 
approved 98-53, a bill hiking the 
salary of the Commissioner of 
the Corrections Department 
from $37,000 to $47,500. This 45. 
vote margin for a $10,500 hike 
was a marked increase from the 
five vote margin in June when 
the House approved an $8000 
increase for the Commissioner 
by a slim 77-71 tally. 

Supporters argued the higher 
salary is necessary to attract a 
qualified professional to the job, 
and noted the Governor has had 
difficulty filling the job because 
of the non-competitive salary. 
Many noted New York pays 
$60,000 for the post and said more 
than 100 competent professionals 
interviewed by the Governor are 
looking for a salary in the mid- 
40s. 

Opponents argued the $10,500 
hike is an outrage and an insult 
to the taxpayer in light of the 
state’s financial situation. They 
said $37,000 is sufficient and 
said it was hard to believe 100 
qualified people all turned down 
the job because of an allegedly 
low salary. 

Saltmarsh did not vote. 

Prison (H 6686) - House ap¬ 
proved 147-2, a bill authorizing 
planning of a new jail and house 
of correction in Norfolk County. 
The measure allows the Norfolk 
County Commissiohers to 
borrow up to $250,000 for the 
purpose of completing a com¬ 
prehensive study and survey, 
including site selection 
recommendations and also 
eliminates Walpole and Norfolk 
as possible sites. 

Supporters argued there is a 
definite need for a new facility 
and emphasized that a study is 


necessary to build such a facility 
at better savings. They noted it is 
not unreasonable to exempt 
Norfolk and Walpole since each 
one already has a prison. 

Many opponents agreed a 
new facility is necessary, but 
argued the $250,000 study was 
outrageous and would be a 
burden to Norfolk County tax¬ 
payers. They claimed it was 
unfair to strap Norfolk County 
taxpayers with the cost of a 
study and eventual building of 
the facility if it will be state-run 
and the state will eventually pick 
up the operation costs. 

Saltmarsh did not vote. 

Court Officers (H 6691) - 

House approved 84-63, a bill 
further regulating collective 
bargaining for court officers in 
certain courts in the state. On 
this particular bill, supporters 
and opponents disagree on what 
the bill would actually allow the 
court officers to do. 

Supporters say the bill 
corrects an inequity in the court 
reform package by allowing 
court officers in Suffolk and 
Middlesex counties to shift from 
one bargaining unit to another. 
They claimed the bill is 
reasonable and stressed it does 
not create a new bargaining unit, 
but merely allows these court 
officers to form their own 
bargaining unit, while other 
officers would have to join one 
large unit. Many claimed it 
would undo the intentions of' 
court reform and said it is 
discriminatory against every 
other state employee. 

Saltmarsh did not vote. 

The Senate 

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local senator’s votes on seven 
key roll calls from last week’s 
session, Including: 

Salary Hike (H 6039) - Senate 
approved 21-3, a bill hiking the 
salary of the Corrections 
Commissioner from $37,000 to 
$47,500. 

Supporters said the $10,500 
hike was justified and necessary 
to attract a qualified 
professional to this key position. 
Many noted the salary was not 
competitive with other states 
and pointed out Governor King 
has had difficulty filling the 
position at the relatively low 
salary. 

Opponents said the $10,500 
hike was outrageous and pointed 
to the state’s financial condition 
and the cutbacks many other 
people and programs are,being 
forced to accept. Some said the 
hike would mean the Com- 
missioenr would earn more than 
the Governor. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
for the hike. 

Governor’s Veto (H 6400) - 
Senate overrode 35-0, Governor 
King’s veto of a $17 million fiscal 
1980 budget item, reinstating 
medical assistance to general 
relief recipients. The program 
was stopped in 1975 because of 
the state’s fiscal crisis. 

Supporters argued the state 
has a moral obligation to help 
these people and claimed the 
state’s financial condition has 
improved sufficiently to allow 
resumption of the program. 
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Some said that the elimination of 
the program forced private 
hospitals to treat these patients 
and claimed expenses for this 
were passed on to private 
patients and health care com¬ 
panies. 

Many opponents sympathized 
with the general relief 
recipients, but said the state still 
cannot afford to reinstate the 
program, particularly since 
unlike many other programs, no 
part of it is reimbursable by the 
federal government. Many said 
other parts of the budget, in¬ 
cluding cost of living Increases, 
help offset the impact of not 
reinstating the program. 

Rotondi voted for the $17 
million. 

Psychologists (II 6697) Senate 
okayed 19-15, a bill defining the 
role of psychologists in com¬ 
mitment and competency 
proceedings. 

Supporters argued the bill 
only lets psychologists sign a 
pink slip committing a person for 
10 days, and noted that under 
current law, a policeman 
already has this power. They 
noted the bill is supported by the 
psychiatrist’s association and 
emphasized it does not allow a 
pyschologist to commit a person 
for a long period of time. 

Opponents argued the bill is 
outrageous and allows a non¬ 
medical doctor to commit a 
person to a mental health 
facility. Many noted this was 
another attemtp to undermine 
medical standards in the state 
and weaken the health care 
system. 

Rotondi voted for it. 

Transportation Bond 
Program (H 6675) - Senate ap¬ 
proved 34-0 the Governor’s $246.2 
million transportation bond issue 
for a transportation develop¬ 
ment and improvement program 
forithe state. Matched by $618.8 
million in federal funds, the 
$246.2 million includes 
authorization to fund a number 
of major state highway and mass 
transit projects. The bond issue 
is to be financed by an extension 
of the 1975 sin taxes on alcohol, 
gasoline and cigarettes. 

Supporters argued the 
package will generate some 
40,000 jobs and $1 billion for the 
state’s economy and claimed the 
program is essential for 

developing a viable and 
balanced tran^pqrtation 
program for the state. - 

Rotondi voted for the 

package. * v 

Drug Program (S 228) - 

Senate approved 25-8, a bill 
requiring all public schools and 
state colleges in the state to 
establish a mandatory program 
of anti-drug education. The 

program would have to include 
certain minimum requirements 
including: required attendance 
by all students; a standardized 
and anonymous survey on the 
incidence and types of drug use 
in the schools; and the ap¬ 
pointment of qualified school 
officials who shall monitor all 
instances of drug use, 
distribution or sale on school 
premises and who shall report to 
local police officials. 

Supporters argued the bill is a 
positive and logical step toward 
solving the drug problem which 
is increasing in the state’s 
schools. They said the measure 
would help focus on a drug 
education program designed to 
point out the ill effects and illegal 


aspects of drug use. 

Some opponents argued the 
measure goes too far and ob¬ 
jected to many aspects of it 
including the required survey of 
students, claiming it infringes on 
individual rights. Others said the 
bill was another example of the 
state imposing programs and the 
resulting costs on local cities and 
towns, without their approval. 

Rotondi voted against the bill. 

Democratic Primary (S 2012) 
- Senate rejected 25-1, a bill 
changing the date of the? 1980 
Democratic Presidental 
Primary from March 4 to June 3. 

Supporters argued the change 
was necessary to comply with 
the Democratic National 
Committee’s window that all 
primaries be held within the 
period of March 11-June 11. 
Some said refusal to change the 
March 4 date could jeopardize 
the state’s delegates since the 
DNC has threatened not to seat 
the delegates unless the primary 
is held within the window. 

Some supporters also 
acknowledge the shift to a later 
date would help President Carter 
head off two potential losses in 
the nation’s first two primaries - 
since a loss in the Massachusetts 
March 4 primary would come on 
the heels of a possible loss in 
New Hampshire’s a week 
earlier. 

Opponents argued the move 
was a blatant power play by the 
Carter-controlled DNC to move 
the primary simply to avoid two 
successive early primary losses 
by the President. Many noted the 
earlier March 4 primary date 
gives the state some leverage 
against Carter on the energy 
issue, and noted a June 3 
primary would make the 
Massachusetts primary less 
visible and put it in competition 
with other states holding 
primaries that day. 

Opponents also noted the 
state will not lose the right to 
have its delegates seated, since 
the filing of this bill complied 
with the DNC’s mandate that 
each state party take provable 
positive steps to switch 
primaries to the window date. 
They noted the mandate says 
that state parties that take these 
steps will be allowed to choose 
delegati 
period.

and was discovered asleep on the 
veranda of an estate near the center. 

Chief McIntosh must occasionally 
wonder whether he is operating a police 
department or an animal rescue league.

Certification of Need (H 2565) 

- Senate approved, 23-12, a bill 
directing the Department of 
Public Health to issue a cer¬ 
tificate of need to Lawrence 
Warner and Catherine Warner to 
construct and operate a 151 bed 
long-term care facility, at an 
estimated cost of $1.6 million. 
This measure was one of several 
similar ones approved in the 
Senate last week, all resulting in 
the Senate directing the 
Department of Public Health to 
grant a CON for various 
projects. Under the certificate of 
need law, any medical facilities 
desiring to spend more than 
$100,000 for construction or 
equipment must receive a CON 
from the Public Health Council.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In spite of the highly commendable 
effort put forth by the nation’s ecologists, 
environmentalists, conservationists, 
etc., I am afraid that simple economics 
will eventually decree that the famous 
Furbish Lousewort, and the obscure little 
inedible Snail Darter will have to be 
moved in order to save them from ex¬ 
tinction. The increasingly urgent need 
for alternative sources of energy will see 
to that. 

Here in Winchester, however, simple 
economics would seem to work the other 
way. We have our own “endangered 
species” here in this town. They go by the 
scientific name of Homo Sapiens 
Antiquous Penurioso, otherwise known 
as “Senior Citizens Existing On Fixed 
Incomes.” 

When rising taxes and other inflated 
costs of maintaining a home, or ever 
increasing rents, make it no longer 
possible for them to cope with their 
present living conditions and they are 
forced to move, they find that there is at 
present no place for them to go here in 
Winchester. 

Consequently, they are forced to find 
quarters elsewhere and thus are driven 
out of town, and lost in this way to 
Winchester. Many of them long-time 
residents, too! 

It was to make a start at stopping this 
constant erosion of our elderly citizenry 
that the Winchester Council on Aging 
gave its approval for the proposed 
Winchester House complex of 105 new 
rental units. When built, it will provide 
low and moderate income housing units 
housing for approximately 150, plus or 
minus, of these displaced elderly citizens 
of Winchester. 

Think what that will mean to the town 
from an economic viewpoint -150 people, 
three meals a day, 13,500 meals a month 
to be eaten at home or in local 
restaurants. How many visits per month 
to the hairdressers, doctors or dentists? 
How much clothing, medicine, drugs or 


toilet articles? 

Naturally, they would patronize local »; 
banks, attend local churches, etc. Simple 
economics, indeed! If each of these 150 
people spent, on the average, $10 a day 
for all these services I figure that the 
total annual expenditures by all these 
people will amount upwards of a half a 
million dollars. 

Furthermore, the people not on fixed 
incomes who will immediately replace 
them in their former homes and rental 
units will probably spend as much or 
more than these 150 will spend. A million 
dollars, or more, in all. 

I am not an economist. I can’t really 
figure it all out. But, even I can see that 
providing them with a $5 million place to 
move into, and having an equal number 
of new residents moving into Winchester 
to take their places will provide an 
enormous stimulant to business con¬ 
ditions here in Winchester. 

Banks will benefit, churches will 
benefit, as I see it. Why then, I ask, does 
not the Chamber of Commerce, the 
banks, the clergy, and all these others 
who are interested in the welfare or our 
town join us in trying to convince the 
powers that be to take the simple steps of 
approving this badly needed $5 million 
southern anchor to the concept of a 
renovated Center of our bombed-out 
town? Please join us and make your 
voices heard!

Project Hire: Finding Work For 
Those Not Ready For Retirement

Last November, when Marjorie 
Devlin of Arlington tried to return to 
work after 10 years of unemployment, 
she could easily have been discouraged. 
After submitting an application and 
interviewing at an area bank, she failed 
to hear from them again. 

"I think they were looking for a 
younger person," she says. 

Fortunately for Mrs. Devlin, an 
agency called Project Hire is not looking 
for younger people. In fact, the intake 
workers at Project Hire specialize in 
helping find jobs for older people—those 
who are considered by society to be of 
retirement age. 

After talking with Peggy Allen, intake 
worker for Project Hire in Arlington, 
Mrs. Devlin w'as put in contact W'ith Judy 
and William Currier at Wells Bindery 
Inc. Waltham, where she now works as a 
collator. 

Project Hire provides services free, 
regardless of income, to anyone older 
than 55 years of age. Started in Sep¬ 
tember, 1978, it is a non-profit program, 
incorporated with Minuteman Home 
Care, a state-sponsored agency to bring 
services to the elderly and handicapped. 
Project Hire is funded until December. 

Middlesex Community College in 
Bedford houses the main office of Project 
Hire, with branches in Burlington and in 
Arlington at Jarvis House, 50Pleasant st. 

Residents of area communities, in¬ 
cluding Winchester. Arlington and 
Belmont, are eligible to participate. 

According to Vera Weisz, director, 
interested participants are found 
through newspaper announcements, a 
volunteer job developer, and intake

worker appearances before senior 
citizen groups. 

Two months ago the program was 
spotlighted on the Woman ’79 show on 
Channel 4. The project also received 
favorable response after a story ap¬ 
peared in a national publication. 

Mrs. Weisz says counseling is 
provided for those interested in starting 
a new career or for those who have never 
worked before. Most applicants with 
experience prefer work they had done 
before retirement. No training is 
provided by Project Hire. 

The number of men who apply about 
equals the number of women, according 
to Mrs. Weisz. No specific qualifications 
for employment are required. The 
agency has over 300 clients, with more 
than 600 referrals and 60 placements 
being made to date. 

Currently there are more prospective 
employees than employers, so the intake 
workers are always interested in hearing 
from area employers interested in senior 
citizen workers. 

Once the elder job seeker is put in 
contact with an employer, all benefits, 
salary and job requirements are worked 
out between those two parties. 

While part-time position 
predominate, there is full-time work 
available also. 

Mrs. Allen, in Arlington, says a wide 
range of job matches is made through 
Project Hire. Skilled, unskilled or 
professional positions are available. 
Secretaries, sales clerks, file clerks, 
even live-in help, are sought through the 
project.

Alice Coggleshall of Arlington 
returned to full-time employment in 
March as an execuitive secretary. She 
had been working part-time, but was 
looking for a different job because she 
did not like commuting into Boston. She 
finds working full-time sometimes dif¬ 
ficult. but says, "the job is interesting » 
and the people a nice, varied group’’ 

Some employers who have used 
Project Hire feel they benefit as much as 
the elderly employee docs. 

Judy and William Currier were 
looking for a collator when Marjorie 
Devlin stopped at Jarvis House to fill out 
an application. Mrs. Devlin’s previous 
filing experience did not completely 
prepare her for the job, but further 
training has proved successful for both 
parties. 

Judy Currier says she considers the 
experience with Project Hire "a suc¬ 
cess.” "Older workers seem less restless 
and are not easily bored," she says.

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? 21A Bargaining Unit Set Up 


A live person bargaining unit, con¬ 
sisting of an assortment of town officials, 
lias been set up to negotiate the various 
tax and regulatory agreements with 
Arthur Ullian, developer of the proposed 
Winchester House elderly housing 
project. 

Ullian, who has received a com¬ 
prehensive permit from the Winchester 
Zoning Board of Appeals, is applying for 
a Chapter 121A tax agreement. Under 
this agreement, the developer is exempt 
from property taxes and substitutes a 
negotiated excise tax for a period of 15 to 
40 years. The excise tax is a percentage 
of the gross income of the property. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins, 
Assessor Sumner Beal, Planning Board 
member Vincent O’Reily, Town 
Manager Thomas Groux and Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall team 
negotiating with Ullian. 

“At this point the negotiations are 
very preliminary,” said Hankins earlier 
this week. Ullian and the bargaining unit 
have met once and are not expected to 
meet again until just after Sept. 1. 

As well as providing tax incentives for 


the developer. 121A also allows the town 
to have much more control over the 
project. The town order certain mainten 
can ance procedures for example, all of 
which have to be worked out in advance 
of any contract signing. 

Presently, the fate of 121A rests with 
the Planning Board. There are questions 
as to whether the town meets all of the 
qualifications needed for a 121A permit. 
Should the Planning Board vote against 
granting a 121A, most town officials feel 
the project would probably then be 
abandoned by Ullian because he 
probably could not get any federal or 
state funding. 

Although they have no idea of what 
the Planning Board’s vote will be, the 
bargaining unit and Ullian are 
negotiating on on the premise that the 
vote will be favorable. The reason for 
this is because the Selectmen have only 
30 days to work out tax and regulatory 
arrangements once the Planning Board 
is in. "We’re not at all sure that 30 days is 
sufficient time,” Hankins points out. “So 
we’re saying, ‘Let’s negotiate in case the 
Planning Board gives a favorable vote.’”

Report Foresees Possible 
Future Water Shortage 


Though a possible water shortage is 
far from reaching the dimensions of the 
current oil shortage, officials are con¬ 
cerned about a possible water shortage 
in the near future. 

According to a Metropolitan District 
Commission report, only an unusually 
wet period, several years above the 
average precipitation, has forestalled a 
water shortage in the Boston area. 

The following tips are offered to help 
residents conserve water consumption 
and help save money in water bills. 

The bathroom accounts for 75 percent 
of residential water use and the toilet 
alone some 40 percent. The amount used 
in the bathroom can be decreased by 
timing showers and by limiting flushing 
toilets to human waste, not disposing of 
cigarette ashes. 

A 10-minute shower can use between 
50 and 100 gallons of water. In addition to 


cutting the length of showers, residents 
can conserve by buying a more frugal 
shower head. 

Flow reducing shower heads are now 
available and devices to help save the 
volume of water per flush of the toilet are 
also available. 

Residents can also conserve water by 
watching how long they wash their cars 
and water their lawns. 

In the kitchen, most water is wasted 
simply by letting it run down the drain. 
Water can be conserved while washing 
the dishes, filling a pan of cold water for 
washing vegetables, not letting water 
run freely and by not wasting several 
glasses of water in an effort to get a 
single cool one. Fill a container with the 
warm water and put that in the 
refrigerator.

In Falmouth Road Race 


Winchester State Senator Sam 
Kotondi, will participate in the 1979 
Falmouth Hoad Race for Multiple 
Sclerosis on Sunday at 10 a.m. 

Sen. Rotondi w’as invited to run in the 
race by Rill Rogers, the marathon runner 
who represents the "Athletes vs. M.S.” 
campaign. Rill Rogers is an active 
member in the program which enlists the 
participation of outstanding sports 
Jigures in support of M.S. research and 
patient care. 

"Athletes vs. M.S." is based on the 
concept that athletes in top physical form 
and generally between the ages of 20 and 
40 * when M.S. is usually diagnosed — 
should be especially sympathetic to the 
plight of less fortunate contemporaries 
who arc sidelined from many activities of 
life by multiple sclerosis. 

In this tradition, Sen. Rotondi is 
asking for sponsors to pledge a donation 
to M.S. lor each mile that he runs in the 
race. The 7.1 mile race is from Woods 
Hole- along the scenic Falmouth 
shoreline, past Nobska Lighthouse, along 
Surf Drive, around Falmouth Harbor, up 
Falmouth Heights to Grand avenue 
finishing at the Falmouth Heights ball 
park. 

Multiple Sclerosis is a neurological 
disease a disabling affliction of the 
brain and myelin, which insulates the 
nerve libers, disintegrates and is 
replaced by scar tissue. This distorts or 
blocks nerve impulses which control such 
functions as walking, talking, seeing, etc. 

It is not a mental disease, nor is it 
contagious. The disease is unpredictable. 
Not all patients experience the same 
symptoms, and improvement can occur 
lusting tor limited or extended periods of 
time. It is estimated that 500,000 


Americans suffer from M.S. and related 
diseases. 

Sen. Rotondi concluded, "I hope in 
some small way I can contribute to 
fighting this insidious disease which 
often strikes quickly and without war¬ 
ning, causing partial or complete blind¬ 
ness, paralysis, or other disorders in 
previously healthy and active adults."

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The campaign to keep the Gil¬ 
bert Stuart portraits of George 
and Martha Washington in Bos¬ 
ton has taken to the airwaves. A 
series of 30-second public ser¬ 
vice announcements has been 
taped and should begin to 
appear on television any day. 
The advertisements, produced 
with donated time and talent, 
show the USS Constitution 
(“Old Ironsides”) missing from 
her berth and the State House 
shorn of its dome, as though the 
departure of the Washingtons 



might set a precedent for the sys¬ 
tematic plundering of cultural 
and historic treasures. Bob 
Hope, something of a cultural 
institution himself, appears in 
one of the ads. 

You will remember that all the 
hubbub began this past April 
when the Boston Athenaeum, 
hurting for cash, announced that 
it was in the process of selling the 
famous paintings to the National 
Portrait Gallery of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution in Washing¬ 
ton, DC, for $5 million. The 
announcement was viewed in 
local quarters as tantamount to 
treason, and committees and slo¬ 
gans sprang up overnight. The 
cry “Save the Washingtons” 
echoed through the Common¬ 
wealth. It was the biggest cause 
cel&bre since Sacco and 
Vanzetti. 

There is no way of telling how 
many people have been to see 
the Washington portraits since 
the furor began. On exhibit since 
1876 in the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the portrait of George, at least, is 
more easily accessible than a trip 
to Huntington Avenue: His is the 
face on the $1 bill. 


Which brings us to our next 
point. The Washingtons Belong 
in Boston committee, headed by 
General James M Gavin (US 
Army, retired), has until the first 
of next year to raise the money 
needed to purchase the paint¬ 
ings from the Athenaeum. It will 
be happy to accept your tax- 
deductible contributions (dollar 
bills and otherwise). Mail them 
to The Washingtons Belong In 
Boston, 200 Berkeley Street, 
Boston 02116. Keep the por¬ 
traits of Virginia-born George 
and Martha — painted in Phila- • 
delphia by Rhode Island native 
Gilbert Stuart — in Boston, 
where they belong. 

The National Park Service has 
instituted a new service designed 
for the hearing-impaired.

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The Shell Came: 

All About Seashells 
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By Judith Barrett 

Consider the shell, a staple of 
Boston-area shores. It’s edible 
(at least its contents are), col¬ 
lectible (for fun or profit), usable 
(from ashtrays to wall hang¬ 
ings), and a great leisure-time 
sport (hunting, digging, 
identifying). 

Herein, everything you’d want 
to know about this multi¬ 
purpose New England fauna. 

There once was a time when 
seashells were a symbol of wealth 
and affluence. For rich folks who 
had time to travel and leisurely 
walk beaches and gather the glis¬ 
tening gifts from the sea as sou¬ 
venirs, a shell was as treasured a 
collectible as the Louis XV 
armoire or the Hepplewhite 
chair. 

But the pleasures of seashells 
are no longer reserved for the 
crowd that clips coupons. Sea¬ 
shells are one of the world’s most 
popular collectible items. 

There’s hardly a beach visitor 
who resists taking at least one 
shell home, whether it’s a big 
quahog clamshell for an ashtray 
at the beach house or pretty 
little periwinkles to string into 
jewelry. 

A Shell Primer 

What exactly is a seashell? It’s 
the exterior protective house in 
which mollusks live. Composed 
primarily of calcium, the shell 
grows as the animal growB, pro¬ 
duces more calcium, and trans¬ 
fers it to the shell. 

Gastropods, the largest group 
of mollusks, which includes 
snails and conches, have single 
shells with rings indicating the 
animal’s age. Bivalves, the 
second most abundant group of 
mollusks, have two shells con¬ 
nected by a muscle and include 
such familiar edible shellfish as 
clams, scallops, mussels, and 
oysters. 

Along the rocky beaches to the 
north and the sandy beaches to 
the south of Boston, there is a 
limited variety, but the few 
native species are plentiful. Dr 
Ruth Turner, professor of mala¬ 
cology (the study of mollusks) at 
Harvard University, says in 
stressful environments few 
species are abundant. In warmer 
waters with gentler currents, 
there are more species but fewer 
specimens of them. What makes 
Boston a stressful environment 
for mollusks is a combination of 
the cold, the pollution, and the 
limited vegetation. 

The most common shells along 
the Massachusetts coastline are 
the soft-shell clam, blue mussel, 
periwinkle, hefty quahog and 
scallop shell, and the Thais, a 
small periwinkle-tvpe shell, and 
gema-gema, a minute white 
clam-shape shell. 

Tiny shells like the gema- 
gema and shells of mollusks that 
reside in deeper waters, like the 
sea scallop, usually wash up on 
shore empty after the animal 
inside has died. Mussels, clams, 


and oysters can be found intact, 
alive, and breathing at the right 
spot at the right time of day. 
Only living shellfish make for 
good eating. 

Have Your Mollusk 
and Eat It, Too 
Whether you dig your own or buy 
them, fresh shell food is refresh¬ 
ing and delicious. Eaten raw on 
the half shell or cooked up in any 
of the hundreds of delectable 
preparations, shellfish make for 
a combination of high-protein, 
low-calorie nourishment and 
salty, fresh, satisfying flavor. 
Happy As A Clam 
All varieties of two main species 
of clams abound in Massachu¬ 
setts waters. The hard-shell or 
quahog clam grows to a large size 
and is generally found in waters 
south of Boston. 

The other major clam group, 
the soft-shelled long-neck clam, 
thrives in more northern waters. 
Long-necks ore the traditional 
New England and Ipswich clam, 
the stuff from which clambakes 
are made. 

But the Ipswich clam is more

history than restaurant reality. 
According to George Berkowitz, 
owner of Legal Seafood in Cam¬ 
bridge and Chestnut Hill, the 
best clams now come from the 
clean, unspoiled Maine waters. 
Shell fishermen there can sell 
their catch directly to fish 
markets. Shellfish from Boston- 
area harbors have to be pro¬ 
cessed and sanitized in chlorina¬ 
tion plants before they’re passed 
on for public consumption. 
Clamdigging 

First check with the town about 
where it’s legal to dig for clams. 
You’ll probably need a permit. 
Head for the spot at low tide, 
take along a clam rake (a garden 
rake can be used), and a wire 
basket to hold your catch. Wear 
a pair of old sneakers or rubber 
boots if you don’t like treading 
through the muds, rocks, and 
grass in bare feet. 

Scallop Savvy 
No other shellfish enjoys the 
overall popularity of clams, but 
there are those who insist that 
the small, sweet, succulent bay 
scallop is the choicest catch, 
even though it’s prohibitively 
expensive even during scallop 
season (November to March). 
The larger sea scallop, which is 
four to six times the size of a bay 
scallop, is flavorful but hardly a 
substitute for its tasty, tiny, 
costly cousin. 

Flex Your Mussel 
Mussels are the cheapest shell¬ 


fish around. They’re also the 
most nutritious but the least 
consumed. 

Ounce for ounce, tender 
mussel morsels have as much 
protein as steak, only 25 percent 
of the calories, one-eighteenth 
the fat, ten times the calcium, 
and double the amount of phos¬ 
phorous. And mussels are cheap. 
At 60 cents to 90 cents a pound 
for mussels, pots brimming with 
moules marinere and mussel 
bisque may cost only pennies. 

You can buy fresh mussels 
(except during the red tide) in 
almost any fish market. But 
they’re easy to find and pick off 
rocks as close to Boston as the 
channel between Winthrop and 
Logan Airport. And unlike clams 
or oysters, you don’t need a 
permit to take mussels. 

The World Is Your Oyster 
Oysters are a different kettle of 
fish. Simmering pearly-gray 
oysters have enticed their way 
onto the best menus in the 
world. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
oyster-eating needn’t be 
restricted to months that have 
“R” in them. According to the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries, the “R” theory 
is just a myth that stems his¬ 
torically from the summer 
spawning preference of the Eng¬ 
lish oyster and from the days of 
poor refrigeration. Some restau¬ 
rants foster the “R” myth, but 
most don’t, and lively oyster 
bars thrive all year long. In fact, 
current reports from Legal Sea¬ 
food’s raw bar show the oyster 
outselling the cherrystone clam 
one-and-a-half to one. 

Tips on Eating 
When preparing any of the 
bivalves, check to see that all are 
alive and healthy. Once mussels 
have been out of the water for a 
while and cleaned of their 
“beards,” the filter threads 
through which mussels feed, 
they tend to open up. They 
should close quickly when 
tapped with a knife and should 
resist stubbornly if pressed 
closed with fingers. Throw away 
unresponsive shells t hat ore open 
before cooking and any that are 
still closed after cooking. 

When buying clams, look for 
healthy hard-shells that are 
firmly shut and soft-shells that 
open a crack and wiggle when 
the neck is touched. 

Healthy oysters are shut tight. 
Because of the irregularity of the 
shells, they’re so tough to open 
that surviving with ten fingers 
and both hands intact is almost 
impossible even with an oyster 
knife. The blade must be forced 
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between the two securely-shut 
shells to pry them apart. That’s 
the tough part. Then the oyster 
must be cut loose from the 
muscle attaching it to the shell. 

Scallops are almost never sold 
in the shell because it’s uneco¬ 
nomical. Sea.scallop shells are 
big and airy; if the shells are 
shucked at sea, boats can bring 
in a bigger catch, and transpor¬ 
tation costs are lower. 

As Collectibles 

While shellfish are taken out of 
the cold north Atlantic waters 
almost exclusively for human 
consumption, the same is not 
true in warmer tropical waters. 
There, where spectacularly- 
colored and unusually-shaped 
shells abound, collectors of "gem 
shells” (those with a shiny, 
unblemished finish, with no 
chips, cracks, or growth marks) 
hunt for perfect living speci¬ 
mens to sell or store with their 
own collections. Shells that have 
spent any time on a beach are 
generally disregarded as unac¬ 
ceptable to collectors of gem 
shells. 

Selling shells has become 
almost as popular as collecting 
them. In the last few years three 
shell shops have opened up in 
the Boston area alone. On the 
Cape, in Sandwich, Falmouth, 
and Provincetown, shell shops 
have been going strong for years. 
Endangered shells command 
especially high prices. 

What is responsible for this 
recent interest in shells? Accord¬ 
ing to Charlotte Michaelson, 
owner of The Shell Gallery in 
Newton Centre, people are more 
interested in natural things, 
traveling more, and are exposed 
to the intrinsic beauty of shells. 
Places, Museums, and Books 
The Shell Gallery, unlike other 
shell shops because it primarily 
sells shells to collectors and does 
not sell shell crafts, is a good 
place to start. Its displays are 
elegant; the stock is extensive 
and costs from 10 cents up. The 
shop has a browsing library as 
well as many books on shells for 
sale, and the salespeople ore as 
eager to educate customers as 
they are to sell shells.

Other shell shops, like Oper¬ 
culum in Quincy Market and the 
Collector’s Cabinet in Burling¬ 
ton, offer some shells but sell 
most shell-crafted objects like 
jewelry, mobiles, wind chimes, 
and sea-urchin night lamps. 

Museums that hove shell col¬ 
lections in the Boston area 
include the Peabody Museum at 
Harvard University in Cam¬ 
bridge, the Penbody Museum in 
Salem, and The Museum of Sci¬ 
ence. The New England 
Aquarium has an exhibit of live 
mollusks. On the Cape, the His¬ 
toric Atwood House in Chatham 
has several hundred shells on 
display and some New England 
history as well. 

The Malacology Club of Bos¬ 
ton is an organization of profes¬ 
sionals and amateurs that meets 
once a week from October 
through June to discuss sea¬ 
shells. Contact Charlotte 
Michaelson of The Shell Gallery 
at 244-7018 for information on 
the club. 

Books on seashells are as 
abundant as the shells them¬ 
selves. General field guides 
include Seashells of the World 
by R Tucker Abbott ($1.95, 
Golden Books), Fieldguide to 
Seashells of the World by Gert 
Lindner ($8.95, Van Norton), 
and Fieldguide to Shells of the 
North Atlantic by R Tucker 
Abbott ($4.95, Golden Books). 
More expensive books for collec¬ 
tors include Collector’s Ency¬ 
clopedia bv S Peter Dance 
($19.95, McGraw Hill), Sea¬ 
shells of the World with Values 
by A Gordon Melvin ($11.95, 
Tuttle), and a beautiful coffee- 
table book entitled The Shell, 
Five Hundred Years of Inspired 
Design ($85, Abrams). 

Cookbooks and guides for 
shells-for-eating include The 
Mussel Cookbook by Sara Hurl- 
burt ($8.95, Houghton-Mifflin) 
and Stalking the Blue-Eyed 
Scallop by Euell Gibbons ($2.95, 
McKay).

Courting Tradition: 
Tennis at Longwood

The spotlight turns to tennis this 
week when the US Pro Tennis 
Championships, Boston’s claim 
to fame in the pro tennis circuit, 
celebrates its 52nd anniversary 
at the Longwood Cricket Club in 
Chestnut Hill. This is the 16th 
consecutive year the champion¬ 
ships will be held at Longwood. 

Many of the world’s top ten¬ 
nis professionals will be vying for 
the $175,000 in prize money 
August 20 through 27. The 
prestigious event, with its ample 
publicity and media coverage, 
sparks interest among tennis 
novices and experts alike. For 
tennis enthusiasts, whatever 
their degree of skill, the area’s 
tennis centers take on renewed 
appeal, and no doubt these faci¬ 
lities enjoy a surge of action (see 
listing). 

And while the tournament is 
exciting in itself, the excitement 


is highlighted this year with the 
tournament being embroiled in 
controversy. 

The controversy centers on a 
decision by the Association of 
Tennis Professionals (ATP), the 
governing body of professional 
tennis in the United States, to 
schedule a competing tourna¬ 
ment in Cincinnati during the 
same week as the Longwood 
tournament. The consequences 
of the ATP’s decision is that 
many well-known American ten¬ 
nis professionals will play in Cin¬ 
cinnati and not in Longwood. 

The controversy resulted from 
a rift between the ATP and 
Longwood over who should have 
the right to put on the Grand 
Prix event. The Cincinnati tour-* 
nament offers $200,000 in prize 


money and will raise money for 
the players’ association. Most 
top-seeded American players 
have been wooed to Cincinnati 
by the higher stakes and by the 
fact that the tournament will 
raise money for their associa¬ 
tion. The paradox of the whole 
affair is that Longwood was the 
first to support the idea of pro 
tennis back in 1964 and remains 
a major force behind pro tennis. 
The ATP’s behavior is con¬ 
sidered questionable in many 
tennis circles. As in most other 
sports, tennis — once con¬ 
sidered the “gentlemen’s sport” 
— has its share of political 
infighting and backbiting. 

Other factors involved in the 
dispute include the ATP’s inter¬ 
est in having Longwood switch to

hard courts from the clay courts 
there now. Longwood prefers, 
instead, to exchange playing 
dates to conform more closely to 
the clay court segment of the pro 
calendar usually held in July. 
The ATP disallowed the chang¬ 
ing of dates for this year, and 
what will happen next year is 
anyone’s guess. In case you’re 
wondering why the big deal over 
clay or hard surface courts, it 
really does make a difference to 
the professionals. Their degree of 
skill is so great that a player used 
to the slower clay is at a dis¬ 
advantage playing on a hard sur¬ 
face and vice versa. The US 
Open Tennis Championships 
(played in New York on hard 
surfaces) follows on the heels of 
the US Pro event, which makes 
the switching back and forth 
between surfaces somewhat of a 
hardship. 

The entry list for the Long¬ 
wood tournament numbers more 
than 125 men (the feminist 
movement has yet to make 
inroads in this part of the athle¬ 
tic world). Sixty-four players are 
slated for the main draw event. 
All in all, the US Pro Cham¬ 
pionships at Longwood will 
make for an exciting week of 
tennis. 

Spain’s Manuel Orantes 
returns to defend the title he’s 
held for the last two years. Other 
top-ranked players in the tour¬ 
nament include Jose Higueras, 
also from Spain, who is cur¬ 
rently ranked in the top ten in 
the world; Balazs Taroczy of 
Hungary; Jan Kodes of Czecho¬ 
slovakia; Vijay Amritraj of 
India; Jose-Luis Clerc of Argen¬ 
tina; and Jose Kriek of South 
Africa. Pro doubles teams 
include Ross Case and Geoff 
Masters of Australia (1977 
Wimbledon winners); Bob 
Hewitt and Frew McMillan of 
South Africa (1978 Wimbledon 
winners); John Marks and Mark 
Edmondson of Australia; and 
the Amritraj brothers from 
India. Ivan Lendl and Tomas 
Smid of Czechoslovakia, Hans 
Gildemeister of Chile, Buster 
Mottram of Great Britain, 
Boston’s own Ferdv Taygan, and 
John Sadri — also of the United 
States — make up the other 
world-ranked players taking part 
in the tournament. 

Ticket Information 
The Longwood ticket and infor¬ 
mation booth, located to the side 
of the main entrance gate (at 
Hammond Street and Route 9) is 
open from noon to 6 pm Mon¬ 
day through Friday. Matches are 
held at noon Monday through 
Friday, at 1 pm weekends, and at 
7:30 each evening of the tourna¬ 
ment. Tickets cost $5 and $6 for 
the afternoon matches Monday 
through Wednesday; $7 and $8 
for evening matches on those 
days. Thursday and Friday 
afternoon sessions cost $5 and 
$7, with Thursday evening 
matches priced at $7 and $8, and 
Friday’s at $9 and $10. Satur¬ 
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day and Sunday the afternoon 
and evening sessions cost $9 and 
$10, and the finals, on Monday, 
August 27, at 7:30 pm cost $11. 
Tickets for all afternoon sessions 
plus the finals cost $63; all eve¬ 
ning sessions plus the finals cost 
$73. Full-series reserved seats go 
for $125; a six-seat skyview box 
costs $900, and four seats in the 
south and east boxes cost $600.

How To Get There 
By Car: Longwood is located at 
the intersection of Route 9 and 
Hammond Street in Chestnut 
Hill. Route 9 (east or west, 
depending on your location), will 
take you right past the club. 

By Train: Take the Riverside 
train on the Green Line and get 
off at the Chestnut Hill Station. 
The club is a short distance up 
the hill on Hammond Street. 
Parking: Parking has generally 
been a problem for the Long¬ 
wood tournament. Probably your 
best bet is to park at the Boston 
College Stadium (Common¬ 
wealth Avenue, Newton) where 
unlimited free parking is avail¬ 
able along with a free shuttle bus 
to and from Longwood before 
and after the matches. 

Air Time: In case you can’t 
make it out to Longwood, the 
semi-finals on Sunday, August

Rich Kids has a story — of the 
effects of divorce on children and 
their parents — that makes it 
sound like a television After- 
School Special, but it has a chic 
look and impeccable casting. Set 
on New York City’s Upper West 
Side, the film is a multi-melo¬ 
drama, a tale of three couples. 

Paul and Madeleine Philips 
(John Lithgow and Kathryn 
Walker) are unhappily married, 
planning divorce, but temporiz¬ 
ing “for the sake of the child,” 
their daughter Franny (played 
by 11-year-old Trini Alvarado). 
Suspicious of her father, whom 
she adores (she clocks his early- 
morning comings and goings in 
her notebook), Franny turns to 
Jamie Harris (Jeremy Levy), 
a school chum who has been 
through his own parents’ 
divorce, knows all the signs, and 
knows what to do: “When you 
think they’re going to tell you 
about the divorce, get them to 
take you to a restaurant you 
hate, because you’ll be sick.” 

Jamie’s mother (Roberta 
Maxwell) has remarried after an 
angry divorce; her second hus¬ 
band is a psychiatrist gloriously 
named Simon Peterfreund (Paul 
Dooley, bubbling with psycho¬ 
babble). Jamie’s father (played 
by Terry Kiser) is a swinging 
bachelor whose apartment is full 
of tropical flora and fauna, disco 
lights, and mirrors. In this 
unlikely paradise, Jamie and 
Franny hide out from their 
parents, make little plans, and 
fall in love. 

Rich Kids is frequently funny 
because human encounters and 
endeavors are frequently funny. 
While the film makes no attempt 
to soft-pedal the facts of parents 
divorcing, the situations of 
Jamie and Franny ore still rather 
rosy: There is plenty of love, 
plenty of money, plenty of 
“everything will work out all 
right.” The children go to great 
lengths to protect their parents, 
whom they treat as large friendly 
lunatics, with courtly concern 
and an air of loving patience. 

Robert M Young directed 
Rich Kids; the screenplay was 
written by Judith Ross. Young 
and Ross hove much experience 
in television, which may account 
for the slightly moralizing tone of 
the film. Rich Kids was pro¬ 
duced by Robert Altman, and 
bears his imprimatur in rich 


occasional dialogue, and the feel¬ 
ing that, when the movie is over, 
the characters will go right on 
with their business. 

Paul Dooley (Simon Peter¬ 
freund in Rich Kids) also 
appears in Breaking Away, a 
simple, sun-struck movie about 
bicycle racing, growing up, and 
Bloomington, Indiana. Dooley 
plays a Bloomington stone¬ 
cutter turned used-car dealer 
whose son Dave (Dennis Chris¬ 
topher) has his heart set on 
becoming a champion cyclist. 

Dave so much admires the 
Italian national cycling team 
that in imagined emulation he 
douses himself with Night in 
Venice cologne, hums snippets of 
grand opera, peppers his con¬ 
versation with Italian phrases, 
and even speaks English with 
the unmistakable lilt of one 
whose heart belongs to Roma. 

He feeds his cat from a Cinzano 
ashtray. 

This sort of carrying-on — not 
at all the thing for Bloomington, 
Indiana — bemuses Dave’s 
mother (Barbara Barrie) and 
drives his father absolutely nuts. 
Dooley has the look of a haunted 
man, walking a thin line between 
rage and befuddlement. He

accuses his wife of being in 
cahoots with their son by serving 
only “-ini food”: zucchini, 
linguini, fettucini. He teeters 
dangerously when Dave, for 
aerodynamic reasons, shaves his 
legs. “Team Cinzano does it,” 
Dave says, and Dooley begins to 
smoke around the edges. 

Dave and his friends (Dennis 
Quaid, Daniel Stern, and Jackie 
Earle Haley) are beset by the old 
conflict of town and gown. Envi¬ 
ous of the students at nearby 
Indiana University, they are try¬ 
ing hard to be proud of them¬ 
selves as Cutters (from stone¬ 
cutters, slang for locals) and are 
trying hard to decide what to do 
with themselves, a year out of 
high school, with few prospects. 
In Bloomington the college town, 
they are neither fish nor fowl 
(“You're not the cutters,” Dave’s 
father says. “We were.”) Bicycle 
racing is Dave’s way of breaking 
away, even after his beloved 
Team Cinzano proves to have 
pedals of clay. His talent earns 
him and his friends their 
moment of glory. 

The apparent artlessness of 
Breaking Away conceals a lot of 
cleverness. There are a few loose 
ends that could have been tidied 
up, but this is a thoroughly nice 
movie.

About 25-30 residents of the Cross 
street area appeared before the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night, to protest the 
planned occupancy of a house on Cross 
street by 10-12 former patients of 
Metropolitan State Hospital. 

The house, located at 87-89 Cross st., 
has been leased to Task Oriented 
Communities (T.O.C.) of Waltham who 
are converting it into a half-w'ay house 
for the former Metropolitan State 
Hospital patients. 

The residents claim they were not 
completely informed about the former 
patients who would occupy the house, 
and suddenly learned that those patients 
would be moving in during this week. 

l^ast October, the Board of Selectmen 
met with representatives of the T.O.C. 
and the Mystic Valley area of the 
Department of Mental Health. According 
to the Selectmen, it was agreed at the 
time that the groups involved would work 
closely together, along with the neigh¬ 
bors, so that an “atmosphere of 
hostility” would not be created. 

“This board feels that it has not been 
kept informed," said Selectmen 
Chairman Richard Wilsack. “1 think the 
reside have had all kinds of rumors 
floating around and very little fact.” 

“I’m frankly very disappointed,” 
Selectman Edward O’Connell told those 
present. O’Connell said that he un¬ 
derstood that T.O.C. would keep the 
neighbors informed as well as take other 
steps that would insure “winning their 
support.’’ 

The former patients who8 would 


occupy the house are considered 
“chronically mentally ill," according to 
Dr Earnest Cook, area director for 
Mystic Valley area of the Department of 
Health. 

Cook, who has been involved in the 
negotiations since the October meeting, 
said that the patients are now in a phase 
where they are “quite and sociable.” He 
added that none of the former patients 
suffers from drug addiction or 
alcoholism. 

Debra Carey, a Winchester resident 
who has assisted TOC in establishing a 
residence in Winchester, stated Monday 
night that she contacted the immediate 
abutters to the house in question. She 
also mentioned that she tried to contact a 
number of other residents but they were 
unavailable. 

“We did feel that we were announcing 
it to the people who were concerned,” 
Cook pointed out. When asked why that 
house was chosen, Cook replied, “it’s a 
matter of what’s available for purchase 
or lease.” 

Cook mentioned that the house would 
be run by three people who are trained to 
work with the mentally ill. One of the 
three would be in the house at all times. 

The occupants of the house are em¬ 
ployed at a workshop in Waltham, doing 
jobs that local industry gives them. Since 
many of them have been in the state 
hospital for as long as 10 years, their 
major objective now is learning to cope 
with the outside world. 

“I’m concerned with the rapid pace 
that we’re going through here,” said 


Selectman Arthur Dunbar. “If you had 
gone through the regular procedures I 
don’t think we’d be here now. Maybe we 
would, maybe we wouldn’t.” 

One of the residents of Cross street 
stated that he spoke with the former 
owner of the two-family home and she 
stated she would not have sold it, had she 
known what it was for. He added that 
“They should have notified us two 
months in advance.” 

Selectman O’Connell agreed that the 
neighbors should have been contacted. 
He pointed out that failure to do so “may 
have engendered the type of hostility we 
attempted to avoid.” 

Another of the residents noted that 
over two unrelated adults in a building is 
a zoning violation. However. Town 
Manager Thomas Groux stated that this 
type of dwelling is considered for 
educational purposes and therefore 
exempt from zoning. 

Despite protests from the residents, 8 
which included a petition of 76 names 
opposed to the half-way house, the 
Selectmen are unable to halt the plan. 

“We cannot put a big stop sign on this 
project if we wanted to,” said Wilsack. 
‘.They have complied with the basic 
requirements,” he added referring to 
permits and From the town. 

O’Connell mentioned that he hoped 
the T.O.C. “would be generous with their 
time” concerning how fast they move in. 

The residents met with Cook and 
Ellen McTigue, administrator of T.O.C 
following the session with the Selectmen. 
It was decided there that the occupancy 
would be delayed by at least two weeks. 


After 10 years of studies, hearings, 
reports and meetings, the residents of 
Holton street are at last seeing some 
steps taken to relieve the trucking 
problems that exist in that area. 

Behind a unanimous vote of 5-0, the 
Board of Selectmen voted Monday night 
to impose a temporary ban on all trucks 
in excess of one and one-half tons on 
Holton street, Monday through Sunday 
from 10p.m. toGa.m. 

The residents of Holton street have 
been demanding some action to halt the 
heavy trucking traffic. Their road has 
been used as a major trucking route, to 
and from Route 93. by the trucks which 
are involved with the corporations 
located on the Woburn extension of 
Holton street and that general area. 

The residents have complained to the 
town authorities about the loud noise 
from the trucks, soot from the diesel 
engines collecting on their windows and 
the trees that have been smashed by the 
generally 10 foot wide trucks on the 19 
foot wide street. 

“We’re trying to take a significant 
step towards what we think will help the 
problem,” said Selectmen Chairman 
Richard N. Wilsack. 

However, Roberta Ungaretti, 
representing the Holton street area 
group, told the Selectmen that even with 
the temporary ban, the hours still don’t 
“give us one peaceful meal a day.” 

The Selectmen considered the option 
of extending the ban from 6 p.m. to 6 
a.m., but chose to stay with the 
recommendation which they received 
from the town Traffic Committee. 


No Word Yet 
On This Year’s 
Cherry Sheets 


Selectman Barbara Hankins also 
made a motion, which was approved, 
that the board write to the City of Woburn 
requesting that Draper street in Woburn 
be declared a public way. This street has 
not been completed at the moment, but 
such a declaration would prevent any 
further construction on that outlet. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar told the 
board that he plans to make a motion at 
the next meeting, to impose a two and 
one-half ton trucking ban on Cross street. 
The next Selectmen’s meeting is 
scheduled for Sept. 4. 

Hankins also suggested that the board 
send a letter to the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, concerning the railroad 
crossing at the end of Holton street. 

Another complaint of area residents is 
that freight cars pull in and out of the 
construction area throughout the night, 
loading and unloading, switching cars 
and generally making enough noise to 
keep residents away awake. 


School Department Offers Quality 
Education In Tight-Fisted Decade 


“In education, as in business, the 
1960’s were years of exploration and 
expansion. New ways of solving per¬ 
sistent problems were explored and with 
a a sense that men, by organizing their 
resources and intelligence could over¬ 
come these problems. 

“ “The 1970’s clearly have begun as a 
period of consolidation - a period of ‘tight 
money .’ a period when the challenge is 
to use with increasing effectiveness 
already available resources." 

So said s Winchester Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Donald A. Klemer in his 
annual report in 1970. It was a prediction 
for the 70’s which fit all across the nation 
and especially in Winchester. 

With “declining enrollments”’ the 
magic words in the Winchester schools 
during the 70’s, the 8 department has 
closed one school and prepares to close 
three more; the teaching staff has been 
reduced for the first time since the 1930’s 
and School Committees continued to 


At the time The Star went to press, 
local officals had not yet been notified in 
writing of the Cherry Sheet finances, the 
receipts of which were listed in 
Tuesday’s edition of The Boston Globe 

According to Assistant Comptroller 
Joe Bonner, Winchester’s tax rate cannot 
be determined until offical notification is 
received. 

The Cherry Sheet, named for the 
cherry color paper it’s prints on, is a list 
of charges and state aid receipts to 
Massachusetts cities and towns An 
example of the charges include the 
town’s share of Middlesex County court 
costs. The state aid includes the amount 
of money which can be used to offset the 
community’s tax rate for that year. 

The estimated Cherry Sheet receipts 
for this fiscal year published in The 
Globe lists the Town of Winchester as 
zeceiving $2,907,926 in 1980 In 1979 the 
town received $2,389,086.22. This figures 
out to an increase this year of $518,839.76

Star Corrects Saltmarsh Votes 


In last week's issue of The Star four 
votes of State Representative Sherman 
W. Saltmarsh were inadvertently left out 
of the Beacon Hill Roll Call. 

Saltmarsh voted “no" on a hill to 
override Gov. King’s veto of a provision 
in the 1980 state budget that would 
reinstate medical assistance payments 
for general relief recipients. 

He voted against a bill which would 
have increased the salary of the Com- 
misssioner of the Corrections Depart¬ 


ment from $37,000 to $47,500 

Saltmarsh voted in favor of a bill 
authorizing planning of a new jail house 
and house of correction for Norfolk 
County. 

He also voted in favor of a bill which 
would further regulate collective 
bargaining for court officers in certain 
courts in Massachusetts. 

On the 375 roll call votes to date this 
year, Saltmarsh has had a 100 percent 
attendance record. 


wrestle with budget figures. 

Very early in the decade, the Win¬ 
chester School Committee established 
that they have two major ac¬ 
countabilities as a body. They felt that as 
agents of the Commonwealth, they had a 
responsibility to provide an educational 
program which would meet the many 
needs of around 5485 students. 

They added that their second charge 
as an elected body of the citizens of the 
town, to manage that enterprise in a 
manner which reflects the desires of 
Winchester residents as a whole. 

“The year 1971 was one in which in¬ 
creasing divergence, if not outright 
polarization, between these two ac¬ 
countabilities became increasingly 
apparent,” the School Committee report 
stated, “making it more difficult for the 
School Committee to balance the needs 
for education on one hand against the 
sentiments of the taxpayers on the 
other.” 

Unfortunately the situation would 
only get worse as budgets were scanned 
with a fine eye for excess. The problem 
was that quality education, the goal of 
every system, simply did not come 
cheap. 

But it did exist in Winchester’s 
schools. At the start of the decade, 
Winchester was one of the first schools in 
Massachusetts to institute “open cam¬ 
pus” at the high school. 

This plan of freedom of movement for 
students, in and out of the building when 
not scheduled for a class, showed 
positive and promising results. It created 
a large number of mini-courses as well 
as the opportunity for students to tutor in 
other schools, work on independent study 
programs and participate in community 
projects. Attendance, it was pointed out, 
did not decrease, but rather increased 
from the previous five years. 

William MacDonald, who replaced 
Klemer as superintendent of schools in 
1971, points out that open campus was a 
spawn of the environment that existed in 
education then. “There was a movement 
at that time for a different type of school 
with more options,” said MacDonald 
recently. He added that open campus 
was “expanding the school beyond.” 

New programs in drug education, also 
products of the times, were introduced to 
the fifth, sixth and seventh grades in 
Winchester. 

Another inovative project, the ABC 
Program, representing A Better Chance 
for those qualified students who were 
educationally disadvantaged was, 
started early in the decade. It was a 
program that had developed at Dart¬ 
mouth College several years earlier 

The program has progressed “very 
well" since its early days according to 
MacDonald. One key to its success has 
been the capable directors that the 
program has been “blessed” with the 
superintendent adds. 

MacDonald points out that many of 
the more practical programs that were 
developed in the 70’s and are now of¬ 
fered, are a result of the turbulence and 


unrest in education in the 1960’s. 

“Many of the programs we have now 
are all manifested from the unrest of 
young people to have a voice in their 
education,” MacDonald states. 

He added that education is beginning 
to drift back towards conservatism. 
There is a tendency to say “Let’s not go 
back to where we were, but let’s take the 
best of both periods." 

In 1972 a new high school was opened, 
alleviating some of the problem of 
crowded classrooms. The new building 
offered a number of facilities which 
would eventually include television and 
radio production areas. 

But the question of how good the town 
wanted its schools to be and how much it 
was willing to spend was developing into 
the central issue in Winchester 
education. 

"As is often true at any level of 
government,” a School Committee 
report mid-way through the decade 
began, “ special interest groups con¬ 
tinually advocate expansion of certain 
programs, while others, concerned about 
the rising cost of education, exhort the 
Committee to exercise every possible 
economy.” 

Enrollments declined and for the first 
time since the 1930’s the School Com¬ 
mittee was forced to reduce the teaching 
force. Three elementary teachers, four 
senior high school teachers and four 
Lynch Junior High teachers were 
released. 

There were certain positions that 
were created, however, in an effort to 
comply with Chapter 766 regulations. 
This state mandated program for special 
needs children, though widely acclaimed 
for the potential it held, nevertheless put 
added financial demands on the school 
budget. 

In an effort to “open new channels of 
communication and citizen participation 
in educational decisionmaking," an 
Altitudinal Survey was completed by 
residents in late 1975 and the results 
proved to be beneficial for the School 
Departmen 

Among the areas discussed in the 
survey were: Business and Career 
Training, which was cited as an area of 
needed expansion by two-thirds of the 
survey respondents; Revised Report 
Cards, which were requested by 49 
percent of those who answered the 
survey. As a result of this demand, an 
elementary report card evaluation 
committee was formed to revise the 
report cards. 

Discipline, an area which is sti(] 
questioned in the school system today, 
was criticized by 77 percent of the survey 
respondents. 

Declining enrollments claimed its 
second victim in 1977 when the School 
Committee voted in December of 1976 
and then again in April to close the 
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Wyman School. It was a closing which 
left divided opinions throughout the 
town. 

In June of 197H. the School Committee 
voted to realign the school system and. 
consequently, the Washington. Noonan 
and Parkhurst schools will he closing at 
the end of the 1979-80 school year. 

MacDonald teels that more teachers 
will feel the pinch if enrollments continue 
to drop. “If declining enrollments don’t 
stabilize, riffing is going to continue and 
you end up with an older staff. Not that 
there’s anything wrong with older 
teachers, it’s just good to have a mixt 
e.” 

With an unhealthy racial atmosphere 
surfacing last June, the School Depart¬ 
ment has put added emphasis on human 
relations with the addition of a 
multicultural specialist to their staff. 

This position, which is newly created 
in Winchester, holds the possibility of 
educating not only the students of 
Winchester in human relations, but the 
community at large. 

For the 80’s, MacDonald points out 
that Winchester will Ik? working more on 
competency based testing, which is 
testing on what students actually know-, 
rather than what courses they have 
taken, as well as programs for the “truly 
talented kids” and those who don’t 
choose to continue their education. 

The Winchester school system is a 
part of this town. It has managed to offer 
superior, unique education at a time of 
fiscal scrutiny8, while the words of Dr. 
Klemer ring true.

Arlington School Seeks Area Families 


• St. Anne’s School needs the help of 
parents who are willing to assist with an 
Extended Family Program. Specialized 
Foster Care, for girls from the seventh 
through twelfth grade level. 

Families are needed who are willing 
to take a girl into their home for oc¬ 
casional visits on a weekend or a 
vacation period; for regular visits in¬ 
cluding one weekend a month; vacation 
times and the summer; for long term 
visiting every weekend as well as 
vacations and summertime or for brief 
emergencies. 

Denise Chamberland-Kellett ap¬ 
peared before the Board of Selectmen at 
a recent meeting to explain the program 
to them. She has also appeared before 
local church groups, women’s groups 
and a convention in Boston. 

She explained to the board that St. 
Anne’s School Inc. is designed to provide 
a residential program of learning and 
support for adolescent girls with special 
needs who are in grades seven through 
twelve. 

She noted that the combination of 
academic and residential program 
components allows staff to touch many 
areas of girls’ lives, but that this is not 
enough. 

It is also the feeling that each student 
also needs a home to which she may go 
when school closes for any period of 
time. It is felt that some girls benefit 
from leaving campus each weekend in 
order to change their environment, 
allowing a different perspective and a 
fresh start on Monday. 

Families interested in having girls at 
their homes during any of the various 
time periods will be invited to St. Anne’s 
to familiarize themselves with the school 
and with the girls who live and study 


there. Families will be able to spend time 
with students doing structured activities 
and shoring more informal time before 
any commitment to the Extended 
Family Program is made. A training 
period is scheduled for the parents. The 
next will be in late Sept. 

By the time a girl seems prepared to 
live with a family likes, dislikes and 
characteristics of both have been mat¬ 
ched. 

Which girls would be best suited to 
slay with which family has already been 
determined by the girl’s stay at the 
school and discussion with her and by the 
discussions with the families. 

Once a girl and a family are matched, 
and visits begin, regular contact will be 
maintained by a program staff, along 
with a 24-hour emergency availability. 
Help with expenses will also be arranged 
through the program. 

Welfare pays St. Anne’s $6.60 per day 
which is turned over to the family. Cost 
of transportation and a small amount of 
spending money is also provided for the 
girl. 

A purpose is to have the girl adjust to 


a normal day to day living pattern in the 
environment into which she has gone out 
from the school. 

Families who enter the Extended 
Family Program become members of a 
team whose goal is to provide a total 
growing environment. Single persons as 
well as families are invited to join the 
program. 

If there comes a time when there 
appears to be no matchups available 
among families and girls because of a 
lack of numbers . friends of former 
members of the staff at St. Anne’s might 
be called on to have them stay at their 
homes. Foster parents are also prepared 
during their training period to be ready 
for sudden changes in the length of time 
girls stay or visit their homes. Some 
might stay for only a few weekends and 
then their natural parents wish them to 
stay with them, and what was thought to 
be a long-scheduled stay for the girl with 
a foster family is shortened. The age of 
the family families involved vary, ac¬ 
cording to Denise but generally age is 
considered to be that period when a 
family is considered to be responsible.

With the election over six months 
away, one opening has already been 
established on the Winchester Board of 
Selectmen, Arthur Dunbar will not seek 
reelection. 

"You can only put so much time into 
town service," said Dunbar recently. 
"It’s time to give somebody else a shot." 

Dunbar, who’s been a member of the 
Selectmen for the past nine years, served 
as chairman only one year during his 
career. "It was my opinion that people 
who haven’t served as chairman should 
get a chance.” 

During his career, there has been a 
“complete turnover of town personnel," 
and Dunbar feels all of the people who 
have been brought into the Winchester 
administration have been quality per¬ 
sonnel. 

"We’ve also been able to maintain a 
stabilized tax rate over the years,” 
Dunbar adds. He considers this an out¬ 
standing achievement and feels praise 
should go to all boards and offices in the 
town for that accomplishment. 

Though sometimes viewed as a 
conservative member of the board, 
Dunbar doesn’t agree. "I don’t see 
myself as a conservative or a liberal. I 
consider myself a levelheaded person 
who makes well thought out decisions." 

Dunbar’s been very happy during his 
time as a Selectman. "I just can’t say 
enough about the people I’ve worked 
with." He finds public service "in¬ 
teresting.

Winchester House 

The need for elderly housing in Winchester, indeed in most 
communities, has reached startling proportions. Older residents 
living on a fixed income, are being forced to leave towns in which 
they have spent their entire lives because they can’t afford to live 
there and nothing has been done to help them. 

The Winchester Planning Board is faced with their biggest vote in 
perhaps quite sometime on Sept. 4. It is on that night they will decide 
against or in favor of granting a Chapter 121A tax agreement to 
developer Arthur Ullian for the construction of Winchester House, 
an elderly housing project. 

The Planning Board must consider six criteria before ruling on 
the 121A application, which would give a tax break to Ullian. 
However, in Winchester’s case, there seems to be only three that 
actually apply. 

First, is the proposed development consistent with the zoning by¬ 
laws in the town? At first it did not as multi-family housing is not 
permitted at the site, Rangeley and Waterfield roads area, which 
was selected. This problem was removed in October of 1978 however, 
when the Winchester Board of Appeals granted Ullian a com¬ 
prehensive permit. 

The second point to consider is whether the project is consistent 
with the town's master plan. The fact is, Winchester doesn’t have a 
master plan. If one were to imagine a master plan, zoning would 
most likely be the core of that plan. Here again the comprehensive 
permit would allow the construction. 

The final point, perhaps the most controversial, is whether the 
proposed site is to be considered “blighted” or “decadent.” 

These terms, when applied to this case, are extremely elastic. 
The literal interpretation is not intended. If it was, Boston would 
probably have a few less buildings today. 

It should also be pointed out that, if the Planning Board ruled 
against granting a 121A on the grounds that the site was not 
"blighted” or “decadent,” Ullian might appeal the decision and, in 
the minds of many lawyers, win easily. 

There is the concern on the part of the neighbors in that area 
about the increase of people in the neighborhood. But if there is to be 
any sort of development there at all, what could be better than a 
group of elderly citizens? 

There are other benefits the town can gather from Winchester 
House. The annual revenue brought in through taxes on the project 
will help increase the tax* base in Winchester and thereby help 
combat inflation. Then there are the restrictions which the town can 
place on the developer through a 121A. Maintenance is one con¬ 
straint and this would include the upkeep of the railroad station, a 
location that sorely needs it. 

But the most rewarding benefit is perhaps the most obvious, 
housing for the elderly. 

It is truly a puzzle how Americans across the country continue to 
ignore the elderly, especially since we shall all be part of that order 
someday. The investments that the young can tnake in elderly in¬ 
terests, will be waiting for them when it’s their turn to collect. 

The need for elderly housing is obvious. It’s ridiculously obvious, 
it’s painfully obvious.

Dix Street House Still 
Owned By Same Family

...(Editor's ntHe: llcnry Simonds. a 
member of the Winchester Historical 
Commission whose avocation has long 
been Winchester history, this week 
recounts tales of Winchester in 1929). 

Those who believe our policemen 
draw their pay solely for protecting the 
community from the depredations of the 
so-called criminal element of society 
would be surprised if they would glance 
through the pages of the “blotter” at 
local headquarters. 

During the past week the police have 
been called upon to drive a flock of 
thousands of starlings from a west side 
street, to exterminate with gas a nest of 
wasps under the front porch of a local 
dwelling, to shoot several dogs in varying 
states of physical fitness, to return two 
stray ponies and a horse to their stalls in 
a barn on Pond street and finally to round 
up a valuable goat which had wandered 
away from an anxious owner in Woburn 
and was discovered asleep on the 
veranda of an estate near the center. 

Chief McIntosh must occasionally 
wonder whether he is operating u police 
department or an animal rescue league. 


After successfully eluding Traffic 
Officer Henry P. Dempsey of the Police 
Department on one mad dash through the 
center last Sunday evening, a woman 
speed merchant attempted to repeat her 
thrilling performance later the same 
night with disastrous results, though she 
led Officer Dempsey a stern chase before 
she was finally arrested in Woburn. 

Officer Dempsey was doing traffic 
duty in the police box in the center when 
he noticed a car approaching the square 
I rom the direction of Woburn and moving 
at a high rate of speed. Thinking at first 
that it was someotie bound for the 
hospital, Officer Dempsey gave the car a 
through light, but the machine did not 
slow up or make a turn toward the 
hospital. 

Throwing the light to red, the traffic 
officer left the box and ordered the driver 


ol the car to stop. A woman who was at 
the wheel paid no heed either to the 
traffic light or to Officer Dempsey’s 
whistle. 

Commandeering an automobile, the 
latter gave chase along the parkway and 
kept the woman’s car in sight until 
Central Square, Cambridge, was 
reached. Here the woman succeeded in 
eluding the policeman who had no other 
recourse than to return to Winchester. 

This he did, but in no especially 
pleasant frame of mind, and he was still 
lar from happy about the whole business 
when he saw his woman speeder coming 
back along Main street toward the 
center. 

Once again setting the traffic light 
against her, Officer Dempsey left the box 
and seeing the woman had no intention of 
stopping, he commandeered the machine 
of Vincent G. Carroll, 20, of 10 Lincoln st. 
and once more gave chase along Main 
street toward Woburn. 

Both machines were travelling at a 
terriffic rate of speed, and it was not until 
the woman approached Woburn center 
and was forced to slow down that Carroll 
was able to crowd her machine to the side 
of the road and force her to stop. The car 
she was driving did strike the rear of 
Carroll’s machine before she could bring 
it to a stop. 

Officer Dempsey placed the woman 
under arrest and conducted her to the 
station where she was booked on a 
number of charges, chief among them 
being those of driving under the influence 
of liquor, speeding and driving so as to 
endanger the lives of the public. 

She gave her name as Carrie 
Greenwood, 32, of 32 St. Stphen st., 
Boston, and said the car she was driving 
was the property of Carrie B. Wibur of 
the same address. Police allege that the 
woman admitted having taken a drink. 
She stated that she was rushing medicine 
to a sick baby at a summer camp in 
Wilmington. 

The woman was admitted to bail and 
appeared before Judge Jesse W. Morton 
in the Woburn District Court on Monday 
morning. The case was continued until 
Sept. 5. 


The Kelley house at 4 Dix st., built in 
1911, is another residence currently 
occupied by Bertha Blanchard, daughter 
of the original owner. 

It was first owned by Daniel Kelley 
who was born March 4, 1862. the son of 
Daniel and Sarah Kelley of Woburn and 
died Aug. 2, 1940. 

He came to Winchester in 1878 and 
first worked for Alanson Winn who ran a 
livery stable on Park street. In 1890 he 
became a partner with Winn and in 1893 
took over the ownership and added the 
undertaking business to his livery 
business. 

In 1900 he combined with Daniel W. 
Hawes to form the firm of Kelley & 
Hawes on Railroad avenue (now Shore 
road) which included a livery stable, 
express and undertaking business. A 
furniture storage warehouse was built on 
Park street in 1909. The old barn on Shore 
Road is still standing as well as the 


storage warehouse on Park street. 

The undertaking business was moved 
to 1 Elmwood avenue in 1928 which was 
originally the old District 5 School built in 
1843 and moved from the corner ol 
Church and Dix streets. Alter the death 
of Daniel W. Hawes in 1934, Kelley 
became the full owner of the business 
until 1937 when he sold the undertaking 
business to Eastman Funeral Service of 
Boston. 

He married Martha A. Russell on 
Sept. 17, 1890 who died Dec. 31, 1922. He 
remarried Isabel Locke Andrews on June 
15. 1928 who died October 30, 1962. Isabel 
Andrews was the daughter of Daniel W. 
and Emma F. (Morrison) Andrews, a 
descendant of the Andrews family who 
lived on Andrews Hill, near High street 
and Arlington road, in the early days of 
Winchester. 

Alter the death of her mother. Bertha 
Blanchard, the daughter of Daniel and 
Martha Kelley, became the owner. She 
married Dr. F. Milne Blanchard on June 
13, 1934 who died in 1972.

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local representatives’ votes on 
four key roll calls from late night 
sessions just before the House 
recessed until September. 

Arts Lottery (H 6720) - House 
approved 114-26, a bill 
establishing a lottery to raise 
money for the arts in 
Massachusetts. The bill provides 
for the sale of special lottery 
tickets, with proceeds to be 
distributed to local cities and 
towns through the same formula 
used for the state lottery. 

Under the legislation, each 
city and town must establish its 
own arts council or join a 
regional one, which will then 
make application to the Special 
Commission on the Arts, 
proposing how it will use its 
share of the projected funds it 
will receive. The proposals must 
meet certain guidelines 
established by the Commission, 
and then the council will receive 
its share of the funds. 

Supporters explain that this 
method will insure that money is 
distributed fairly through the 
state lottery formula, but also 
insures that the money is ear¬ 
marked for the arts, and 
prevents a single council with an 
expensive project from 
receiving more than its share of 
money at the expense of other 
councils. They said the lottery 
was a creative and sound ap¬ 
proach to raise revenues for the 
arts, and pointed out that the 
lottery would also create jobs in 
the state. 

Opponents argued an arts 
lottery would be competing with 
the state lottery, thus cutting 
into revenues now going directly, 
and earmarked, to local com¬ 
munities, from the state lottery. 
They said many communities 
use state lottery revenues to 
reduce property taxes, and 
would not be allowed to do that 
with arts lottery money. Some 
opponents said the bill would 
open the door to pressure for 
other groups and interests to set 
up lotteries. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. voted for the lottery. 

Drug Dealers (II 6669) 
House approved 139-10, the so- 
called presumptive sentencing 
bill, providing for stiff er 
penalties for drug dealers. The 
detailed and complex 29-page 
document covers a wide range of 
areas, and in many cases allows 
judges to impose penalties three 
times as harsh as current ones. 

A key provision is presum¬ 
ptive sentencing, which sets a 
specific range of mandatory 
prison sentences, with 
minimums and maximums, 
which judges can impose on 


dealers, with the requirement 
that judges submit in writing any 
reason for deviating from the 
sentences. In addition, the bill 
provides for mandatory life 
sentence for dealers convicted 
three times of selling large 
amounts of certain dangerous 
drugs. * 

Supporters argued the bill is 
tough, reasonable, and •‘com¬ 
prehensive, and one which will 
put major pushers on notice that 
the state means business and is 
finally cracking down on 
dealers. They said it will provide 
justice for the victims, defen¬ 
dants, and the public at large, 
and pointed out it still gives 
judges flexibility. 

Opponents took issue with a 
variety of provisions, with many 
pointing to specific penalties 
they said were harsher than 
necessary. Some said it takes too 
much power away from judges 
and claimed it could cripple and 
confuse the judicial system. 

Others said mandatory 
sentencing would result in juries 
being reluctant to convict 
people, and pointed out that 
parole is a constructive op¬ 
portunity to return a prisoner to 
society under supervision, as 
well as a way to remove a person 
from the street if he becomes a 
danger. 

Saltmarsh voted for it. 

Blood Banks (H 6727) - House 
barely approved 76-68, a bill 
allowing two private, com¬ 
mercial blood banks owned by 
Joseph Beatrice, to collect blood 
from paid donors in their own 
laboratories. 

Massachusetts is the only 
state that does not allow com¬ 
mercial blood banks, and under 
current law, only the Red Cross 
and non-profit hospitals are 
permitted to collect blood. 
Beatrice’s two firms, Boston 
Donor Procurement Service Inc. 
and The Knickerbocker 
Biologicals Inc., presently refer 
donors to hospitals, but are not 
allowed to collect blood in the 
state. 

Supporters argued the bill 
was a good one and noted that all 
the other 49 states allow private, 
paid blood donations. They said 
the Red Cross has an 
unreasonable and unfair 
monopoly on 90 percent of the 
blood collected in 

Massachusetts, and claimed 
there was nothing wrong with 
allowing commercial blood 
banks. 

Supporters emphasized the 
bill does not lessen any strict 
regulations that are designed to 
protect the public, noted the 
private companies would adhere 
to the same strict regulations as 
the Red Cross, and pointed out 


the two companies have had a 
spotless record in their field for 
20 years. Many noted that paid 
donors tend to be repeat donors 
making it easier to detect 
hepatitis. 

Opponents argued the bill was 
dangerous and clamed that 
permitting private blood banks 
to collect blood could result in 
increased hepatitis cases. They 
said the bill is opposed by the 
Red Cross, the Department of 
Public Health, and the medical 
establishment, and noted that 19 
states, which now permit private 
blood banks, are considering 
legislation prohibiting them. 

Opponents said the current 
system, based mainly on 
volunteer donors, is the safest 
system and gives us all the blood 
necessary. Many noted that 
Beatice, the owner of the two 
firms, is well-connected 
politically and along with his 
wife and associates donated 
some $4000 to Attorney General 
Bellotti, Treasurer Robert Crane 
and Paul Guzzi, Chief Secretary 
to Governor King. They said the 
bill was outrageous and was the 
single most repulsive piece of 
special interest legislation they 
had ever seen. 

After passage, opponents 
vowed a heavy lobbying effort to 
defeat the measure when it 
comes up for final enactment 
sometime following the 
Legislature’s return on Sep. 17. 

Saltmarsh voted for it.

Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local senators’ votes on four key 
roll calls from the late sessions 
just before the Senate recessed 
until September. 

Blood Banks (H 6727) • Senate 
approved 14-12, a bill allowing 
two private, commercial blood 
banks to collect blood from paid 
donors in their own private 
laboratories. The two firms are 
owned by Jospeh Beatrice, and 
currently they only refer donors 
to hospitals and the Red Cross. 
Under state law, only non-profit 
hospitals and the Red Cross are 
permitted to collect blood. 

Supporters argued that all 49 
other states allow the practice 
and said the bill does not present 
any increased dangers, because 
it does not lower the strict 
regulations which must be 
followed. They cited studies 
showing that private blood banks 
entice repeaters and that 
repeating blood donors have a 
lower rate of hepatitis. Many 
pointed to Beatrice’s two 
companies as having a fine 
record in 20 years in the field. 

Opponents argued the bill was 
a very dangerous one, and said it 
will result in increased hepatitis 


cases. They said it was opposed 
by every major individual in the 
health field and profession, and 
stressed that even though 49 
states allow’ the practice, 19 of 
those have legislation pending 
which would prohibit it. Others 
noted Beatrice, the firm's owner, 
was a large contributor to Paul 
Guzzi, who is Governor King’s 
Chief Secretary, Attorney 
General Bellotti and State 
Treasurer Bob Crane. They 
claimed he was using his 
political connections to help 
lobby for the bill, and many 
Senators said the measure was a 
self-serving, dangerous piece of 
special interest legislation. 
Following the bill’s slim 
passage, opponents noted the bill 
comes up for final approval after 
the Legislature returns in 
September and voted to work 
hard for the votes of the 13 
Senators who were not present 
and-or did not vote on the 
measure, which received near 
final approval at almost 2a.m. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
for the bill. 

Certificate of Need (S 463( - 
Senate approved 26-4, a bill 
directing the Department of 
Health to issue a certificate of 
need to allow the continued 
operation of the Bessie M. Burke 
Memorial Hospital in Lawrence 
as a long term nursing care 
facility for the care of its elderly 
and chronically ill citizens. 

Under the CON law, any 
medical facility desiring to 
spend more than $100,000 for 
construction or equipment must 
receive a CON from the Public 
Health Council. A special 
provision allows the Legislature 
to direct the Council to issue the 
certificate. 

Supporters noted that in this 
case, the Hospital did not apply 
for a certificate because it has 
applied in the past and been 
refused, despite the desparate 
need for the facilty. They noted 
that Greater Lawrence does not 
have enough nursing homes and 
pointed to the number of people 
waiting to get in nursing homes. 

Opponents argued this was 
just another example of the 
Legislature circumventing and 
undermining the CON law, arid 
pointed out this case was even 
more ourtrageous since this year 
the hospital had not even 
bothered to apply to the Council 
for a CON. They noted the CON 
law was designed to insure a 
rational and coordinated 
distribution of health care 
resources in the state, and said 
continued efforts to circumvent 
the law will result in higher 
medical costs and higher taxes. 

Rotondi voted against the bill 
and was present. 
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Lee Behnke; Aiming For A Community Role

Lei* Behnke has her work cut out for 
her With last June’s racial problems in 
town still very much on the minds of 
Winchester residents, the new 
multicultural specialist has assumed a 
job which she hopes will include not only 
•he schools, but the community as well. 

“A democratic society has 
traditionally had very high hopes for the 
school system in terms of producing the 
kind of citizens it wants," says Behnke. 

The idealistic hopes are fine, but the 
reality is that the school system reflects 
the community and always has. The 
school system cannot be more or less 
than the community which it represents. 
I'herefore. the ties between the school 
and the community, whether they’re 
acknowledged or unacknowledged, are 
there." 

Behnke, who recently received her 
masters degree in education from 
Harvard, has been given the respon¬ 
sibility of coordinating the multicultural 
programs in Winchester’s schools. Her 
interest in this sort of education is deep 
rooted. 

"The word multicultural is a rather 
new- term that’s grown up in the past few 
years," says Behnke. one of two new 
administrators this year, the other being 
Personnel Assistant Diane Hall. "Before 
that, anything like this would have been 
called cross-cultural. My interest, ever 
since 1 was in the Peace Corps, has been 
in the cross-cultural relations, cross- 
racial, cross-ethnic and cross-lingual. 

"If you wanted to call it an academic 
Held, it’s where psychology, an¬ 
thropology and linguistics meet. The 
study of culture, language and the human 
mind." 

Tm coordinating multicultural 
programs and I see that as an important 
tiling as I start. Many teachers are doing 
many things without much knowledge of 
what other teachers are doing." 

"As part of my job as a curriculum 
developer, or specialist, I hope to not only 
lind existing materials that would be 
helpful, but to develop some uniquely 
suited to the Winchester situation and 
school system." 

Although she is employed by the 
School Department, Behnke, a resident 
of Winchester, is hoping to take an active 
role in the community. 

“I’d like to be visible in the town and 
I’d like the program to extend beyond the 
schools,’’ says Behnke. "I would hope 
that my role would include the com¬ 
munity and I hope to meet with the heads 
of churches and get to know them, as well

as the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. 

"Perhaps I’m over optimistic about 
my capacity," continues Behnke, "but 
the problems are not just school 
problems and the opportunities lor 
solving them are not just school op¬ 
portunities. There should be community 
opportunities." 

Behnke, an outgoing person with light 
brown hair and blue eyes, feels the 
question of race relations is one that 
requires an honest effort if it is to suc¬ 
ceed. 

"I feel very strongly that, a 
democracy, like a marriage, has to be 
worked very hard at. Every generation 
has to renew its committment to the idea 
of diversity and to the idea of people 
being able to overlook differences 
whether they’re social class, religious or 
racial," says Behnke. "Our country 
depends on our ability to be able to do 


that. Each generation has to confront the 
question again." 

Listening to her, one gets the idea that 
Behnke has a real sense and un¬ 
derstanding of her field. 

"The problems in Winchester are not 
unique to Winchester," she points out. 
"The problems are complex and 
historical. Even though the efforts and 
the hard work of making a democracy 
work goon with each generation, there’s 
no reason to lose our idealism about 
what’s possible and not to lose sight of 
how much America’s done and can do in 
this area.” 

Behnke doesn’t feel that there has 
been a lack of interracial education in the 
past in America. In fact she feels she’s 
proof of that education. 

"I’m a product of the American school 
system," she notes. "I’m one of John 
Kennedy’s kids, I was a Peace Corps

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volunteer. I feel very much a product of 
American democracy. I feel my interest 
in this subject and this area stems very 
much from my experience in America 
and my committment to the democratic 
ideas." 

Behnke feels a key to race relations is 
having confidence and trust in each 
other. "I don't remember exactly who 
said it, some ol the dissenters from the 
American Puritans who were about to 
move down to Rhode Island, ‘Nobody is 
holy except me and thee and I’m not sure 
about thee.’ The issue ol diversity really 
comes down to, you could end up ex¬ 
cluding the entire world except your¬ 
self." 

So isolation is a problem that must be 
dealt with according to Behnke. "That’s 
really a position of fear. Where finally no 
one is trustworthy except yourself. One 
great purpose of education is to allow 
people to transcend the natural desire to 
retreat into a hole that contains only 
themselves." 

She adds that "when one can 
celebrate diversity, one is in a position of 
strength and one, by definition, is well 
educated." 

Increasing diversity among Win¬ 
chester residents is certainly something 
Behnke hopes to address. "A position like 
mine is important," states Behnke. "1 
think my position is a response to the 
greater question of human diversity and 
democratic ideals. I feel I’m appropriate 
to this generation and this town." 

In the schools, part of Behnke’s job 
includes developing pilot programs in¬ 
volving various ethnic groups. However, 
Behnke, who started working last week, 
is not ready to discuss possible 
programs. 

"I think the particular mention ol 
pilot programs in my job description 
involved, at least on the thought of the 
people making it, the use of a grant that 
they wrote to fund specific programs. I 
haven’t seen a copy of the proposal yet, 
but 1 would assume if funding is 
available, one could designate early 
elementary, late elementary, secondary 
areas and find teachers who want to 
develop particular programs to be taken 
around to other schools. Before I say 
anything definite about any specific pilot 
programs in Winchester as such, 1 would 
have to see the wording of the grant." 

For the moment, Behnke feels her 
budget is suitable for her needs "As a 
starting multicultural specialist the 
school has given me adequate funds to 
have the freedom to develop some 
programs," states Behnke. "As I go on in 
the field, I may be able to find out 
through other specialists what federal

lunding is available and what sorts of 
programs we could, perhaps, be part of." 

But Behnke has ideas for her program 
which would not be very expensive. "One 
thing I have in mind in terms of 
developing local resources will be to take 
the Tufts foreign student community as a 
resource. They’re the closest large group 
of loreigners and with the Fletcher 
School of Law and Diplomacy there, 
there’s people with many, many jobs and 
a great age range." 

Having loreign students come in and 
give talks on days when they're available 
or when there's nothing else planned is 
not what Behnke has in mind. 

"1 would like to develop ways that 
they could fit in specifically into 
teachers’ lesson plan programs. Not just 
come in and give an off-the-cuff talk, but 
a very well planned and integral part of 
somebody’s curriculum." 

In a Held like human relations, which 
is a continuous, never ending project, 
setting goals can be a problem "I have 
my personal goal, which is to perform 
adequately the job that has been given, 
as described The goals for Winchester, 1 
hope, will grow out of things like the 
teachers' workshop." 

The teachers’ workshop, which began 
on Monday, involves eight Winchester 
teachers, Behnke and Gwen Blackburn, 
multicultural specialist in Medford. 
Blackburn has been hired as a con¬ 
sultant 

One of the goals of the workshop is to 
decide how a multicultural program can 
best serve Winchester and what it means 
to the teachers, parents, administrators 
and citizens of the town. "So those goals 
should not be imposed by me," Behnke 
l>oints out, "but should grow out of a 
dynamic discussion within the town." 

Behnke stands on the threshold of a 
job career she hopes will encompass not 
only Winchester schools, but Winchester 
the community. 

"The students are only in school five 
or six hours a day and then they go 
home," Behnke points out. "But they’re 
all our children. They’re not just the 
schools’ children, they’re not just the 
churches children They’re the town’s 
children, they’re America’s children. We 
have to be responsible for them in all 
aspects of life. That’s my community 
role 1 hope." 

"I see myself as an educator in a 
grand tradition and I hope I can live up to 
it."

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Three Schools Are Slated To Close Supt. William MacDonald Foresees 6 Staff' Positions 

At The End Of This School Year a Year Of ‘Real Work’ Ahead Are Open In 


In September Noonan, Parkhurst and 
Washington schools will open their doors 
to elementary students for the last time; 
at the end of this academic year these 
three schools will close under a con¬ 
solidation plan adopted in 1978 by the 
School Committee. 

In addition to closing these schools 
the plan also provides that Winchester 
High School be converted from a three to 
four-year school; all seventh and eighth 
graders be housed at McCall Jr. High; 
and Lynch Jr. High be used as an 
elementary school. The future use of the 
three schools slated to be closed has not 
yet been determined. 

Definitive action on consolidation first 
came in June, 1978 when the School 
Committee voted to close Parkhurst 
School in 1979; close the Noonan and 
Washington schools in 1980; convert 
Lynch to an elementary school in 1980; 
convert McCall to a grades 7-8 junior 
high in 1980; convert the high school to a 
four-year plan in 1980; and move the 
central office to Lynch in 1980. 


This adopted plan was basically that 
recommended by Supt. of Schools 
William MacDonald in the fall of 1977 and 
was one of the options in a task force 
proposal released in March. 197R 

However, in October. 1978 MacDonald 
recommended to the committee that 
Parkhurst be kept open for another year 
because the enrollment on the west side 
was higher than expected 

MacDonald’s recommendation, which 
the committee adopted, was based on 
two points: 

-that the 1978 1979 Parkhurst 
enrollment was 31 more students than 
expected, and that if the .school was 
closed students would be transferred to 
Ambrose and the Vinson-Owen schools. 
While the administration thought Vinson- 
Owen had the capacity to absorb these 
students, Ambrose didn't. 

-the second point was based on the 10 
children in a Parkhurst special need, 
class. MacDonald said most of those 
students had been moved to different 
locations in three years. Since the ad¬ 


ministration expected to house all 
special needs classes at Lynch in 1980. 
keeping Parkhurst open would provide 
some stability. 

Administrative Assistant for Per¬ 
sonnel and Pupil Services Diane Hall 
says that the closings of these three 
schools at the end of this year will create 
staffing changes throughout the system. 

MacDonald says that the con¬ 
solidation issue will be one of the key 
issues to be confronted this year. 


Meeting Cancelled 

The School Committee meeting 
originally scheduled for next Monday 
night has been cancelled until further 
notice. 


‘‘There’s something kind of exciting 
about returning to school. There’s an 
empty feeling of a school without kids," 
Supt. of Schools William MacDonald said 
recently, when asked to comment on his 
view of the soon to begin academic year. 
‘‘We should have an awfully good year. 
We have a strong and stable staff." 

MacDonald noted, however, that 
there are three issues which will have to 
be addressed and which will contribute to 
"a real work year." 

The phenomenon of staff reductions in 
force (KIF), which accompany declining 
enrollment, MacDonald says concerns 
him since it affects staff morale. School 
budget increase, no matter how small, 
will be counteracted by an even higher 
rate of inflation. 


And planning for the closing of three 
elementary schools at the end of this year 
(Noonan, Parkhurst and Washington), 
the change from a three to a four-year 
high school, and consolidation of the two 
junior high schools is the thiid issue 
MacDonald considers potentially dif¬ 
ficult.

Hall says that staff members 
currently on the recall list (those whose 
positions have been reduced within the 
last year) will be eligible for these jobs.

Winchester Hospital Gets 87 
Offers From Blood Donors 


Eighty-seven potential life-savers 
offered to give a pint of blood recently 
when Winchester Hospital sponsored its 
annual summer blood drive for the 
American Red Cross. 

Seventy-four pints of blood were 
drawn. Hospital accountants, 
technicians, secretaries, clerks and 
therapists as well as doctors and nurses 
donated a pint and several visitors 
stopped to donate while walking through 
the hospital lobby One man took time to 
give before picking up his wife who was 
being discharged that day 

Every two hours throughout the two- 
day drive, couriers from Red Cross 
Chapters in Metro Boston came to the 


hospital to collect the fragile pints of 
blood, which must be processed within 
four hours of the time they are donated. 

Depending on the need, the whole 
blood is separated into red cells and 
plasma < blood fluid), or red cells, plasma 
and platelets (the clotting element in 
blood). Two additional samples are taken 
from every donor for flood typing and to 
check for hidden diseases like hepatitis 
which can lie dormant in the blood for 
years and still be transmitted through 
transfusion. 

Bob Gerrity, director of the Red 
Cross’s Winchester chaDter. was oleased 
with the response to the drive, especially 
from donors wno weren’t scheduled to 


give but dropped in when they saw the 
activity. -This is the tirst year for the 
drive here in the hospital lobby, and the 
fact that the lobby is roomy and cool and 
right in the middle of activity helped 
draw the extra donors.’ 

Helen Abbott, a member of the 
hospital's community relations staff and 
coordinator ol the drive, agreed “The 
number of pints we were able to draw 
was much higher than average for the 
number of donors who presented 
themselves. And a full third of our donors 
were unscheduled - they just saw us and 
walked in 

“All in all,” she concluded, “it was a 
very successful drive.’

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Capital Punishment, Yes Or No?

Gov. Edward J. King has prompted 
local concern by recently signing into law 
legislation mandating capital punish¬ 
ment in certain first degree murder 
ttriwictions. 

The bill, which was signed Aug. 15, 
wftitild affect those convicted of first 
decree murder involving rape, hijack, 
murder on contract, murder of a 
policeman, firefighter or correction 
officer, and a second offense for first 
degree murder. 

'Vjppeared that many residents questioned 
Wre in favor of capital punishment and 
the Governor’s bill.

I 
think it will stop crime. I think if a guy 
knows he’s going to burn for it, he’ll 
stop.” 

Brian Donohoe: “Sometime yes, 
sometimes no. It all depends on the 
case.” 

Lisa Moda: “I don’t like it. I don’t 
think anybody should be killed, punished, 
but not killed.” 

Gary Wiedwald: “Generally I’m in 
favor of capital punishment but I 
question the broad coverage of the bill he 
signed. It’s too broad. Minimally it’s a 
deterrent. There are instances when a 
person takes one or more lives when it’s 
not a cruel and inhuman punishment, 
considering what the criminal did was 
cruel and inhumane.

Police Chief John McHugh: “I’m not a 
person that advocates the old biblical 
“eye for an eye, tooth for a tooth’ but I feel 
we have gone too far the other way. 
We’ve got to have some legislation on the 
books that makes it a penalty to take 
someone’s life. We’ve deinstitutionalized 
the jails but we’re not doing much for the 
victims of crime. I think we should 
devote more time for the victims.” 

Susan Consales: “I don’t like capital 
punishment. If they’re (the criminal) 
going to do it, they’re going to do it.” 

Keith Goodwin: “I think the bill is 
good. Somebody commits a crime like 
that it’s better to kill them than keep 
them in prison at our expense.” 

Anne Baron: "I’m for it in certain 
cases. It may make the percentage of 
murders smaller if people realize they’re 
going to be punished that severely.” 

Bernard Scahill: “Well, I’ve been 
thinking about it quite a bit. I think it is 
right. In the majority of cases I think it is 
quite correct.

“Governor King promised a $500 
million property tax rollback this year, 
lie failed to deliver it.

Winchester House Project Is 
Delayed To Spring 1980 


The proposed elderly housing project 
in Winchester, originally scheduled to be 
built starting this fall, has been delayed 
to at least the spring of 1980 because of a 
funding problem, according to Arthur' 
Ullian, developer of Winchester House. 

Ullian stated recently that the 1979 
fiscal year deadline for funding from the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA) has passed. Winchester House 
could still receive funding from the next 
fiscal vear. 

‘‘We haven’t been denied funding.” 
Ullian pointed out. "They just won’t be- 
able to fund it this year. So the earliest 
start for the project would be the 
spring.” 

Ullian is still hoping that the Win¬ 
chester Planning Board will approve his 
applicaition for a 121A permit. “If we got 
approval from the town that project 
would be built. We still hope and want the 
Planning Board to grant us this 121 A. We 
really urge that " 

Under a chapter 121A agreement, the 
developer is exempt from property taxes 
and substitutes a negotiated excise tax 
for a period of 15 to 40 years. The excise 


tax is a percentage of the gross income of 
the property. 

. Winchester House, a proposed lOfr- 
unit project for low to moderate income 
elderly lpeople, would be built on a two- 
acre site near Rangeley and Waterfield 
roads.

In the middle of June, the 
Freedom Trail Shuttle Tours 

began a program of bus tours to 
local landmarks and museums, 
incorporating on-off bus service 
(unlimited rides for the day of 
your ticket) and discounted 
admissions at participating 
institutions. To date, the Shuttle 
has carried 15,000 passengers. 
Last week, two new buses were 
formally introduced to the press. 

The buses are lovely. Perhaps 
you have seen them. Two new 
Prevost Mirage coaches from 
Canada, with a quarter-million- 
dollar price tag. They are white, 
bedecked with placards bearing 
the logos of some of the places on 
the route. A Where's Boston? 
poster was fastened across the 
back of our bus. which Marianne 
Foley called “a floating 
billboard.” 

Our bus had a little refrig¬ 
erator (We checked: It was 
empty.) and a lavatory (We 
didn’t check.), but the most 
unusual feature of the Mirage 
coach is the design of the win¬ 
dows. Most bus windows come 
down about as far as your 
shoulder when you’re sitting 
down; the Mirage windows 
extend to the elbow level, and 
they curve a bit at the top to the 
roofline. The view area is about 
double that of a normal bus win¬ 
dow. The Mirage windows are 
made of smoked glass. Lettering 
about emergency exits is 
bilingual, French and English. 

We settled in our seats (ad¬ 
justable, like airplane seats, and 
upholstered in plum-and- 
turquoise plush in a diamond 
pattern), nosed out of the 
museum driveway, and were 
immediately embroiled in a traf¬ 
fic jam. We were glad not to be 
driving and turned our attention 
to the little canal that runs along 
the side of the museum. “This is 
a real canal,” tour escort Gerald 
Johnson said, “and the water 
level can be raised or lowered by 
locks.” A small boat appeared to 
be in serious trouble in the canal. 
One of its bumpers had come 
free, and in an effort to secure it, 
the crew was standing in one 
small corner of the stern deck, 
and the prow was way out of the 
water. The crew seemed to be in 
good spirits, and just when it 
looked as though they must 


. surely capsize, our bus jolted 
forward, and the boat was lost 
from view. 

The rest of the tour was 
smooth sailing. The sun came 
out as we passed Faneuil Hall, 
and continued to shine. We 
turned on Court Street, drove 
past Government Center and 
along Tremont Street toward the 
Theatre District. Escort Gerald 
(wearing a brown blazer that 
gave him an official look) made a 
few adjustments to the volume- 
control of his microphone and 
pointed out the Common and the 
Combat Zone. “The city fathers 
decided to put all the vice in one 
place,” he said, and everbody 
laughed. We went through Park 
Square and on past the Hancock 
Tower, Copley Square, and 
Trinity Church (“The Pride and 
Joy of Copley Square,” Gerald 
said). 

We threaded our way through 
the Back Bay (not much traffic, 
but lots of pedestrians careening 
about) to Beacon Street, where 
we looked at the old townhouses 
with window panes of purple 
glass (“High manganese content, 
causing discoloration on 
exposure to sunlight.”), the 
Somerset Club, and the 
Women’s City Club, and headed 
for the waterfront. Gerald 
pointed out all the stops the bus 
would normally make if it were 
full of real people. For the jour¬ 
nalists, no stops. 

We swept around Northern 
Avenue and crossed the Wash¬ 
ington Street Bridge into 
Charlestown, because the USS 
Constitution, berthed in the 
Navy Yard there, is one of the 
official stops. We skirted the 
Bunker Hill Monument (not 
an official stop), and as we ap- 
roached the Museum of Science 
Gerald said, “The museum, 
where you can experience dino¬ 
saurs and many hands-on 
exhibits, is also the home of the 
Hayden Planetarium.” He 
pronounced the name Hi-dn’, as 
in composer Franz Joseph 
Haydn. 

Mary Desmond, director of 
public relations for the Museum 
of Science, gently corrected him. 
“It’s Hay-den,” she said. 

“Oh,” Gerald said, “I’m a 
musician, you know, and I 
always think Haydn.”

starfish, sea urchins, and other 
tame marine life. The islands 
also provide foundations for 
summer residences built in the 
late 1800s and early 1900s and 
the buildings of a small colony of 
lobster hunters. 

Nantasket Beach in the south 
curl of the harbor is accessible 
from several of the harbor ves¬ 
sels. Boats leave from Georges 
Island to the white-sand harbor 
beach twice daily and from 
Howe’s Wharf in Boston twice 
daily. 

On the way back to Boston, 
harbor visitors might catch sight 
of Spectacle Island, which is one 
to avoid. The island got its name 
from its resemblance in shape to 
a pair of eyeglasses. It has been 
used for a rendering plant for 
dead horses, a plant that 
extracted grease from garbage, 
and most recently as a dump for 
the city of Boston, which greatly 
increased the island’s size. The 
dump still burns below the sur- 


Thompson Island has four 
ecosystems to explore:

fuce from a fire started in I960, 
and the island is heavily popu¬ 
lated with rats. 

Near Spectacle Island is one 
of the most interesting harbor 
islands, Thompson Island, just 
across from the South Boston 
harbor area. Thompson Island is 
the only privately-owned island 
in the harbor, and its trustees 
welcome visitors by appoint¬ 
ment. The island’s main attrac¬ 
tion is the Thompson Island 


Education Center, which 
evolved from the original Bos¬ 
ton Farm School, created in 1733 
and later incorporated with the 
Boston Asylum for Indigent 
Boys. Hostel-type accommoda¬ 
tions are available for housing 
groups or organizations of at 
least 20 |K*ople, and f»x>d ser¬ 
vices are available for groups of 
26 or more. 

Visitors to the island may 
explore along the marked inter¬ 
pretive walking trail the four 
ecosystems of the island: two salt 
marshes, pastures, woods, and 
beaches. The education center 
also offers a graduated series of 
physical and mental challenges 
in a “ropes” course. The course 
uses a system of ropes, logs, and 
walls along with Outward Bound 
survival techniques to build self- 
confidence and leadership and to 
improve group cooperation. One 
of the first challenges is to find a 
wav to move 15 people over a 15- 
foot wall with no aids other than 
group ingenuity.

Get Away to the Harbor Isles

A few miles out from Boston are 
a collection of islands as rural as 
any upcountry getaway. The 
Boston Harbor isles, some 30 in 
all, make up one of the least- 
used and least-acknowledged 
recreational and educational 
resources in the area. Until 
recently, that is. 

Since acquiring the islands in 
1970, the state has completely 
developed five of them into parks 
available for recreational activi¬ 
ties and historical viewing. 
Georges Island is the stopping- 
off point for this group, with 
frequent cruise service from 
two harbor boat companies. 

Bay State-Spray lines leave 
Long Wharf, adjacent to the 
Aquarium station on the Blue 
Line, three times daily. The cost 
is $3; children under 12 for $2. 
Massachusetts Bay Lines leave 
Rowe’s Wharf, between South 
Station on the Red Line and 
Aquarium station, twice a day 
for $3.50, children $2.50. 

Once on the pier at Georges 
Island, visitors may tour his¬ 
toric Fort Warren and muse 
about its mysterious Lady-in- 
Black legend. During the Civil 
War the wife of one of the Con¬ 
federate officers imprisoned at 
the fort came to the island to 
help her husband escape, but 
they were both caught and 
hanged. Since the woman had 
arrived disguised in men’s cloth¬ 
ing and the fort could offer no 
proper women’s clot hing, the 
woman died dressed in black 
soldier’s clothes. She is said to 
haunt the casements, ramparts, 
and secret passages of the fort 
even today. 

Picnicking, barbecuing in one 
of the available pits, exploring 
the trails, and fishing for floun¬ 
der or cod could round out a day 
at Georges Island, or ambitious 
island goers may take a free 


water taxi to Gallops, Lovells, 
Grape, and Bumpkin islands. 
From Labor Day through the end 
of September the water taxi 
will run on weekends only. Vis¬ 
itors may also reach Grape and 
Bumpkin islands by taking the 
Massachusetts Bay Lines hover- 
crafts, vessels riding on cushions 
of air over the water, for $3, 
children $2, at any of the four 
daily excursion times. The 
hovercraft leaves from Hewitt’s 
Cove in Hingham. 


Harbor visitors might 
catch sight of Spectacle 
Island, which is one to 
avoid. 


Picnicking, trails, and boat 
and fishing piers are also avail¬ 
able on these four other state- 
park islands thnt are available 
by public sailing vessels. Lovells 
Island additionally offers a self- 
guided nature trail, camping, a 
swimming beach with a life¬ 
guard, and viewing of Fort 
Standish, named for Myles 
Standish, the military leader of 
Plymouth Colony. 

Peddocks Island, home of Fort 
Andrews, also has boat piers and 
requires a special permit for 
island visitation. The permit is 
available free, along with camp¬ 
ing permits on any of the other 
islands, by calling 727-5250. 
Other government-owned 
islands are accessible either by 
causeways, bridges, or private 
watercraft. Castle Island, across 
the main shipping channel from 
the airport, is connected to the 
mainland by a causeway and 
offers Fort Independence, a large 
five-sided structure initiated by 
President John Adams in 1799. 
The Brewsters, a constellation of 
five islands farthest out in the 


harbor, are available by private 
harborgoing vehicles only. The 
state is working on new dock 
facilities, extended water-taxi 
service, and clearance of poison¬ 
ous plants on the islands; how¬ 
ever, this remote group still may 
be worth the trip. Great Brew¬ 
ster is the top of a large drumlin 
formed by a glacial drift; 

Middle, Little, and Outer Brew¬ 
ster, along with the Graves and 
Green Islands and Calf and 
Little Calf, are outcrops of solid 
bedrock covered with colorful 
wild roses. In tidal pools around 
the island shores, one can find

It’s a Dog’s Life: 
Dog-Day Afternoons

If you think you’re having 
trouble beating the dog-day 
heat, just ask your canine com¬ 
rade — he knows what dog-days 
are really all about. 

Before getting to some ideas 
how to cool off together, a word 
or two about the term “dog 
days” and what causes prob¬ 
lems for dogs during the sultry 
season. 

The dog days, that stretch 
between mid-July and Septem¬ 
ber, are so called from the Latin 
dies caniculares, dog-star days. 
The Dog Star, also called Sirius 
and Canicula, rises and sets with 
the sun during this simmering 
season. Found in the southern 
hemisphere, it is the brightest 
star in the sky, part of the con¬ 
stellation Canis Major (great 
dog), and the sixth-nearest star 
to Karth other than the sun. 

Even though the etymology of 
the term has nothing to do with 
real, live dogs, all of dogdom 
probably suffers as much or more 
than any group during this time. 
Dogs with heavy coats of fine fur, 
pug-nosed dogs, and overweight 


dogs are especially prone to over¬ 
heating, which can lead to heat 
stroke or shock. 

The biggest favor you can do 
your dog during this time is to 
find ways to protect him from 
the hazardous combination of 
high temperatures, humidity, 
and lack of ventilation. Should 
your dog seem to be suffering, 
check his temperature. The 
nose is not the temperature 
barometer; it’s the other end. 

So you’ll need a rectal thermo¬ 
meter. Adult dogs should regis¬ 
ter between 100.4° and 102.2°F 
(38° to 39°C); temperatures of 
103° or higher are cause for 
alarm. 

The tongue is an 
extremely important 
cooling organ for dogs, 
which is why they pant. 

If he is overheated, you may 
also notice excessive panting, 
weakness, dilated pupils, wobbly 
legs, and a'bluish or purplish 
tongue. Get the dog into a venti¬ 


lated area of fresh, cool air. 
Bathe him with wet towels or in 
a bathtub, massaging his legs 
and body. A cold-water enema or 
ice packs to the head also help in 
cooling. Allow him to drink small 
amounts of water, and rinse his 


mouth. Finally, call your vet for 
oxygen, saline/glucose injec¬ 
tions, and treatment for shock. 

Though nervousness and exer¬ 
cise may accentuate the prob¬ 
lem of overheating, if you and 
your dog are careful, a healthy 


diversion may be the best way to 
beat the dog-day heat. Give the 
dog a job to do — like fetching or 
carrying a stick or newspaper on 
a stroll — to take his mind off his 
problems. 

If he’s leash-trained, perhaps 
teach him to pull you on roller 
skates. If he can fetch, show him 
how to put tennis balls back in 
the basket while you serve. Or 
take him jogging where the cool 
breezes blow down by the river or 
oceanfront. Start off at a dog¬ 
trot, and he’ll probably want to 
lead the way, cutting a few cor¬ 
ners, of course. The classiest 
kind of dog to have for jogging is 
one with a long, pink tongue that 
hangs out the side of his mouth 
when he runs. 

Actually, the tongue is an 
extremely important cooling 
organ for dogs, which is why 
they pant. Dogs have few sweat 
glands compared to humans; 
instead, wet saliva evaporating 
over the blood-rich surface of the 
tongue acts as a temperature 
regulator. After any serious 
panting bout, make sure the 
dog can get plenty of water to 
replenish the evaporated body 
fluids. 

If you really want to keep cool 
together, try water sports. Go out 
to the backyard and get under a

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hose spray, take a boat ride, dog- 
paddle around the bathtub, or go 
swimming. Beware of regula¬ 
tions against this, though. Many 
public areas, such as swimming 
beaches and recreational water 
areas, prohibit dogs. 

Vacationing with your dog can 
be an enjoyable pastime, if you 
prepare properly. Paula 
VVeideger and Geraldine Thors- 
ten have published a definitive 
guide called Travel With Your 
Pet (Simon and Schuster, $7.95). 
The authors report that most 
areas require pets to be appro¬ 
priately restrained. All national 
parks and most state parks allow 
dogs at least in some areas. In 
Massachusetts, the Cape Cod 
National Seashore near South 
Wellfleet allows dogs, but it’s a 
good idea to keep them on 
leashes or at least close at hand. 
Places that generally don’t allow 
dogs include wildlife refuges, 
zoos, food stores, public eating 
places, museums, movie 
theatres, and park trails beyond 
a quarter-mile from developed 
campsites. The best rule of 
thumb is to call ahead once you 
know your itinerary. Americans 
tend to be notorious dog lovers, 
and a responsbile dog owner 
might he able to arrange for 
special accommodations. 

Whether traveling far or 
around town, experts agree, do 
NOT leave your dog in a parked 
car. Finding a window position 
wide enough for ventilation and 
narrow enough to prevent escape 
or dognapping is nearly impos¬ 
sible. Temperatures inside cars 
can rise to 110°F or higher in a 
short time. 

Another car tip is to prevent 
the dog from hanging its head 
out the window; the classy 
tongue theory is unhealthy in 
this case. Dogs like to savor new 
scents, but whipping along the 
highway with a nose out the win¬ 
dow can easily damage it, along 
with eyes, ears, and throat. 

While dogs enjoy cooling off 
in many of the same ways as 
humans, one way not to try is 
slipping a little whiskey in your 
dog’s water, as some people do. 
Alcohol has practically no veteri¬ 
nary use and can be fatal to your 
smaller furry friend. The alcohol 
lowers his temperature hy bring¬ 
ing the blond to the stomach, 
which produces a false sensa¬ 
tion of warmth. Instead, you 
might try adding some crushed 
ice and mint leaves to his water, 
or give him an ice cream cone.D

Franconia Notch

Although scarce gasoline may 
seem to tip the summer travel 
scales to the negative side this 
year, here’s a trip suggestion 
that you should find both 
practical and pleasing. 

North on 1-93, only three hours 
from any Boston suburb, and 
less from some, is the threshold 
of New Hampshire’s Franconia 
Notch, an area of natural moun¬ 
tain beauty so scenic that — 
with a little help from the alpine 
altitude — it will take your 
breath away. Here, along a ten- 
mile stretch, enough recrea¬ 
tional opportunities are avail¬ 
able to keep you and every mem¬ 
ber of your family inexpensively 
and actively occupied for as long 
as you stay. . 

Franconia Notch, much of 
which is a state park, adjoins the 
730-acre White Mountain 
National Forest with its high 
peaks, rushing streams, and deep 
woods. Despite the excellent 
skiing and other winter-sport 
facilities, the area is an even 
more popular destination in the 
summer. The mountains here, 
among the oldest in the world, 
are an outstanding example of 
glacial erosion. The beauty of 
their unspoiled slopes changes 
continually with the weather, 
time of day, and direction of 
travel. 

Entering Franconia Notch 
State Park from the south, where 
1-93 and Route 3 join, your first * 
stop will be The Flume. This 
700-foot-long natural gorge, with 


perpendicular granite walls 
rising 70 feet, is between 10 and 
20 feet wide. Strong boardwalks 
lead you over bubbling brooks 
and past amazing rock forma¬ 
tions and lush vegetation. You’ll 
see a covered bridge and 
Avalanche Falls, three-fourths of 
a mile beyond which is Sentinel 
Pine Bridge and The Pool. Allow 
at least two hours to explore The 
Flume, more on a hot day when 
temperatures here are 20 degrees 
cooler than on the valley floor. 
Admission is $2 for adults, $1.25 
for ages 6 to 12. A free bus 
deposits you one-fifth of a mile 
from the gorge entrance. 

Probably the most famous 
attraction in the Notch is the 
Old Man in the Mountains, a 
great granite profile on a 
shoulder of Cannon Mountain 
1200 feet above small, clear 
Profile Lake. This natural phe¬ 
nomenon, the features of which 
are formed by five outcrops of 
stone and are 48 feet from chin to 
forehead, was discovered in 1805 
when the first road through the 
Notch was being cut. The like¬ 
ness to a human face is apparent 
for a distance of only 350 feet 
along the road. Cars may stop on 
the shoulders of the narrow road 
so passengers can gaze at the 
visage, but this will change in 
the next two years when the road 
is widened and curbs added to 
end the traffic jams this causes. 
You’ll have a more attractive 
and less dangerous view of the 
Old Stone Face if you park in the 
designated lot and walk the short 


distance to the shore of Profile 
Lake. The best time to view the 
profile is from 10 am to 2 pm, 
when the direction of the sun 
highlights the different rock out¬ 
crops most distinctly. 

Franconia Notch offers 
spectacular opportunities for 
hiking. The advantage to trails 
here is that you don’t have to be 
an expert climber to enjoy them. 
Take the Cannon Mountain 
Aerial Tramway, a five-minute 
ride in enclosed cars for $3 for 
adults and $1.75 for children 6 to 
12, to the summit. Then enjoy a 
nonstrenuous half-hour walk to 
Artist’s Bluff overlooking Echo 
Lake at the northern end of the 
Notch to test your walking legs. 
If you’re not lame and still game, 
continue an additional mile 
round trip on the trail to Bald 
Mountain for sights of alpine 
flowers and a grand view of the 
Notch. 

Other hiking trails converge at 
Lafayette Campground, just 
south of the Old Man in the 
Mountains. A 1.5-mile trail from 
the parking lot there leads to an 
unsurpassed vista of the Fran¬ 
conia Range from lovely Lone¬ 
some Lake. South of the camp¬ 
ground visit the Basin, a giant 
pothole of swirling water that 
has formed a stone bowl. From 
there take the trail across Cas¬ 
cade Brook for a three-mile, two- 
hour round trip to Kinsman 
Falls, an impressive series of 
waterfalls over 40-foot ledges. 
Brook and waterfall activity is 
reduced during dry August. 

You may consider visiting 
Franconia Notch during the 


week when summer visitors are 
fewer and accommodations are 
easier to come by. Motels are 
located in North Woodstock, 
Franconia, and Lincoln. Or try 
the attractive Lafayette State 
Campground or several public 
camping grounds near the 
Notch. Reservations are strongly 
recommended. 

Once you’ve arranged for beds, 
no doubt you’ll turn your atten¬ 
tion to food. Snacks are avail¬ 
able at The Flume and at Echo 
Lake; cafeterias are located at 
both the valley and the summit 
stations at Cannon Mountain. 
Restaurants are found in nearby 
towns, as are grocery stores for 
picnic makings. Whitehorse 
Brook and Profile Lake are parti¬ 
cularly nice sites for lunches 
along the roadway. Additional 
facilities are available at 
Lafayette Campground and 
Echo Lake, where you can swim, 
boat, and fish. Lavatories are 
located at the bathhouse there. 

If you want to expand your 
exploration of the White Moun¬ 
tains National Forest, drive 
north out of the Notch on Route 
3 and east on Route 302 to 
Mount Washington and the rest 
of the Presidential Range. 
Continue south on Route 16 
through North Conway and 
complete the loop back to 1-93 by 
taking Route 112 west on the 
wonderful, winding Kancamagus 
Highway. Driving time without 
stops is approximately two hours 
— but don’t count on not making 
any! Save this excursion for a 
clear day since much of the 
mountain beauty is lost if the 


weather is hazy. 

Savor the scenery of Fran¬ 
conia Notch; enjoy the area 
leisurely. If you spend less than 
three days you’ll probably wind 
up wishing you could stay longer. 
If You Decide to Go; 

The White Mountains Visitor 
Center, located in North Wood- 
stock on Route 112 at Exit 32 of 
1-93, will provide information on 
accommodations, facilities, etc. 
Open daily from 8:30 am to 5:30 
pm (6 pm until Labor Day). 
Telephone (603) 745-8720. A 
National Forest Service ranger is 
on duty in summer to advise on 
up-to-date conditions in the area 
and to issue the free, but 
required, fire and other permits. 

New Hampshire has a toll-free 
number for statewide gasoline 
information (800) 258-3608. 

Most stations are expected to be 
open on Sundays and service sta¬ 
tion attendants are anxious to be 
cooperative to summer visitors. 

Call the Appalachian 
Mountain Club (603) 466-2727 
from 9 am to 4:30 pm at its Pink- 
ham Notch Camp in Gorham, 
NH, for information on trail huts 
and other facilities open to the 
public, weather and trail condi¬ 
tions, hiking safety, and mem¬ 
bership.

A recently completed study by a 
Boston based engineering firm, 
recommends that Winchester spend a 
total of $6,820,200 to upgrade its troubled 
water system. 

The study, completed by Weston and 
Sampson Engineers, Inc. of Boston and 
which cost the town $20,000, examined 
the existing water system in Winchester 
and made its conclusions from there. 

Public Works Director Walter 
Tonasuzck, pointed oui that the report 
was only a final draft. “We have to have 
another meeting with them," Tonaszuclr 
mentions. “This is strictly an 
engineering report. The final report may 
be somewhat different than this draft.” 

For the past two years, the town has 
experienced occasional problems in 
keeping its water supply under the 
requirements of the Massachusetts Safe 
Drinking Water Act. 

In September and October the town 
went through the first water crisis in its 
history as high levels of coliform bac¬ 
teria were found. At that time the State 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering ordered residents to boil 
water for 20 minutes before using. 

In April of this year, the town again 
had high counts of coliform in the water 
and the Winchester Hospital was advised 
to use bottled water and shut off their 
fountains. 

The water network in Winchester is 
divided into three sections; the East High 
Service System, the Middle Low Service 
System and the West High Service 
System. 

The East High Service System is 
supplied primarily by the North 
Reservoir and the South Reservoir when 
necessary. Two pumping stations, the 
North Pumping Station which draws 
from the North Reservoir and the South 
Pumping Station which draws from the 
South Reservoir, deliver water into the 
system. 

The Middle Low Service System is the 
largest of the three systems and does not 
require any pumping stations. Normally 
the water flows into the system from the 
South Reservoir. 

The West High Service System is 
supplied entirely through the 
Metropolitan Water District’s Northern 
Extra High System. The water enters the 
system through a line on Ridge street on 
the Arlington town line. 

The Weston and Sampson report 
divided the renovation plans for Win¬ 
chester’s water system into three phases. 
“Utilizing a stage program sets a time 
frame for present and future im¬ 
provements and allows for a better idea 
of the allocations needed for funding,” 
the report stated. 

Phase I of the improvements deals 
with the immediate problems of the 
system. A key part of this stage is a 
program of cleaning and cement lining of 
the present cast iron pipes in the system, 
as well as a replacement program for 
those lines that need it. 

The Phase I improvements, which 
would also include upgrading the existing 
treatment stations and pumping 
facilities, is estimated to cost the town 
$1,697,800. 

Twenty-five mains were suggested for 
replacement by Weston and Sampson, at 
a cost of $455,700. It was also recom¬ 
mended that nine lines be clean and lined 
with cement at an estimated cost of 
$417,000. 

“Phase II improvements deal with 
deficiencies within the distribution 
system pertaining to its ability to supply 
average day, maximum day, peak hourly 
and fire flows," the report states. 

Concerning the adequacy of the 


present water system in Winchester in 
supplying enough water in the event of a 
lire, the report stated that “the existing 
system is not capable of providing flows 
adequate for fire protection in several 
areas of town.” 

Among the locations cited which have 
inadequate fire flows were, on the East 
High system, Washington street north of 
the Aberjona River, Lawson road at 
Main street and Allen road north of 
Sherwood road. 

Fernway east of McCall road was the 
only area mentioned from the West High 
system, while in the Middle Low system, 
. Cross street west of Forest street, Main 
street near Mt. Vernon street and 
Skillings road near the high school were 
all pointed out. 

Upgrading the system through Phase 
II would cost an estimated $4,671,400. 

Tonaszuck noted that although there 
is funding available from the state for 
water treatment, “there doesn’t appear 
to be any funds available for water 
distribution systems." 

“Phase III improvements deal with 
problems that are expected to arise from 
increased demands which occur over 
time due to development and modern 
technology,” the study states. 

Improvements in this stage would be 
mainly looping dead end mains together 
to improve the flow and “maximize the 
distribution network efficiency." The 
estimated cost of this program is 
$451,000. 

According to the report, treatment of 
the water supply in the past has been 


limited to the addition of chemicals. 
There are a number of chemicals which 
the town uses. 

The report states "sodium fluoride is 
injected into the Middle Low and East 
High Service systems to minimize tooth 
decay. The MDC adds sodium fluoride to 
their water so that the entire Winchester 
supply is fluoidated. Sodium 
metaphosphate is used in the East High 
and Middle Low systems as an iron 
deposition preventive and for pipe 
corrosion control. Sodium hydroxide is 
used in the West High Service system to 
raise the pH to help prevent corrosion. To 
control bacteria in the Middle Low and 
East High Service systems, sodium 
hypochlorite is injected into the system 
prior to distribution. The water in the 
reservoirs are treated occasionally with 
copper sulfate to prevent algae growth. 
Both gate houses at the North and South 
Reservoirs are equipped with screens to 
keep large solid material out of the 
system.” 

The improved water system won’t 
necessarily make a difference in the 
amount of chemicals that are added to 
the water. "The amount of flouride 
shouldn’t change," Tonaszuck points out. 
“We are requried by the state to have a 
certain amount in the system." He added 
that the pH control would also remain the 
same but that “the only thing that I think 
would substantially change would be the 
chlorine. Which is good." 

The maim* through which this water 
flows, some 95 miles of them, are mostly 
tar-coated cast iron pipes. From 1937 
until recently, new mains that were in¬ 
stalled were asbestos cement. 


Fire Destroys Bottom Floor 
Of Stratford Road Home 


A mid-day fire on Wednesday, caused 
by papers burning in a small wood stove, 
has left most of the bottom floor of 
Stratford road home destroyed. 

“I don’t know what the hell hap¬ 
pened,” said Norman Albree, 93, as he 
stood outside his burning home on 7 
Stratford rd. “I was asleep upstairs and 
when I woke up you couldn't see across 
the room because of the smoke.” 

Albree’s room is on the second floor of 
the large house. According to Winchester 
Fire Chief Robert McElhinney, the fire 
began in the study on the first floor. “It 
started in the study and spread into the 
hall and kitchen and then up the stairs,” 
said McElhinney outside the home, his 
eyes red from smoke irritation. 

"When we got here the flames were 
roaring out the inside door," McElhinney 
continued. “We took handlines in through 
the front." McElhinney added that his 
firefighters hosed throughout the first 
floor and up the stairs. 

Albree, who's lived in the house for 
around 40 years, desigend one of the 
earliest planes bought by the U.S. Army, 
a single wing plane which he designed 
around the same time the Wright 
brothers were working on a double wing 
model. 

Four engines responded to the fire, 
running hoses into the house and ladders 
on the sides and roof. Smoke billowed 
Irom all openings of the building while 
firefighters smashed windows and cut a 
hole in the roof to release even more heat 
and smoke. 

According to McElhinney, Albree 
apparently was turning papers in the 
wood stove, then went up to sleep. 

When the fire was extinguished, the 
bottom floor was in shambles. The walls 


and ceiling in the study, hall and kitchen 
were charred black and puddles of water 
covered the floor. Burnt, chopped fur¬ 
niture was scattered about the study, 
while plaster from a hole that was made 
in the kitchen ceiling covered part of the 
floor as well as the kitchen table and 
stove. 

Inga Mulvany, who lives at 10 
Stratford rd., notified the Fire Depart¬ 
ment after she was told of the fire by two 
men in a Bloomingdales furniture truck. 

The house is owned by Harold and 
Sharon Dulong of 2 Stratford rd. They 
purchased it only recently from Albree, 
according to Sharan Dulong, and were in 
the process of putting in a new heating 
system. 

“Norman takes frequent naps and 
he’s always lived here alone,” Dulong 
said outside the burning home. She 
mentioned that she was shopping at Star 
Market when she was paged and told 
Albree’s house was on fire. 

"When they told me Norman’s house 
was on fire I thought for sure he was 
trapped," Dulong stated. 

Albree, who occasionally sat on the 
front porch in a chair as the firefighters 
saved his house, insisted on remaining at 
his home but was convinced that he could 
not stay there. 

“He thinks he’s going back in there,” 
said McElhinney. “But he’s lucky he 
ever woke up.” 

According to McElhinney, Albree 
apparently was burning papers in the 
wood stove, then went upstairs to sleep. 
McElhinney was unable to estimate how 
costly the damage was, but noted that 
“it’ll be considerable.” 


Cross St. Residents 
Fail In Bid For 
Restraining Order 


An effort by a group of residents from 
Cross street to obtain a temporary 
restraining order that would delay 
converting a house on Cross street to a 
community residence, has failed ac¬ 
cording to a spokesman for that group. 

“It’s not going to go through,” said 
Robert Brine earlier this week. “Our 
lawyer told us that he would have to 
prove at the end of the five days that he 
had a case.” Brine stated that their 
lawyer, Edward Bingham of Waltham, 
indicated that he would not be able to find 
grounds strong enough to have any 
chance for winning. 

“As far as a legal situation is con¬ 
cerned we’re stymied right now," con¬ 
ceded Brine. 

The planned occupancy of the house 
was yesterday. 

The residents of the Cross street area 
were seeking the restraining order to 
prevent Task Oriented Communities 
from moving 10-12 former patients of 
Metropolitan State Hospital into 87-89 
Cross st. The house would become a 
community residence which is a 
program that attempts to help people 
with emotional disorders cope with 
everyday life. 

Task Oriented Communities (TOC) is 
a non-profit organization based in 
Waltham, that takes patients from 
Metropolitan State Hospital and puts 
them in community residents. Two 
others have also been established in 
Waltham. 

The residents of the Cross street area 
feel that TOC moved in without fully 
informing them about the program. They 
also feel that the program is being 
“rammed down our throats." 

At a recent Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting a number of residents appeared 
asking for the town to take action to stop 
the planned occupancy. The answer they 
received was that the town was unable to 
act because the house was exempt from 
all zoning laws since it was an 
educational facility. 

“You wouldn’t believe how frustrated 
the neighbors are,” said Brine. He ad 
mitted that they realized that their 
chances for the temporary restraining 
order were “not great” from the 
beginning. 

Last Friday night, approximately 80 
residents of the Cross street area met for 
three hours at the Second Congreational 
Church to dicuss what action they could 
take as a group. It was at this meeting 


that they decided to try for the 
restraining order. 

“People in the immediate neigh 
borhood are very upset," said Brine at 
the meeting. "I was shocked when I got 
the news," said Joe Sotie, one of the 
abutters to the property on Cross street. 

None of the elected officials from 
Winchester were present at the meeting, 
although it was noted most of them were 
alerted about the gathering. 

Several residents spoke on liehulf of 
community residences and the efforts to 
help the emotionally disturbed. Allen 
Rogers of Tufts road, told those present 
that he had moved to Massachusetts lor 
treatment for his five year-old daughter 
who is mildly retarded. 

“As I a gather, this TOC is a bunch ot 
bunglers,” began Rogers “But all these 
people want is the opportunity to get into 
a community. 1 doubt very seriously that 
they’re going to let these people out into 
society." 

Jack Dempsey of Garfield avenue, 
stated that he has a relative in a com¬ 
munity residence. He pointed out that the 
property values in the neighborhood did 
not drop when that residence was 
established because nobody sold their 
property. “Nobody panicked," said 
Dempsey. 

Dempsey pointed out that “legally 
they’ve got everything on their side ' But 
he added that the person he is upset with 
is Sherman Josephson, the real estate 
agent who recommended the site to TOC 

A number of the residents feel that 
Josephson, after acquiring the property, 
went looking for TOC to lease it to them. 
Josephson denies this and Deborah Cary, 
a Winchester resident and a member ol 
the area advisory board lor TOC say.vshe 
first approached Josephson According 
to Cary, Josephson and other realtors 
were contacted, but Josephson was the 
only one who found a site for TOC. 

But the majority of the residents 
indicated that they were not against this 
type of program or what it is trying to 
accomplish. “These people are human 
They should have a chance to 
rehabilitate themselves,” Brine stated 

The major complaint of the group was 
that the project was forced upon them 
without any consultation. One resident

As the smoke billowed out of the windows/ fireman attempt to save part of 
the house on 7 Stretford rd. during a mid-day fire yesterday.

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stated that the occupancy of the house by 
TOC represents a "loss of local control,” 
for the neighbors. 

A tape recording of a neighbor of the 
community residence on Lexington 
street in Waltham was played. She 
claimed that TOC moved into the house 
next to her three years ago with no prior 
notification. Since that time, a number of 
"serious incidents" have happened 
according to the women. 

The lady pointed out that her two 
children are both afraid of passing the 
community residence. She mentioned an 
incident where an occupant became 
violent and out of control. According to 
the tape recording, the resident of the 
home beat up the house advisor and ran 
from the house. He was later picked up 
by the Waltham Police. 

The women also stated that she 
decided to pul her house on the market 
and it was assesed at $80,000. However, 
she was told that because TOC was 
established in the next house, she would 
only be able to get $60,000 for her 
property. 

Earlier this week, Kathy Fitzpatrick, 
a member of the Waltham area advisory 
board, stated that she has never received 
any complaints from the woman on the 
tape recording. Fitzpatrick, whose 
husband Robert is on the TOC board of 
directors, stated that she spoke with the 
women on several occasions but never 
was told of any incidents. 

"It’s our rights that are being stepped 
on,” stated a lady in the crowd. 

Brine is unhappy with the workings of 
TOC. He noted that the residents take 
their own medication and that no nurse is 
present in the house. He also pointed out 
that the counselors in the homes are not 
certified. 

Earlier in the week, Jay Levenson, 
the housemaster of the TOC house on 
Moody street in Waltham, stated that no 
specific academic requirements are 
needed for his position. However, Ellen 
McTigue, administrator of TOC pointed 
out that the job requires some sort of 
"relevent training." 

"We’re going to watch them,’’ con¬ 
cluded Brine. "They better not make a 
mistake that’s all because they’re going 
to be watched very carefully.”

Cross St. Residence Costs 
$146 Thousand To Operate 


The total operating cost for the 
community reisdence at 87-89 Cross st. is 
$146,370.28, according to the program 
budget recently released by the Mystic 
Valley Area of the Department of Mental 
Health. 

The budget also points out that the 
project receives a grant from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
$126,532.65. According to Dr. Earnest 
Cook, the area director of Mystic Valley 
Health, the remaining $19,839 is paid for 
by the residents of the home. 

The community residence on Cross 
street is being established by Task 
Oriented Communities (TOC). The 
program involves taking approximately 
12 former patients of Metropolitan State 
Hospital and placing them in a com¬ 
munity environment. The goal is to assist 
these former patients in coping with 
society. 

The residents of the Cross street area 
were opposed to TOC moving into the 
house and attempted to acquire a tem¬ 
porary restraining order to block the 
occupancy. The neighbors feel that the 
project is being forced upon them, 
despite their protests and that they were 
never fully informed as to what the 
community residence was all about. 

The Cross street neighbors failed in 
their attempt to get a restraining order 
and TOC occupied the home yesterday. 

The $126,532 which TOC received from 
the state is the maximum payment which 
they could receive. Cook pointed out that 
the residents of the home are able to pay 
for their rent "through the money they 
make at their workshop.” 

Each day during the working week, 
the residents are transported in a van to 
a workshop in Waltham. Here they earn 
money with which they buy personal 
items, clothing and pay for other ex¬ 
penses like rent. The total cost of oc¬ 
cupancy at the home is $23,018. 

According to the budget, it costs TOC 
$952 for supplies, which include office, 
workshop and household supplies. $1,564 
is spent on utilities and the food budget 
totals $14,042.28. 

Included in the budget was a salary 
schedule for the employees of TOC. A 


housemaster, working 40 hours each 
week, receives an annual salary of $3,230 
A House Director, working 40 hours each 
week, receives an annual salary of $3,740. 
House Managers, also employed 40 hours 
each week, r'eceive an annual salary of 
$3,230. 

The salary schedule also revealed 
that the director of TOC, Dr. Amos 
Nahor, works an average of 3.4 hours per 
week for which he receives an annual 
salary $3400. The administrator, Ellen 
McTigue, who works an average of of 19 
hours per week each year, receives an 
annual salary of $4505, according to the 
salary schedule. 

Clerk Gets List Of 
Unlicensed Dogs 

According to Dog Officer Nick Molea 
it is the time of year when the list of all 
1979 unlicensed dogs has been received 
from the Town Clerk’s office. 

In the General Laws, Chapter 140, 
Section 137 it states that every owner or 
keeper of a dog over three months must 
be licensed annually. Failure to do so can 
bring a fine of not more than $15. 

A dog license may be obtained at the 
Town Clerk’s office. Fee for male dogs is 
four dollars; seven dollars for female 
dogs. Spayed female fee is four dollars. 

Owners of spayed female dogs must 
show a certificate from a veterinarian 
that the animal has been spayed, unless 
they have been licensed the previous 
year.

Waltham TOC House Owner Is 
Satisfied With The Residents 


A New School Administrative Assistant 


A community residence on Moody 
street in Waltham, similar to that which 
is moving into a Cross street home, has 
blended into the neighborhood and not 
reduced the property values "in any 
way," according to Kevin Loughery, 
owner of the property. 

Loughery. who was also the realtor 
who leased the home to Task Oriented 
Community (TOC), the organization that 
runs the community residence, feels that 
his land has "appreciated just as it would 
have had I leased it to three or four 
families," since TOC took over two years 
ago. 

A community residence, such as the 
one which TOC plans on moving into 
Cross street, is an effort to help former 
patients at Metropolitan State Hospital 
become reintegrated into society. The 
home usually consists of 10-12 former 
patients who have spent several months 
in a transition home preparing for the 
community residence. 

The patients, who are kept on a 
minimal dose of medication, according to 
Jay Levenson, housemaster of the Moody 
street residence, have chronic illnesses 
such as schizophrenia. Levenson points 
out that no patient can be considered for 
the program if he had a drinking or drug 
problem. 

"I don’t know of any complaints 
against them,” Loughery points out. "I 
don’t recall receiving any complaints 
from neighbors at all.” 

The residents of Cross street are 
seeking a five day temporary restraining 
order to prevent TOC from moving into 
87-89 Cross street. The residents object 
because they argue that they were never 
informed what the community residence 
was all about and feel that it is being 
"rammed down our throats," according 
to one neighbor. 

At a recent Selectmen’s meeting, the 
board blasted representatives of TOC 
and the Mystic Valley area of the 
Department of Mental Health, for not 
conducting their plans on moving into the 
home in an open manner. The Selectmen 
met with representatives from these two 
groups in October, but since have not 
been kept informed of their intentions. 

The home on Moody street in 
Waltham is in a considerably different 
location than Cross street. Moody street 
is one of the more travelled roads in that 
city and a number of businesses are 


located on it. It is not the neighborhood 
setting that exists on Cross street 

According to Loughery, the neighbors 
of 634-636 Moody street were well in¬ 
formed about the planned occupancy 
before TOC moved in. "Everything was 
very up front and open," Loughery 
states. "There has to be no question 
about everybody knowing in advance. We 
tried to hit the abutters and the abutting 
abutters." 

TOC also operates another com¬ 
munity residence on Lexington street in 
Waltham. At that site, there has been at 
least one resident who complained about 
the former patients, claiming that on one 
occasion a resident became violent and 
out of control. According to the lady, the 
Waltham police had to be called in after 
he ran out of the house. 

According to Ellen McTigue, ad¬ 
ministrator of TOC, the Lexington street 
residence was the first of its kind under 
TOC and not very well run. "It was a 
fairly brand new program in the state," 
McTigue points out. She added that the 
people in charge of that home were 
"novices" in that work, but feels some of 
the stories told have not happened. 

Kathy Fitzpatrick, a Waltham 
resident and a member of the TOC area 
advisory board, stated that there was 
also a degree of "animosity" in that 
neighborhood before TOC moved in 
because the residents in that area had 
claimed they were uninformed about the 
project. 

At the Moody street site, the residents 
have particular chores and respon¬ 
sibilities. They spend the large part of the 
clay away from the house at a workshop 
in Waltham where they earn money 

According to Levenson, giving the 
residents responsibilities is another part 
of their education at the home, that being 
learning to cope with society. "The basic 
philosophy is that this is the com¬ 
munity," Levenson pointed out. 

The residents take medication daily, 
usually in a group. The theory being that 
all of the residents will take it then. 
However, one resident indicated that she 
had forgotten to a take her medication 
that day during a recent interview. 
Levenson points out that although she 
forgot at first, she later remembered and 
took her medication. 

The residents cook their own meals, 
clean their own rooms and dress 


themselves at the Moody street house 
Three counselors share time living with 
the residents. There is always at least 
one counselor on the premises. 

The house itself on Moody street, is a 
large building that could easily house 
three, possibly four families For the 
most part, the floors and walls are bare. 
The residents do sweep the floors and 
keep it clean however, and the outside is 
also kept up. 

According to McTigue, it costs ap¬ 
proximately $12,000 per year to keep 
someone at TOC, while it would cost 
around $18,000 per person a year if they 
remained in Metropolitan State Hospital. 
The residents, who've experienced both 
places, say the difference in the two 
locations is vast. 

"We can go out when w'e want to," 
says Joanne, a resident around her early 
20’s. "We feel as though we can do 
things." 

"The concept of TOC is that you don’t 
have to move," Levenson adds. He feels 
this is the difference between a com¬ 
munity residence and a half-way house 
"Here, people are encouraged to stay."

For the last month 
she has held the newly created position of 
administrative assistant for personnel 
and pupil services - a position formerly 
held by two staff members within the 
system. 

Relaxing in her Sanborn House office, 
she speaks of the various components of 
her job and what she hopes to accomplish 
in her now scheduled one-year tenure. 

Appointed on June 23 and taking over 
one month later. Hall says she has 
"jumped right in’’ to the mainstream. 
"It’s been very exciting for me. it’s a job 
with a lot of different responsibilities." 

In her role, she is involved with the 
recruiting, selection and dismissals of 
Winchester school department staff. She 
is also involved in the administration of 
the five separate contracts the school 
department has collective bargaining 
agreements with, and evaluation of staff. 

With the projected closing of three 
elementary schools at the end of this 
school year, and the consolidation 
measures that will lx? felt throughout the 
system, she will be responsible for 
determining exactly where this staff will 
be reassigned. 

Implementing the town’s affirmative 
action program within the school 
department and working as a liaision for 
health services within the system and 
with elementary guidance counselors are 
also part of her function. 

The job, she says, has lots of different 
tl^sponsibilites which will enable her to 
%fe many aspects of the school system. 
Hall, a former teacher, says it will allow 
her to see areas of the school department 
unrelated to teaching.

enrollment and the anxious atmosphere 
it could create among staff. She says she 
would like to calm fears by approaching 
the problem in a fair and equitable way, 
however, she says that these arc difficult 
times for persons in the teaching 
profession.

Aside from the accusations that the two sides have made (the 
Cross street group claiming that Task Oriented Communities never 
cured if residents were informed and that TOC won’t tell the entire 
truth about their program, and TOC’s feeling that the Cross street 
neighbors don’t want the community residence in that area because 
of a basic prejudice against the emotionally disturbed), a situation 
bus emerged that reveals one of the perplexities of our society. 

No matter why they oppose the program, it is a fact that the 
residents of the Cross street area are having a situation forced upon 
them of which they want no part. 

What is even more bewildering is that there is no legal recourse 
for them to channel their opposition. Because of a Supreme Court 
ruling, which throws a blanket exemption on all zoning for this 
program since it is considered an educational facility, the residents 
hit a brick wall wherever they turn. 

The question that has to be asked is whether this law can exist 
with universal application. TOC’s claim to be an educational center 
is not being doubted. 

What is being questioned is whether a zoning exemption such as 
this was intended for the manner in which it is planned. Did the 
legislators intend for this variance to cause such discussion and 
make one group so adamant against the change it is permitting? Of 

course not. 

But, that is what has happened. Surely, it can be argued that the 
residents were taken by surprise because of TOC’s failure to suf¬ 
ficiently notify them. But, TOC claims they did inform as many 
persons as they felt necessary. 

The issue is debatable. However, it is not debatable that TOC has 
known, from the moment they found a suitable house, that they 
could move in. It was clear at the recent Selectmen’s meeting and 
through the neighbors’ efforts that the law was on their side. 

Very few laws can be universal in their application. Here is a 
blunt example of one that has allowed change where it is strongly 
opposed. And as the residents immediately affected organized and 
voiced 1 heir dissent, town fathers sat with their hands tied. 

Tlie anger of the Cross street residents was focused on TOC for 
they were the ones forcing the change. But, their frustration stems 
from trying to oppose that change in a legal manner, only to realize 
that they never had a legal chance. 


Bottom Of The Well

“Water water everywhere and not a 
ill op to drink,” could be the plight of New 
Englanders by the 1990’s unless major 
st$> are undertaken to conserve pqp 
water resources and clean up our con¬ 
taminated drinking water supplies. 

That warning lias been repeatedly 
sounded this summer by federal and 
state officials who see signs of a water 
crisis following closely on the heels of 
• urrcnl energy shortages. Saving our 
water supply. they say, is 
Massacliusotl's most pressing en¬ 
vironmental problem. 

The dearest threat posed to local 
drinking wider supplies is by chemical 
contamination. A total of 2ti wells in 13 
Massachusetts communities, including 
wells in Woburn and hurlington, have 
been closed in tin* last six months due to 
improper or illegal disposul of hazardous 
wasles. 

leaky gasoline tlinks, inadequate 
sewage treatment plants and the in¬ 
discriminate dumping of industrial 
wastes have all contributed to a water 
pollution problem dial one federal 
Environmental Agency tIOPA) official 
lias likened to a “potential time bomb" 
ticking over the region. 

High levels of sodium, principally 
from road salt seeping into local water 
supplies, also pose a public health 
problem in many areas of the state. 
Earlier this summer more than one 
million Massachusetts residents in til 
cities and towns including Woburn, 
Hurlington, and Heading, received 
warnings that their water contains un¬ 
safe levels of salt. 

While guaranteeing potable water has 
particular urgency lor persons in these 
communities, an expected shortage in 
overall supply could impact the entire 
region by the l Min's. 

Widespread shortages, according to a 
recent report to the New England 
Congressional Caucus, will be largely 
due to high demands by water usage in 
urban areas. Deterioration of antiquated 
water systems, some dating buck a 
century or more, contribute to the loss, 


through leaks, and breaks, of valuable 
water supplies. Rehabilitation of these 
sysems is expensive and beyond the 
means of a single community without 
state and tftiwal.assistance. 

What is being done to save our water 
supply? 

In Congress, there are now six water- 
related bills pending in the House and 
five in the Senate. Each of these bills has 
features that would affect our part of the 
country. 

The Safe Drinking Water Act, for 
example, would set standards for water 
quality that would require installation or 
modification of treatment facilities in 
many older communities. To help cities 
and town meet the costs incurred in 
modernizing or buil-ing water treatment 
plants, Heps. Drinan and Heckler have 
introduced separate bills that would 
provide federal assistance funds. No 
action bus been taken on either measure. 

This year within the House Interior 
Committee, 1 was able to amend the 
Water Resources Planning Act, to 
provide nearly $300,000 for the New 
Ungland Water Basins Commission to 
evaluate water conservation measures in 
the six-state area and parts of New York 
and to make recommendations for future 
conservation procedures. 

Conservation is crucial to New 
England. The lack of a coordinated effort 
lias left us in danger of significant water 
shortages in the next few years. If we 
integrate well-planned conservation 
measures into future planning for the 
region, we will be acting in our own best 
interests and those of our children. 

Water lias historically been abundant 
here. We have not learned to use it 
wisely, because our resources seemed to 
be 1 unlimited. Yet, if we have learned 
anything from our experience in dealing 
witli tlie energy issue, it is that no natural 
resource has the infinite capability of 
meeting steadily increasing demands.

The time has come for us to 
consider water an endangered resource 
and act to save it.

Good work, if you can get it, but if you 
don’t...no one’s to blame but Winchester 
I louse Company. I say build your project 
Mr. Developer...but with your own 
money, not ours and not on that site. 

No deals please, unless the Board of 
Assessors are willing to give all our 
senUor citizens tax breaks (that are 
living in their own hard earned homes). I 
truly suggest none be given.

The debate over the pros and 
cons of nuclear power has In¬ 
tensified in recent months, and 
both supporters and opponents 
have found a new battleground - 
the Massachusetts Legislature. 

Of the thousands of bills and 
resolutions filed in the 
Legislature this year, dozens 
have dealt with the issue of 
nuclear power. Most of the bills 
were filed by individual 
legislators, but a few late-filed' 
measures have been submitted 
by the six-month old Energy 
Development Caucus, a bi¬ 
partisan group of 57 legislators 
focusing on the entire energy 
issue. 

The caucus comprised of 12 
senators and 45 representatives, 
has been active in supporting 
various members’ bills this year 
and is presently working on a 
comprehensive energy package, 
including many measures 
dealing with nuclear power, 
which it will file in the 1980 
session. 

While many nuclear-related 
bills were defeated on voice 
votes without a roll call, and 
others were put in a study 
package (H 6285), and shuttled 
off to the Energy Committee, 
senators and representatives 
were recorded, on roll call votes, 
on several key nuclear-related 
bills so far during the 1979 
session, Including: 

Maine Yankee Plant (H5793) 

- On March 21, prior to the Three 
Mile Island incident, the House 
approved resolutions urging the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
to shut down the Maine Yankee 
Nuclear Power Plant. 

The order was based on NRC 
findings that part of the plant’s 
system could not withstand the 
effects of a severe earthquake. 

Supporters of reversing the 
shutdown order said there are no 
earthquake zones in Maine, and 
argued a shutdown would result 
In a great loss of reasonably 
priced energy which the con¬ 
sumer would have to absorb. 

They explained that an im¬ 

mediate shutdown was not 
necessary since it was im¬ 
probable that the main cooling 
system would fail at the same 
time the auxiliary one is ren¬ 
dered inoperative by an ear¬ 

thquake. 

Opponents noted the NRC is 
usually conservative on safety 
matters, and said when they 
order a shutdown, it is for a good 


complexes built in 10 years is a com¬ 
mendable record.

1 feel a current survey 
should be conducted to find out what our 
needs truly are.

(Editor’s note: Henry Simonds, a 
member of the Winchester Historical 
Commission whose avocation has long 
been Winchester history, recounts tales 
of Winchester in 1929).

The first call 
came during the morning from Oswald 
K. Windle, caretaker of the Skillings 
estate off Washington street, who notified 
headquarters that u goat was asleep upon 
the veranda of the house there. 

Officer Donaghey. with much ex¬ 
perience in animal husbandry, was 
dispatched to handle the situation, but we 
are told unofficially that he was upended 
by the goat and felt he that he needed 
assistance. 

The goat didn’t wait for help to come 
and when Officer Donaghey, Sergeant 
William Rogers and the owner of the goat 
t hastily summoned by phone from 
Woburn) once more arrived upon the 
scene, the animal had taken leave. 

Sgt. Rogers and the owner, however, 
didn’t despair and finally succeeded in 
tracking the goat to where he he had 
trapped himself in the back entry of 
former Town Treasurer George H. 
Eustis’ home on Stevens street. 

The goat apparently recognized “his 
master’s voice” and submitted to being 
firmly trussed and taken home in the 
police car.

The Senate 

As the 1979 Legislative, 
session begins its final lap when 
the Legislature reconvenes on 
Sept. 17, a few nuclear-related 
bills which are pending, have a 
reasonable chance for passage. 

Supporters note the bills are 
in varying stages of approval 
and express hope that they will 
be able to guide them through to 
final passage. 

Opponents, many of whom 
have already successfully 
scuttled other measures, are 
working hard to insure the 
measures are rejected. In ad¬ 
dition to the Nuclear Storage Bill 
(H 2345) which still needs more 
Senate approval, there are three 
others of major concern pending 
and which could pass this 
session. 

One is the Energy 
Reorganization Package (H 
6706) which has already been 
approved by the House and is 
awaiting Senate approval. In 
addition to establishing a State 
Office of Energy and elevating 
the directorship to cabinet level, 
the bill has several key nuclear- 
related sections. The package 
establishes monitoring stations 
to judge movement of 
radioactive material in the 
state; includes provisions for 
announced and unannounced on¬ 
site nuclear plant inspections; 
and requires the state to make 
plans for evacuation of residents 
living within 15 miles of a site, 
instead of the current five-mile 
requirement. 

Supporters say these and 
other provisions are all intended 
to more carefully monitor the 
safety problems involved with 
nuclear energy, and urge 
passage of the measure. 

Opponents are being more 
cautious and want to review the 
key provisions and determine 
their effect. 

The second is the Power Sales 
Agreement Bill (H 6674) which 
has received initial House ap¬ 
proval and needs another round 
of approval in the House before 
going onto the Senate. The 


Under a 1975 law, the light 
commissioners have the sole 
authority to enter into any such 
agreement and do not need city 
or town approval. 

Supporters explain the 
measure is designed to give 
voters more of a say in any 
major purchase agreement 
involving a power company and 
noted such a purchase is a costly 
one affecting all citizens who 
should therefore have a voice in 
the matter. They note the bill 
would not tie the hands of 
commissioners in the day to day 
operation of a department, but 
merely requires approval when 
there is a major sale proposal 
that usually involves millions of 
dollars. They note the bill is a 
result of the still-brewing con¬ 
troversy over MMWEC’s 
proposed investment in 
Seabrook, but point out that it 
would also affect any power 
sales agreement, whether 
nuclear, coal, solar or whatever. 

Opponents argue the bill 
would tie the hands of com¬ 
missioners and note that power 
sales agreements often surface 
quickly, and this approval 
process would result In money. 
Many say that commissioners 
are elected by the people in 
many communities, and point 
out that this makes them ac¬ 
countable. 

The 30 Day Notice Bill (H 
5989) would require that the 
Legislature and the Department 
of Environmental and Quality 
Engineering be notified before 
any investigation of potential 
sites for radioactive waste 
storage repositories is conducted 
in the state. 

Already passed by the House 
without roll call and with little or 
no opposition, the bill is 
presently it; Senate Ways and 
Means, and awaits initial Senate 
action. 

Supporters note the dangers 
involved in storing this waste, 
and want the state to be notified 
and Involved from the very 
beginning. 

The CWIP Prohibition Bill (H 

5906) has also passed the House, 


Supporters note the bill 
specifically prohibits the DPU 
from approving any such 
charges, and point out that while 
the DPU has not allowed these 
CWIP charges, a power they now 
still retain. 


Nuclear Moratorium (S 1786) 

- On April 10, Senate refused to 
approve, and on a 20-15 vote, 
referred to the Energy Com¬ 
mittee, resolutions urging the 
Department of Public Utilities 
and the Energy Facilities Sitting 
Council to delay any decisions 
encouraging further con¬ 
struction of nuclear power plants 
in the state for two years, or until 
an indepth study of safety 
standards is conducted by 
federal and state authorities. 

Resolution supporters pointed 
to the Three Mile Island incident 
and said it raised questions 
about the safety of nuclear 
power. They noted the 

resolutions do not urge closing of 
existing plants, but merely delay 
the opening of new ones. 

Opponents said the state 
should not declare a moratorium 
just because of a near accident in 
Harrisburg. They pointed out the 
Governor already has a task 
force looking into safety 

problems, and said the whole 
matter needed more study 

before a moratorium is imposed. 

Later in the session, the 
Senate, on a voice vote, recon¬ 
sidered the vote sending the 
resolutions to the Energy 

Committee, and subsequently 
approved the resolutions with an 
amendment. The amendment 
urges the DPU and EFSC to 
accelerate the development of 
alternative energy sources in¬ 
cluding coal, solar, wind and 
wood. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against referring the resolutions 
to the committee.

Forty-eight pre-school children, 
ranging Irom three to five years of age, 
will be* accepted to participate in the 
Early Childhood Laboratory School at 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School this fall. 

The children will be given a two-hour 
program three days each week, under 
the supervision of an instructor who will 
In? training high school juniors and 
seniors in a Nursery-Kindergarten Aide 
Program. There will Ik* a $2 weekly 
charge to cover cost of materials. 

“The nursery-kindergarten aide 
program not only trains high school girls 
to take their places alongside the nursery 
or kindergarten teacher as most 
necessary and valued helpers, but also 
provides an opportunity to 4H young 
children living in the district to receive 
an enriching early school experience,” 
Mrs. Charlotte Scott, Director of Health 
and Community Occupations, said. 

‘‘Our students need the actual ex¬ 
perience of working with young children 
Irom the outset of their training. I’m sure 
there are many parents of pre-schoolers 
in the district who would gladly enroll 
their youngsters in a program that would 
benefit both them and the school.” 

Mrs. Scott further explained that the 
numlKr of pre-schoolers is limited to 4tt 
for a maximum of 24 children to par¬ 
ticipate in the morning and afternoon 
sessions. 

Since there are only 48 openings 
available and many times that number 
will probably apply, Mrs Scott said that 
selection would be made on a random 
basis. Allocation of spaces for the pre¬ 
schoolers will be made on the same quota 
system which governs admissions of high 



school students Irom the 12 communities. 
I ‘reference will be given to those children 
who were not enrolled in this program in 
previous years, however, all applications 
will be considered. 

Parents wishing to enroll a pre-school 
child in the 2 to 5-year-old age group must 
send to Division of Health Occupations at 
Northeast the following information: 
date of application, the child’s full name, 
age, sex, exact date ol birth, parent’s 
name, address, and telephone number, 
and whether the morning or afternoon 
session is preferred. 

The applying child must be no 
younger than three nor older than five 
years on September 15. This information 
must Ik* in writing and w ill not be ac¬ 
cepted by telephone. Deadline for ap¬ 
plication is Sept. 21 at 2 p.m. 

The names of applicants will be 
placed in a container and drawn by lot. 
Acceptance will be made according to 
Ihe community in which they live and the 
number allowed by quota 

Following the random selection of 
pre-schoolers, the parents ol those 
children w hose names are accepted will 
have an interview at school, and will be 
given specific details regarding the 
program. Parents of participating 
youngsters will be required to provide 
transportation to and from Northeast for 
the duration of the program.

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Planning For School Lunches 


Like many school department staff, 
Merebeth Rohrer has homework to do. 
No, it doesn’t consist of lesson plans and 
classroom schedules; her homework is 
the background work that contributes to 
a smooth running and well maintained 
school lunch program. 

As the director of the Winchester 
school lunch program, it is her respon¬ 
sibility to ensure that school lunches 
meet federal and state nutritional 
requirements and are appealing enough 
for students to participate. 

According to Rohrer, all lunches must 
meet standards based on the minimum 
daily requirements for school age 
children. This includes eight ounces of 
milk, two ounces of protein, two slices of 
bread or bread substitute, and three- 
fourths cup fruit and or vegetables, 
which can include juice. 

At the elementary level, students who 
wish to participate in the lunch program 
sign up for a three-week period. Although 
last year it was on a two-week schedule, 
the increase to three cuts down on the 
amount of paperwork involved. 

There is not much room for creation 
with elementary lunches since all are 
cold box lunches produced at the high 
school and delivered to the eight schools. 

The two junior highs and high school 
each have a cafeteria, and all three have 
the same daily menu. However, at this 
level there is room for variety. Students 
have the choice of one of two hot items or 
a cold lunch line. 

Although the portions are the same as 
those for elementary school children, 
Rohrer says federal authorities are 
considering adopting graduated portion 
sizes for different ages. 

Since students don’t prepay for 
lunches at the secondary level, ordering 
the correct quantities is like looking “into 
a crystal ball.” However, she says that 
each school keeps a count on the number 
of lunches served and those that have 
been more popular than others. Based on 
past calculations, and if there’s a good 
communication with school staff, Rohrer 
says there shouldn’t be too much trouble 
in placing accurate orders. 

When asked about waste she said that, 
hopefully, with enough choices at the 
secondary level students will order what 


they want and not waste that which they 
wouldn’t eat. 

All students will be paying 50 cents for 
lunch this year compared with last year’s 
figures of 40 cents for secondary and 35 
cents for elementary. Faculty who wish 
to purchase a school lunch will pay $1 this 
year since school lunches were not 
developed and subsidized for faculty. 
However, Rohrer estimates that the cost 
of all lunches, including labor and paper 
products, is $1 each. 

Although some school systems have 
imported fast food franchises to cater 
school lunches, Rohrer says Winchester 
doesn’t have the physical facilities to do 
this. 

However, she says she is aware that 
teenagers tastes run along the lines of 
hamburgers, submarine sandwiches and 
hot dogs, and she does serve these more 
frequently than others. Although all are 
nutritious lunches, she knows that if the 
cafeteria doesn’t serve what students 
want, they won’t participate. 

In 1978-1979, the total expenditures for 
running the school cafeteria were in the 
neighborhood of $350,000. The town ap¬ 
propriation for that year was $58,000 
while federal and state aid was $15,000. 
The difference which had to be accounted 


for was $87,000. The 1979-1980 Town 
Meeting appropriation was $83,000. 
However, the cost of food has risen 11 
percent annually. 

Rohrer is a registered dietician who is 
starting her second year as the Director 
of the Winchester school lunch program. 
Although her previous background has 
been on the university and hospital 
levels, this is her first experience 
working with this age group.

Performing Dance Co, 
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Adult Education Plans 
To Offer 30 Classes 


Approximately 30 courses will be 
offered this year by the Winchester Adult 
Education Program, pending approval 
by the School Committee Sept. 10. ac¬ 
cording to Evander French, vice prin¬ 
cipal at Winchester High School and 
director of the adult education program. 

"They were going to vote on the 
courses last night,” French said of the 
School Committee Tuesday, "but the 
meeting was postponed until Sept. 10 and 
they’ll vote then.” 

The program, which is broken into 
two 10-week sessions, spends $14,800 in 
salaries. However, that money is made 
back with a little extra from the revenue 
drawn from registration fees. 

"The program is really self- 
sustaining,” said French. He points out 
that any extra money that is made 
through registration fees goes into the 
general town account. "The town in 
overall fashion makes a few dollars on 
the program.” 

Each course runs one night per week. 
The fee for residents is $20, non-residents 
$25 and no charge for senior citizens. 
"The fee has been set to pay for the 
program,” French points out. 

Most of the teachers in the program 
are from Winchester according to 
French, but there are private citizens 
who teach courses. He mentioned a 
retired couple from Milton who teach a 
course on antiques and how to know 
them. 

Of, the various courses which are 
offered, Winchester residents te;«J to 
lean towards physical courses as well as 
craft and skill courses. Practical lessons 
are the most popular. "We’ve tried to 
offer some more academic courses but 
those are not populated very well,” 
French mentions. 

Last year, the total enrollment was 
905 students, with 830 of them coming 


trom Winchester. "Most of the people are 
adults,” French points out. "They’re 
well into their 20’s and a fair number of 
them are senior citizens. ” 

Among the courses that have been 
offered in the past are Beginning and 
Intermediate Tennis, Beginning Jewelry 
Making, Introductory Painting. Basic 
Conversational Italian and Winning 
Bridge. 

French noted that a number of new 
courses will be offered this year, again, 
at the approval of the School Committee. 
A beginning ceramics course, a course 
titled Communication Workshop as well 
as a disco dance course are planned. 

The Adult Education Program will 
also offer a wilderness survival course, 
"which would involve a day in the 
woods,” French points out. A Con¬ 
versational French course will also be 
offered. This course was offered once 
before but was not very popular. 

A complete listing of the courses that 
are planned will be re6leased after the 
School Committee approves it. Classes 
for the Fall Session are scheduled to 
begin Sept. 24 and continue to Dec. 5. 

Registration by mail will begin once 
the program brochure is out. while in 
person registration will take place Sept. 
19 and 20 from 6:30 to 8 p.in. in the main 
office of the high school.

Impact Of Cherry Sheets On 
Tax Rate Is Not Available 


The impact of this year’s Cherry 
Sheet on Winchester’s tax rate will not be 
determined for at least four to six weeks, 
according to Assessor George Andersen. 

Andersen says the Board of Assessors 
has not yet set the town’s total 
assessment value which must first be 
done. Expenditures will then have to be 
accounted for and a recapitulation sheet 
with a proposed tax rate must be ap¬ 
proved by the state. 

Andersen, who hasn’t yet looked at 
the sheets, said that based on the figures 
listed in The Boston Globe Aug. 21, the 
estimated increase in receipts “is 
great.” Although he didn’t have any 
figures on what the projected tax rate 
would be, he said the increase will help to 
stabilize the rate. 

Budget and Purchasing Officer Jim 
Vanar notes that the Cherry Sheet is only 
one of a number of factors used by the 
assessors in determining taxes. That 
amount of money collected in motor 
vehicle excise taxes and through the total 
valuation of the town must also be 
calculated when figuring the rate. 

According to Vanar, the Town of 
Winchester should receive an increase of 
an estimated $675,468 more than last 
year. Vanar has calculated the dif¬ 
ference between this year), and last 
year’s Cherry Sheet charges and 
receipts. 

In 1979, Vanar says the total 
estimated receipts was $2,389,086 against 
charges of $1,651,838. In 1980, the 
estimated receipts are $2,907,926 against 
assessments and charges of $1,495,210. 
This figures out to an estimated net in¬ 
crease of receipts this year of $675,468. 

In looking at the Cherry Sheet, the 
MBTA, county tax and Metropolitan 
District Commission (MDC) charges 
constitute the greatest assessments. And 
while some of the charges this year in-

creased, others decreased. 

In 1979, $364,000 was charged to 
Winchester in MBTA assessments. 
However, this year Winchester was - 
assessed at $318,400.45. 

In 1979 Winchester was assessed at 
$326,337.92 for MDC parks; $255,617.82 for 
MDC sewerage; and $115,125.60 for MDC 
water. This year parks were charged at 
$353,730.27; sewerage cost $282,813.66; 
and water was charged at $96,965.36. 

Last year Winchester was assessed at 
$348,815.94 for a county tax. In 1980, the 
county tax assessment is $402,306.82. 

On the receiving end, the largest 
amount of estimated receipts in 1979 was 
for Chapter 70 education monies where 
$1,581,065.17 was received. 

In 1980, Chapter 70 monies increased 
to $1,682,408. Last year. $408,272.58 was 
received for construction of school 
projects. This year that amount was 
reduced to $440,964. 

The Cherry Sheet, named for the 
cherry color paper it’s printed on, is a list 
of charges and receipts to Massachusetts 
cities and towns. That amount of money 
left after the charges and receipts are 
balanced will be used to offset the tax 
rate for the fiscal year.

Editor's Note: This is another in a 
continuing series reviewing the town 
departments over the past ten years. 
This week The Star looks at the 
Engineering Department. 

Though not as open as it was 10 years 
ago, Winchester’s land is still far from 
used up. “People think the town’s all 
developed,’’ says Town Engineer John 
Ciareia. 1 Hut in fact, Engineering 
Department figures show that there is 
still some open space left in town. 

However, there has been a good deal 
ol development completed in the past 
decade. Beginning with Amberwood and 
Buckman drives in March of 1969, there 
have l>een 16 new developments in the 
past 10 years. 

The breakdown of these areas shows 
the rapid growth that has continued in 
Winchester. The 16 new developments, 
six of which are still being worked on, 
roughly total three miles in area. It also 
includes 215 new lots. 

Unlike many towns, unless a property 
owner buys two adjacent parcels of land, 
one developed lot means one home in 
Winchester. This is due to subdivision 
control, which was started in town in 
1953.

Subdivision control regulates the 
‘‘laying out and construction of ways in 
subdivisions providing access to the 
several lots therein, hut which have not 
become public ways, and ensuring 
sanitary conditions in subdivisions and in 
cases, parks and open areas," according 
to the Planning Boards’ Buies and 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of 
Land in Winchester. 

“It’sa good lav/,” states Ciareia. "It’s 
been good for Winchester. It’s a method 
to get better development of the land.’’ 

Through subdivision control, Win- 
ehestr is also in full command in making 
sure the developer follows the proper 
procedures when working at the site. 
“We’ve taken over complete charge of 
inspection of sub-control,” Ciareia points 
out. 

Ciareia noted that during the past 10 
years, developers have been faced with 
more problems in Winchester than 
before. One difficulty is the lack of 
"prime land.” There are very few places 
left in town.” What is left is mostly steep 
grades, ledge and wetlands. 

There is also the problems developers 
have with the abutters of the new areas. 
For example, when work began on Buck- 
man drive early in the decade, the 
developer didn’t have to worry about 
neighbors if he had to blast ledge or if the 
large trucks made a great deal of noise. 


The reason was that there was no one 
else in the area. 

Biu.uing in Winchester slowed down 
around 1972 and 1973 according to 
Ciareia. The state of the economy and a 
change in the zoning laws in Winchester 
deterred developers somewhat. 

In fact, the Engineering Department 
was more involved in laying out streets 
and completing the construction of 
roadways that had been started. 
Gradually, along with other respon¬ 
sibilities they inherited in the 70’s, 
subdivision control began to take up 
more of the Engineering Department's 
time 

The latest study done for the 
Engineering Department and the 
Planning Board on how Winchester’s 4160 
acres were divided was in 1974. This 
study was the first done since a 1966 
report. 

In 1966, 1688 acres or 41 percent of 
Winchester’s land was considered 
residential property. In 1974 that figure 
had changed to 1760 or 42 percent of the 
town’s land. 

Thirty-two acres of land was com¬ 
mercially owned in 1966. This was 
equivalent to three-quarters of one 
percent of the total sum. That figure only 
climbed to 35 acres by 1974. 

Industry owned 110 acres in 1966 or 2.5 
percent of the town’s land. That figure 
rose to 114 acres by 1974. 

Public and semi-public property 
covered 799 acres in 1966, a percentage of 
about 19 percent. That total rose to 925 
acres in 1974 or 22 percent of the land in 
Winchester. 

Streets and roadways covered 446 
acres in 1966 which was the equivalent of 
11 percent, while in 1974, this same 
category consumed 528 acres in town or 
13 per percent. 

Naturally the amount of vacant space 
in town declined during that span, 
dropping from almost 851 acres in 1966 to 
587 in 1974. 

The amount of growth that has taken 
place during the 70’s should continue, 
Ciareia feels. “1 don’t see it slowing 
down.” He feels the average of 25-30 new 
homes per year should continue through 
5he 80’s. 

Ciareia also adds that there are at 
least 12 pieces of "warm property” in 
Winchester. Warm property is land that 
is ready to be developed right now. "I can 
see at least half a dozen of them being 
started in the next 10 years,” states 
Ciareia._ 


But will the developing end when the 
town runs out of land? The possibility of 
erecting apartment houses could loom in 
the future. 

“Who knows,” says Ciareia. "It all 
depends on how many people they think 
the town should hold. If we reach 30,000 
they may decide that that’s the limit. But 
there’ll always be people trying to do 
something.” 

“We’re a service group,” Ciareia says 
of his department. “Most of the time 
people don’t even know we’re involved in 
a project.” 

He added that in the past decade, the 
number of groups that the Engineering 
Department must deal with everyday 
has increased dramatically. “You’ve got 
so many other agencies to work with,” 
says the Town Engineer citing the 
Conservation Commission, the Housing 
Authority, the Historical Commission 
and the Traffic Advisory Group as 
examples.

There's a new type of 
mortgage loan which 
would tailor the 

E ayment schedule to the 
orrower's needs and 
abilities. Instead of 
level payments for the 
life of the loan, 
payments could be 
smaller for one period 
and larger for another 
period depending on 
your future earning 
prospects. 

Under the proposed 
regulations, the 
borrower and lender 
would negotiate the 
repayment schedule as 
long as each payment 
would cover interest 
costs and would be on a 
fully ammortized basis 
after eight years. Thus, 
a young couple could 
arrange smaller

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After Labor Day, Cape Cod 
returns to the natives. All the 
New Yorkers and other fringe 
groups go back south for the 
winter, and the souvenir and T- 
shirt merchants (“I found it in 
P’Town”) pack up their wares 
and add up their hank balances. 
Calm is restored. The seaside 
towns return to the serenity that 
made them so popular to begin 
with, first with artists, then with 
artistic hangers-on and aesthetic 
well-wishers, then with tourists. 
No doubt about it, fall is the 
time to visit the Cape at its best. 
This year in Provincetown and 
South Truro and Wellfleet, said 
best is given extra panache by 
the Fall Arts Festival, Sep¬ 
tember 21 through 23, under the 
aegis of the Lower Cape Arts and 
Humanities Council. 

Three weeks away, the Fall 
Arts Festival is worth planning a 
long weekend around. It has a 
number of unusual features, 
chief among them exhibits of 
prints and drawings by abstract- 
expressionists Robert Mother- 
well (at the Long Point Gallery 
in Provincetown) and Jack 
Tworkov (at the Hudson D 
Walker Gallery at the Province- 
town Fine Arts Work Center). 
Both major figures in the art 
world, Motherwell and Tworkov 
rarely show locally. Also on tap: 
a retrospective view of works and 
memorabilia of Edward Hopper 
(1892-1967), whose paintings of 
American land- and cityscapes 
have enormous appeal for their 
uncompromising objectivity. 
Hopper moved to South Truro in 
1930 to paint in the luminous, 
islandlike light of the Cape. The 
Hopper Show will be at the Prov¬ 
incetown Art Association. 

And that, as they say, ain’t all. 
Dozens of local artists — in all 
media — will open their studios 
for public visits during the three 
days of the festival. This is a first 
for the Cape, a rare chance to see 
art and artists in creative situ. 
While most Lower Cape artists 
are not exactly household words, 
many have attained more than a 
measure of critical and profes¬ 


sional recognition in fields where 
commercial success is rarely the 
surest indication of quality. 

Galleries from Provincetown 
to Wellfleet will be aglow with 
works of local artists, and there 
will he music, too, and symposia 
and theatre and dance, as the 
Lower Cape has its own “harvest 
home,” celebrating its special 
product: Art. The foresighted 
connoisseur can get a ticket, 
studio maps, and full schedule 
information by sending $5 to the 
Fall Arts Festival, in care of the 
Lower Cape Arts and Humani¬ 
ties, Box 229, Provincetown, MA 
02657. More details in the 
listings closer to the date.

The Last Cookout 


By Judith Barrett 
The last barbecue of summer, 
an annual Labor Day feast with 
friends, marks the end of warm 
weather, fresh summer foods, 
and outdoor dining. It’s a ritual 
that calls for special eats and 
celebration. 

Inflation being what it is, the 
days of thick sirloins for every 
guest are gone. But a lot less 
than prime beef can make for 
sumptuous meals. In fact, many 
delicious and easy alternatives to 
the conventional barbecue can 
make an occasion out of a cook¬ 
out, pleasing both palate and 
purse. 

The Sausage Special 
Who would think that hot dogs, 
that standby for kids, could be 
elegant? An extensive selection 
is available at most neighbor¬ 
hood markets. A big mix of 
sausages served with an array of 
imported mustards, rye bread, 
and fresh corn on the cob is 
surprisingly splendid. 

Try franks, bratwurst, knock-

wurst, and Italian hot and sweet 
sausages. For a variety, slice 
Polish kielbasa and spiced 
linguica. 

Chick- and Fish-Kebabs 
Since lamb and beef are so 
costly, shish-kebab lovers can 
find satisfaction in a substitute 
kebab. Boned pieces of chicken 
marinated in a mixture of fresh 
lemon juice, olive oil, and fresh- 
pressed garlic can be skewered 
with cuts from a yellow onion 
and whole mushrooms. Substi¬ 
tute vermouth for lemon juice for 
a different, Frenchified taste. 

Chunks of monktail, also 
known as lotte and anglerfish, 
can be doused with salt and 
lemon juice and similarly 
skewered. This low-profile fish 
feeds on lobster and tastes a lot 
like lobster tail itself. It’s one of 
the few fillets that can survive 
the indelicacies of the grill and 
come out tasting fantastic. 

Don’t Spare the Ribs 
The price of pork has not sky¬ 
rocketed recently. And racks of 
ribs, one of the world’s true 
delights, can be bathed in any 
tangy barbecue sauce and serve 
hungry hordes for a reasonable 
sum. Ribs are properly accom¬ 
panied by cole slawand 
plenty of paper napkins. 

Even if you’ve been barbe¬ 
cuing all summer, the last bash 
should be perfect. No charred 
pieces of chicken. No dried-out 
hamburgers and no burned-up 
baked potatoes left in the coals 
too long. 

Some barbecue basics should 
ensure a successful last summer 
event. 

The Fire 

Charcoal briquettes from hard¬ 
wood are the most efficient fuel. 
Build them into a pyramid 
before you start the fire. Allow 
the charcoal to turn ash-white, 
and space the pieces out an inch 
apart. The closer together the 
hotter the cooking coals will be. 
Tools 

A basting brush, a two-pronged 
fork, a pair of tongs, and a

spatula are the essentials. All 
should have sufficiently long 
handles. Inexpensive sets of toe 
are available, but beware of 
flimsy ones: The forks bend, ar 
the tongs slip on the weight of i 
ear of corn. 

Skewers for shish kebabs are 
helpful but not essential if you 
have a two-sided handgrill thai 
can accommodate all the meat 
and vegetables. 

Keep a spray bottle nearby f 
flare-ups. Long-armed pot mitt 
are also helpful. 

Cooking 

For the best results use fat- 
trimmed meats. At the start, 






keep the meat or fish as far away 
from the coals as possible. Once 
the food begins to cook, move the 
grill closer to the flame to brown 
the outside. 

Hot dogs, sausages, fish, ham¬ 
burgers, and steaks need to be 
turned only once. Shish kebabs, 
racks of ribs, or other foods that 
require basting should be turned 
frequently and lubricated as 
often as possible. 

Baked potatoes should be 
placed around the edges of the 
grill; don’t wrap them in foil, 
or you’ll get a steamed potato 
instead of a baked one. Corn 
on the cob, on the other hand, 
should be cleaned of the husk, 
wrapped in foil, and put under or 
around the hot coals. 

No precise formula or time¬ 
table ensures perfect outdoor 
cooking. Cooking times depend 
on how hot the coals are and how 
close the food is to the fire. The 
best way to prevent overcooked 
or burned meat is to cook slowly, 
as far from the fire as possible. 
You can use a meat thermom¬ 
eter, but technological kitchen 
gadgets take the fun out of out¬ 
door cooking. 

And fun, after all, is what 
outdoor cooking is all about. 
With a minimum of planning 
and a modicum of ingenuity, you 
can say goodbye to summer

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Quebec: 

La Belle Province 


By Stan Bicknell 
Consider for a moment that the 
province of Quebec is one-sixth 
the size of the entire United 
States and you begin to see the 
problem. From the border to 
“land’s end” up beyond the 
Arctic Circle stretch some 1600 
miles of unmapped, forbidding 
country. The northern coast is 
accessible only by seaplane and 
then only when the ice is out. 

So never say you will “do” 
Quebec as you might one of the 
New England states. Quebec is 
an entity whose potential can 
only be guessed at. Its future is 
still to come. 

Yet Quebec province is one of 
the most exciting places in North 
America to visit these days 
largely because of this poten¬ 
tial. The heady doctrine 
of “separatism” is really the 


bilingual these days. You will 
have to employ some French — 
easy enough to do with the help 
of a good guidebook — to get 
around. The people you meet in 
stores and restaurants might 
even decide they want to do 
business in French, which will 
require effort on your part. 

This is no ordinary city. 
Montreal has more restaurants 
— 5000 of them — than either 
New York or San Francisco. 
Dining out is raised to an art 
form here. With all the emigres 
from Europe, Asia, and the Car- 
ribean, you will find, in addition 
to classic French cooking, Greek, 
Slavic, Pakistani, and West 
Indian fare. Restaurants fall into 
all price ranges. Chez Bardet on 
Henri Bourassa East can easily 
cost $200 for four people, while in 
any of the hundreds of small 



Quebecoise way of saying that 
they want to determine that 
future themselves. Few people 
visit a region because of its 
politics; still, anyone who lias his 
or her antennae up will sense the 
excitement, particularly in 
Montreal and Quebec City. 

Always a city of great charm 
and vivacity, Montreal’s new 
self-awareness is reflected in its 
attitudes towards visitors. 
Tourism has long been the 
largest industry in the province 
and the powers that be have no 
intention of changing that. Yet 
the Quebecoise no longer cater to 
the tourist with deference or play 
the quaint rustics. For instance, 
signs are not automatically 


family restaurants with their 
half-dozen tables, you can treat 
yourself superbly for $8 a person. 

Everything in Montreal is 
congentrated within walking 
distance or a short metro ride. 
You can wander through the 
miles of underground shopping 
centers and visit boutiques like 
Givenchy and Pierre Cardin. Or 
you can just sit at one of the 
terrace cafes like the one at the 
Ritz, which has a little pool alive 
with ducks. Here, under yellow- 
and-white striped awnings, you 
can sit and let the rest of the 
world pass by. 

“Vieux Montreal,” the old 
quarter along the riverfront, is a 
restored 17th-century enclave of 
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gray limestone buildings where 
you can browse through antique 
shops, art galleries, stare in the 
windows of theatrical costumers, 
or watch the students loll about 
Place Jacques Cartier. 

At night there are dozens of 
discos on Stanley and Peel 
Streets. Better still are the 
French “cafe-concerts,” which 
you will find only in a French- 
speaking country. Quebec has a 
whole music and recording 
industry built on native-born 
singers like Gilles Vigneault and 
Ginette Reno. They sing of those 
traditional French concerns — 
love, heartbreak, nostalgia and, 
not incidentally, politics. 

And in case your’re planning a 
trip to Montreal in September, 
keep in mind the Canadian 
Grand Prix auto race set for Sep¬ 
tember 28 through 30 at the lie 
Notre-Dame race track. Gilles 
Villeneuve will attempt to hold 
onto the first-place title he won 
at last year’s race. Tickets to the 
race range from $2 up to $65 and 
can be ordered by writing to: 
Canadian Grand Prix Office, PO 
Box 418, Place Bona venture, 
Montreal, Canada H5A 1B8. 

Quebec City, 160 miles to the 
northeast, sits like a great land- 
bound Gibraltar hovering over 
the Plains of Abraham. Here, 
even more than in Montreal, 
you’ll get the true flavor of 
historic Quebec. Quebec City 
has the only walled fortress 
remaining in North America. 
Students of American history 
will recall that General Wolfe 
scaled the cliffs of the city and 
surprised General Montcalm, 
with the result that French influ¬ 
ence in North America was 
diminished forever. 

Like Montreal, this is a pedes¬ 
trian’s city. In contrast to 
Montreal, the cuisine is neither 
so varied nor so cosmopolitan. 
But Quebec provincial cooking 
is an undiscovered joy. Try 
habitant pea soup, made with 
yellow split peas and served with 
crusty loaves of French bread, or 
that famous meat pie, tortibre. 

One excursion worth a day’s 
trip from Montreal is a jnnnt 
over to Ottawa, 110 miles vest, 
in the province of On’ rin. Even 
though it’s the capita 
Canada, Ottawa is a i j . little 
town. And Ottawa is English to 
the core. There are tours*. ..*ough 
Parliament and the opportunity 
to watch the legislative goings- 
on — often quite boisterous and 
unruly. There is also the chang¬ 
ing of the guard, during which 
ceremonial troops in scarlet 
tunics and black beefeaters 
parade slowly onto the 
mall in an elegant imitate of 
the changing of the guan. at 
Buckingham Palace. It’s almost 
like being transported to 
London. 

Montreal is 350 miles from 
Boston by way of Interstates 93 
and 89. Although it’s a seven- to 
eight-hour drive, the country¬ 
side through New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and southern Quebec 
is so lovely that getting there is 
more a pleasure than a chore. □
